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Minorities in Architecture 

I was impressed by the article in 
the July 1995 RECORD [“Why 
Architecture Still Fails to Attract 
Minorities,” pages 32 to 33] dis- 
cussing the plight of almost every 
non-white professional in this 
field. I still have a tremendous 
degree of difficulty explaining my 
frustration as an African-born 
architect, having been successful 
gaining employment in a large 
corporate firm, yet not able to 
rise to leadership positions 
within the company. It is 
assumed that my face and my 
presence may turn away new 
business—a white or Asian client 
may not feel “comfortable” 
charging a black man with a $100 
million project. Since the black 
community in America has not 
recovered from the disenfran- 
chisement of their forefathers, it 
is not conceivable that projects of 
such impact will come from that 
community anytime soon. 


Therefore, promoting or appoint- 
ing a black man to a partnership 
position, for instance, promises 
no immediate returns. So, why 
bother? This mentality is preva- 
lent in this profession. It is 
shameful, and is clearly a reason 
why I believe that the American 
Institute of Architects needs to 
establish guidelines to deal with 
this issue of race. Otherwise, it 
cannot claim not to be a “white 
man’s country club.”

In my experience, consulting 
with design professionals in vir- 
tually every aspect of the service 
process from the viewpoint of the 
design marketplace, I’ve found 
several factors that almost 
always seem to block the path 
toward client “delight.” 


1. Crisis thinking invariably 
overcomes any ability to think 
and act strategically. It drasti- 
cally erodes relationships with 
exciting clients and virtually 
negates the process for—success- 
fully—obtaining new clients. 
Clients can smell the fear. 


2. Aside from the few genuine 
successes in our profession, the 
buzz around the management 
“epiphanies” of TQM, re-engi- 
neering teams, and partnering 
haven’t built enough evidence 
pro-change. Mid-to small-sized 
firms are still not convinced that 
TQM really works. And some 
may never be convinced. 


The literature and general hype 
driving the wave to implement 
these programs has created an 
overload of factual and anecdotal 
information that leaves design 
professionals unable to focus on 
the process to turn their business 
around. 


Expecting a “bolt-on” quick fix 
for what’s wrong with their prac- 
tice, many architects still embark 
upon a TQM or re-engineering 
program only to find that it is an 
all or nothing evolutionary pro- 
cess that never really ends. Disil- 
lusioned and bitter, the architect 
abandons the program in favor of 
the previous “crisis-focused” 
business style. 


3. Networking experiential know- 
ledge. Architects can network 
one another and share in the 
“moral” successes of learning

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Inside Out: Why Architects 
Should Worry About Interiors 


It wasn’t until Stanley Abercrombie wrote “A Philosophy of Interior Design” 
(Harper & Row, 1990) that I became truly aware of the pitfalls in trying to separate 
architecture from interiors. In my review at the time, I wrote “...one is left with the 
feeling that coming up with a philosophy of interior design separate from architec- 
ture cannot be done, [simply because] interior design cannot really be separated 
from architecture.” 


Still, the thorny issue keeps coming up, because both architects and interior design- 
ers see it as one of artistic integrity and professional turf, and the client sees it as 
another case of fragmented responsibility. 


One underlying cause of the polemic is the great discrepancy in the shelf lives of 
box versus content. In the lifetime of one building, the interior can change 50 times; 
it lives and breathes, and is subject to fads and fashion. But the box lives on (though 
it too is subject to renovation or recycling); still, that, as they say in hurricane fore- 
casting circles, is a 100-year event. 


When the owner grants the architect a free hand with the interior, there are degrees 
of intervention. At one end, the architect does it all. At the other, as Charles Gwath- 
mey points out in Suzanne Stephens’ essay in this issue, the architect relies less on 
“additive decoration” and more on providing “natural light, textures, and materiali- 
ty.” The “decorator” deals with the curtains, furniture, and the rest of the fashion- 
responsive infill that allows generations of users to shape their surroundings to their 
own tastes, which range from high-tech to stuffy Victorian. 


So much for residential work. Commercial or contract interiors are kept in line by 
the demands of function, productivity, wiring for information systems and, increas- 
ingly, code-directed provisions for workers’ well-being in their place of business. Not 
only is the engagement of an architect far more common than it is on the residential 
side, but the interior designer, when there is one, is more likely to be professionally 
trained and certified. There’s a growing role for the so-called space planner, who typ- 
ically takes into account, or should, the long-term facilities-management implications 
of design decisions. This need is accentuated, as the latest article in RECORD’s series 
of workplace features points out (page 32), by the business re-engineering fervor of 
the ‘90s, which demands of the designer and the owner a sharp focus on flexibility. 
Thus flexibility is to the commercial sector what fashion is to the residential sector. 


The basic fact is that any misalliance between exterior and interior—of form, color, 
texture, and above all, scale— can be catastrophic. Therefore the architect should 
be, if not commissioned to do the entire design, at least a consi ‘ant to the interior 
designer or decorator to ensure the visual and functional intey ity of the work. But 
sadly there’s little in most architects’ traditional training th: jualifies them to 
handle the finer details of such work, let alone its taxing m: 1) .gement complexities. 


The architect’s intervention in interiors can go too far, particularly with a timid 
client. The story is told of Marcel Breuer, a man of stvoug beliefs and personality, 
who designed a house for a client family down to the very last detail, such as place- 
ment of the ashtrays. On visiting his clients one year later, he was dismayed to find 
every item in its original place, including the ashtrays.

Funds Raised by Preservationists Save

Several Boston-area institutions, alarmed 
that TAC’s archives might leave New 
England forever, formed a consortium to 
keep them intact. After several busy weeks of 
fund-raising and negotiating, their efforts 
were rewarded: this past July they bought 
the archives for $7,000.

Two Hospitals Become One in 
Carolina Medical-Center Design 
























Ear] Eason and Associates’ design for the 
Marion County Medical Center in South Car- 
olina combines two hospitals into one and 
aims at providing a more humane, campus- 
like setting. Replacing two existing hospitals 
that are less than eight miles from one 
another, planners expect to save at least $2 
million a year by ending duplicated costs. 


In the design, a 215,000-sq-ft central build- 
ing, with two additional doctor’s office 
buildings locked into its corners, will sit on a 
48-acre site. The brick-clad main building is 
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dominated by a two-story skylit pavilion. A 
smaller, existing doctors’ office building will 
be connected to it by a covered walkway. The 
focus here is out-patient care: the first floor 
houses a food court (with an outdoor terrace), 
out-patient surgery, and doctors’ offices, 
while all in-patient areas are on the upper 
stories. The smaller doctors’ buildings will be 
used for elective care and rehabilitation. 


Construction of the $27-million project— 
which is funded by a private developer—

do little work. Design committees, however, 
are not formed to do any work... A smaller 
committee often begins to micromanage the 
design process.” And a contribution by 
Charles Moore, whom Pressman rightly 
describes as the antithesis of Howard Roark, 
is a wonderful description of a collaborative 
process with a church group that could serve 
as a model for other practitioners. 


The Fountainheadache provides architects 
with a bonding experience of sorts, because it 
uncovers the essential democracy of the pro- 
fession—clients afflict architects both great 
and small equally. This narrative thread of 
the problem client runs through many 
accounts in the book, but is not countered by 
stories of problem architects, except in a few 
heroic accounts of fixing the mistakes of 
others. Pressman’s guest list has been 
limited to architects, and the omission of the 
client’s point of view soon becomes obvious. 


The reader begins to wonder about the war 
stories that clients might share, and even 
about the other side of some of the stories 
here—like the thoughts of the client who 
began to cry when presented with a study 
model. 


The Fountainheadache isn’t all horror 
stories. Stanley Tigerman, a fan of the Ayn 
Rand novel, contributes some up-beat tales, 
noting, “these 30-plus years that I’ve been in 
my own practice have not been a ‘Fountain- 
headache.”” Charles Gwathmey recounts the 


behind-the-scenes story of Gwathmey 
Siegel’s addition to the Guggenheim Museum, 
where he enjoyed the support of the client 
while fighting what he dubs the “counter- 
client”—the opposing preservation lobby. 
Carol Ross Barney describes how tackling 
bureaucracy head-on led to the awardwinning 
Glendale Heights Post Office. Others have 
contributed essays, like William Kirby 
Lockard’s discussion of architectural commu- 
nication. 


Despite occasional outbursts of advice by 
some of the contributors, The Fountain- 
headache is more of a casebook than a how-to 
guide to improved architect-client relations. 
Perhaps hindered by the anthology format, 
Pressman draws relatively few conclusions. 
Chapters are structured around specific 
issues, but occasionally fail to provide enough 
content. Others include submissions that are 
off the topic, such as the otherwise delightful 
Tigerman tales about his experiences in the 
Midwest that Pressman places in a section on 
foreign clients, blithely dubbing the stories 
“sufficiently exotic.” 


Pressman tends to fawn over his writers in 
his introductions, and his apparent gratitude 
to them has perhaps made it difficult to pull 
consistency from them. Some pieces are 
candid and engaging, others are bland and 
self-serving, as though passed through the 
sieve of big-firm marketing departments. 
Shifts in format, point-of-view, and tone may 
work on MTV, but here they are often jarring 
and sometimes confusing. 


Still, one of the most intriguing contributions 
to the discussion is made at the very end by 
Pressman himself as he describes the results 
of a small, admittedly flawed, survey of 
architects, lawyers, and doctors. Doctors and 
lawyers, he discovered, derive their greatest 
professional satisfaction from interaction 
with their patients and clients; a successful 
outcome is considered “icing on the cake.” 
Noting that architects may even take pride in 
estranged client relationships, he found that 
architects derive satisfaction from outcome, 
not from the process; client give-and-take is 
frequently something that is only tolerated. If 
this is true, then the chances of finding a cure 
for the “Fountainheadache” are probably 
very slim indeed. @

fatuity. Formerly revealing in his categoriza- 
tion, Jencks now stuffs the pick of today’s 
novel buildings into a box bearing the ludi- 
crous label “complexitist” and then spends a 
book trying to hold the lid shut on it. 


Jencks is smitten with what he calls “the new 
sciences:” chaos, complexity, fractals, Gaia. 
We are, he marvels, the first generation to 
know the age and origin of the universe. 
Know? Hardly. Estimates vary by billions of 
years. We are just the latest generation to 
know a bit more than the last and to think we 
know it all. So Jencks is wrong to deduce that 
this “discovery” will “change every area of 
life.” All it shows is that Jencks has caught up 
on his science reading. 


The finer points of science count for little in 
this book. For Jencks sees in science no more 
than the ingredients of a new style, or, as he 
puts it, a “new Post-Modern paradigm.” One 
can only agree that, if all we are doing is 
looking for a new style, then science seems as 
good a starting point as any. Certainly, 
science in its broadest sense is more inspiring 
than the tired credo that technology dictates 





form, a notion Jencks deftly dispels with ref- 
erence to Frank Gehry’s Disney Concert Hall 
in Los Angeles, whose vast swaths of curved 
limestone were sized by computer but never- 
theless dreamed up and sketched by human 
mind and hand. 


But in revealing how arbitrary is his germ for 
a new style, Jencks merely hastens its 
descent into meaninglessness. In his taxono- 
my, any building with curves appears to be 
“biomorphic.” Some are “cosmic,” others 
“cosmogenic.” Before long, any architecture 
that resists “easy interpretation” finds itself 
eligible. That’s the beauty of a label like 
“complexitist.” And yet despite this relax- 
ation of the usual stylistic codes, there are, in 
fact, rather few buildings to illustrate the 
points that Jencks wants to make. To com- 
pensate, he often illustrates his argument 
with his own designs for furniture and follies. 


Jencks makes brilliant connections across 
vast disciplinary chasms, but to what end? At 
bottom, there is in all this “new”-ness more a 
desperate journalistic attempt to manufac- 
ture novelty than original polemic. = 
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What do you mean “the scale figures aren't realistic enough?”

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Whether it’s called restructuring, re-engi- 
neering, Total Quality Management (TQM), 
or “getting close to the customer,” business 
after business today is going through a 
process of questioning and fundamentally 
reorganizing the way it works. The Facility 
Performance Group, Inc. (FPG) has been 
analyzing these new work patterns and how 
companies cope with the related space-plan- 
ning and design issues. FPG’s research 
shows that new ways of working are so dif- 
ferent that they open uncharted design 
territory—where there’s ample opportunity 
for a creative design team to completely 
rethink what the workplace is. 


This story condenses two “Best Practice 
Planning” reports by FPG president Jon 
Ryburg, “Emerging Work Patterns,” and 
“Strategic Planning.” (Though it typically 
refers to in-house facilities staff conclusions 
apply equally to private-practice architects 
and other consultants.) The full reports are

The sea change in the way many companies 
work is driven by competitive pressures that 
force businesses to get products and services 
to market faster and to continuously improve 
them. Emerging work patterns often 
conform to some broad categories. 


* Continuous innovation: A goal of Total 
Quality Management (TQM), companies seek 
this in two ways. They continuously improve 
products or services being developed, and 
they continuously improve the structure and 
organization of the process by which products 
are developed or updated. All the companies 
studied in the research had experienced 
several waves of restructuring. Organizations 
found they couldn’t do it right the first, 
second, or even the third time. 


Executives admitted that the TQM goal of 
continuous improvement meant that restruc- 
turing was also continuous, a new fact of life 
in their organizations. Companies that had

included real-estate and facilities depart- 
ments as TQM partners understood the 
implications for facility planning and manage- 
ment. Those that did not thought—inac- 
curately—that facility churn rates of 150 
percent and higher would end after an initial 
restructuring. They didn’t. 


«Concurrent vs. linear workflow: Prior to 
restructuring, as many companies describe it, 
one department would “throw” its finished 
part of a project “over the fence” to the next 
department, which performed its task, and so 
on, until the new product or service was com- 
pleted. The departments rarely communi- 
cated with one another, which often meant 
products had to be returned to earlier phases 
for re-work or Band-Aid-type fixes. 


The result was products of substandard 
quality that got to market late. Now compa- 
nies are vertically integrating tasks and 
people into cross-functional teams (diagram 
above). 


Companies have always used teams, but 
traditionally as part of a linear process. Indi- 
viduals would prepare on their own, then 
meet to present and defend ideas. Afterward 
they would return to their separate offices to 
get “real” work done. Today, participants use 
the word collaboration to describe team 
interactions, rather than simply communica-

tion, because it conveys a truer sense of whe 
is needed to work together effectively. 


Working in such teams is intense, and it 
turns conventional notions of staff deploy- 
ment upside down. In the linear, mass- 
production approach, the number of staff 
involved in a project steadily increases as 
rollout approaches. In Japan, the number of 
staff involved is highest at the beginning of 
projects, tapering off as problems are ironet 
out. Recent U.S. experience has involved its 
greatest human resources toward the middl) 
of a team project. In general, companies are 
still shifting in the direction of Japan’s modé 
The impact on facilities is that the space 
required to support teams and meetings 
increases dramatically. Ninety percent of 
analyzed companies found that meeting spa 
had to be at least doubled. 


Emerging work patterns 

Many companies that undertake restruct 
ing see profound cultural change in their 
workplace. Cultural anthropologists call this 
a shift from a “low-context” (.e., individual- 
istic) culture to one that is high-context (mo 
interdependent, similar to cultural patterns 
in Japan, France, and Italy). Managers who 
understand the fundamental nature of these 
changes also tend to recognize the critical 
facility implications well.

need space that permits and invites collabo- 
ration as circumstances dictate. As compa- 
nies move to divergent work patterns, they 
typically find they can reduce office space 
used—even eliminate entire locations. Seven- 
ty percent of analyzed companies found that 
regional, field, and local office spaces could be 
reduced between 50 and 100 percent. But 
these companies found that they had to 
analyze their space needs much more care- 
fully. They had to give up a “one size fits all” 
mentality, replacing it with a spectrum of 
spatial solutions. 


Indeed, companies now need to view office- 
space configurations as a set of tools critical 
to meeting TQM objectives. Prior to restruc- 
turing, much of the office space in the ana- 
lyzed companies was mindlessly identical, 
and had largely lost any effective relationship 
to the real work of people or larger organiza- 
tional goals. Convergent and divergent work 
patterns, however, require specific types of 
“alternative” office configurations. 


The convergent-work space 

¢ Traditional Offices: Traditional private 
offices were still used by more than half the 
analyzed companies, but they have been 
made much smaller. The freed-up space is 
reallocated for team meetings. Open-plan 
spaces were still used by nearly 70 percent of 
the analyzed companies in more than half of 
their locations. Since restructuring, the size 
of these spaces has also decreased by as 
much as 25 to 50 percent, to provide more 
team-meeting and project rooms. 


* Home Base and Shared Spaces: This 
approach is a more sophisticated variant of 
restructured traditional office space. Home 
base/shared offices (or “cave and commons”) 
encourage team interaction by providing 
even smaller private offices for individual 
work requiring concentration, combined with 
more shared spaces. The latter are large and 
inviting. They may incorporate work tools 
(computers, white boards, A/V support), 
amenities such as coffee bars, and comfort- 
able, informal furniture. They support 
greater variations in team size, project 
cycles, and duration. Management has 
appointed these spaces well to encourage 
team members to spend time together. 

* Multi-site (Flexplace): This type of space 


eliminates the dedicated private offices and 
separate team spaces by combining both into 
a single workplace. This approach has been 
found to be feasible when team members are 
assigned primarily to a single project (other 
companies might assign individuals to several 
different teams at once), and when a team 
member reports to his or her team rather 
than to a functional department. Flexplace 
offices contain dedicated (assigned) spaces, 
which may be shared, along with team- 
meeting areas. About 20 percent of the 
analyzed companies use this approach. 


The divergent-work space 

Since these types represent the greatest 
departure from standard office layouts, com- 
panies often move from one type to another 
as they come to understand their new work 
processes. 


¢ Shared/Assigned: This is the most common 
divergent-work configuration. Such office 
space is filled with small, individual cubicles, 
each typically about 16 sq. ft. Each cubicle 
may be pre-assigned to as many as three 
users. Adequate, convenient, and lockable 
storage for users is provided either within 
the cubicle or close by. The most successful 
shared/assigned offices include at least some 
open space for meetings of up to six individ- 
uals. This is the least flexible divergent ar- 
rangement, but works well if matched care- 
fully to the needs of users. 


The biggest problems include the minimal 
size of the work area (typically only 4-ft- 
wide), and the fact that it is fixed. Conflicts 
also arise because no user is ever sure that 
the workstation is not already occupied. 
(Hiring a person to coordinate scheduling is 
typically viewed as too expensive.) 


¢ Just-In-Time Spaces: JIT spaces were most 
frequently found in locations used by sales, 
marketing, and customer- or product-support 
personnel, although a few companies use 
them for cross-functional teams. JIT offices 
were the second most frequently used diver- 
gent-work layout. Basically, they are shared 
office spaces (of a wide variety of configura- 
tions) that are usually scheduled for use as 
individuals or teams need them. (“Hoteling” 
is a widely known form of JIT space.) Small 
lockers are assigned to individuals, who carry 
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their work materials to an available office 
space, then store them when finished. The 
simplest layout is a string of rooms along a 
corridor. The more elaborate versions can be 
completely fitted out on request by facilities- 
support staff with walls, furniture, computer 
hardware and software, telephones, and sup- 
plies. 


Users of these spaces often find assigned 
storage space insufficient. The most basic 
layout—standard-sized private offices lining 
a common corridor—did not readily accom- 
modate informal pooling of ideas and market 
intelligence. Hoteling spaces were often too 
small to accommodate meetings of as few as 
four to six. The most successful hoteling 
schemes provide an option for more storage 
(in carts) and one or two larger spaces to 
support meetings for up to eight people. 


*Non-Territorial (Free-Address): Those 
companies with the most experience in 
JIT/hoteling and shared/assigned office 
spaces often found themselves moving some 
functions to non-territorial/free-address solu- 
tions. Generally, these locations are planned 
to include a mix of private and open-plan 
offices as well as team and retreat areas. 


The idea is that employees move to the space 
best fitted out to perform a task, whether 
that be a meeting room, archive, or private- 
work area. Storage is most often provided in 
pre-assigned mobile storage carts (or “little 
red wagons” as one company put it), which 
personnel use to trundle work materials to 
appropriate settings. Employees pick up 
cordless telephones when entering the loca- 
tion, and take them wherever they go. 


Because such an arrangement does not fit 
standard formulas for allocating space, a 
company must carefully analyze its process 
before embarking on a non-territorial solu- 
tion. It must research the work process, and 
its privacy, storage, teaming-technology, 
ergonomic, and utility needs. The frequency 
and duration of use of each area must be 
understood. 


In the majority of cases, non-territorial 

offices have been used only to support diver- 
gent-work patterns. However, companies are

Japanese auto companies in the U.S. recog- 
nized this need earlier than American compa- 
nies. The average Japanese firm provided 
between 30 and 32.5 sq ft of space per person 
for scheduled meetings, while American 
firms provided only 6 to 17 sq ft per person. 
Though American companies understood 

the productivity benefits of cross-functional 
teams, they didn’t realize it would lead to 
such a big shift in the amount of time that 
individuals would spend working together. 
Nearly all of the American companies used 
their prior space standards in restructuring, 
only to find that space had to be modified and 
reallocated to support team-meeting and 
communication needs. 


¢ Spontaneous Communication: Each of the 
analyzed companies experienced a three- to 
four-fold increase in “communication events” 
among team members outside formal meet- 
ings. Successful teaming occurred in both the 
convergent and divergent work patterns 
when members could readily keep one 
another updated on new information and 
insights. In a traditional layout of shoulder- 
high cubicles, employees typically stand up 
and look around to see if the desired col- 
league is “in,” but they often can’t tell un- 
less that person is standing up and looking 
around too. Teamed staff asked that panels 
be lowered, or complained that a maze of 
private offices kept members too isolated. 
Telephones haven’t proved “spontaneous” 
enough (due to “telephone tag”). E-mail has 
not been considered adequate to the informa- 
tion-sharing task or didn’t support the need 
for immediate response. 


Many companies thought they needed to cre- 
ate places for spontaneous meetings. Most 
learned, however, that planning the total 
environment to support new ways of working 
proved more effective than the allocation of 


specific “spontaneous-communication” places. 


As companies learned from these complaints, 
they made workstations more open, and 
located the team’s home base or their dedi- 
cated offices closer together. Two companies 
were installing a closed-circuit television 
system in key buildings so that individuals 
could quickly scan areas to find roving col- 
leagues. Three other companies were using 
mobile telecom products (beepers, cellular 


phones, and small cordless telephones) to 
keep team members in touch. 


*Chance Communication: In the past, even 
individuals within the same functional depart- 
ment often didn’t know one another—it 
wasn’t considered productive. Now compa- 
nies encourage chance encounters because 
team members never know who might have 
special knowledge or expertise that could be 
applied to the project at hand or in the future. 
Individuals are increasingly expected to meet 
and know something about their colleagues.

Dealing with the desire for privacy

more privacy as a perk. Most said they 
wanted greater privacy, not less. Studies even 
associated privacy with increased produc- 
tivity and satisfaction (primarily by giving 
the employee greater control of the number 
and kind of outside contacts).

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Framing Techniques Change 
to Match Resource Quality

Turner Brooks is in the kind of quandary 
many architects face these days. A principal 
at Brooks and Carey Architects in Burling- 
ton, Vt., Brooks is in the early design phases 
on two projects for which he’d like to specify 
wood framing. But the quality of the wood 
he’s seeing is poor. “It’s soft and rots so 
quickly. The old window casings hold up 
better than the modern equivalent of the 
same species,” he says. 


One alternative is to specify steel. Including 
materials and labor, the costs of wood and 
steel are about equal for both projects. Still, 
Brooks is reluctant to go with metal—most 
contractors are uneasy with it; it’s not as 
readily available as wood; and, unless it’s fire- 
insulated, the thickness of steel commonly 
used in light framing buckles and deforms 
quickly in fires. That leaves engineered 
lumber, which is too expensive to use for the 
whole building, or masonry, which brings its 
own set of design limitations. 


Everyone, from lumber-industry experts to 
carpenters, seems to agree that the quality 
of wood just isn’t what it used to be. For 
example, a recent survey conducted by the 
National Association of Home Builders 
(NAHB) found poor lumber quality among 
the biggest problems builders face. Their 
complaints included framing lumber that’s 
prone to twisting, splitting, and warping. 


Coping with what's available 

Declining quality [first reported in RECORD, 
December 1990, pages 39-45] remains a valid 
concern, says William Dost, a wood-technol- 
ogy consultant in Berkeley, Calif. Within the 
past 10 years, the lumber resource base 
shifted from the large, old-growth trees of 
the Pacific Northwest to smaller, younger 
trees from a variety of sources. “The fact is 
all the old-growth timber is either gone or in 
preserves,” he says. “You can blame the envi- 
ronmentalists for locking it up, but even if we 
cut the last of the old-growth trees, the sup- 
ply would see us through only a few more 
years. The switch to different lumbering 
practices was inevitable.”

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Much of the structural timber available today, 
regardless of species, is milled from trees 
that average 40 to 60 years in age. The prod- 
ucts tend to be smaller because the trees are 
smaller. Solid 6 by 16s, for example, are 
harder to find. Logs from young trees yield 
a higher percentage of boards that contain 
softer, less dense, juvenile wood, with less 
vertical grain and more knotholes. That 
means more shrinkage along and across the 
grain and a greater propensity for cupping 
and twisting. 


Smaller trees also mean that more boards 
will have wane (natural edge chamfers on 
pieces that come from the tree’s outermost 
layer). While the amount of wane that’s 
allowable is limited by industry standards, 
a greater percentage of boards come closer 
to meeting the maximum. 


There are some advantages to wood cut 
from juvenile logs, Dost says. Knotholes are 
smaller and of less structural or esthetic 
concern. The slope of the grain can add to the 
strength of the member. “What we’re seeing 
is more wood in the middle grades,” says 
Timm Locke, spokesman for the Western 
Wood Products Association. “There is a 
greater likelihood of dimensional instability, 
but that can be compensated for by selecting 
kiln-dried lumber, which reduces warping 
and cupping.” 


Another alternative is to switch to structural 
glued lumber, including finger-jointed studs 
and face-glued members. They combine 
smaller pieces that don’t have knots and 
other defects, and yield a stronger member. 
These are graded like normal lumber. Face- 
glued pieces can be ordered with clear, 
vertical-grain face veneers where appearance 
is important. 


Some mills are marketing a premium-stud 
grade. It’s more expensive but it’s higher 
quality and, for clients who are concerned 
about the appearance of their framing lumber 
and the lack of supply in conventional appear- 
ance grades, premium studs look better than 
structurally graded ones. 


Addressing structural performance 
The lumber industry’s In-Grade program, 
which was instituted in 1992 but is showing

up in code books this year, was developed to 
assure that the changing composition of the 
wood supply would not compromise struct- 
ural performance. Wood researchers and 
engineers developed new design values base 
on the performance of timber that’s actually 
available, rather than on theoretical values. 
Load tables based on In-Grade values have 
regrouped species, and permit reduced 
maximum spans for some species and grades 


To maintain quality and performance witho 
sacrificing environmental values, more archi 
tects are mixing lumber, engineered wood, 

and steel. Richard Fernau, a principal at 
Fernau and Hartman Architects in Berkele 
Calif., says finding contractors who can deal 
with these hybrids requires effort. But the 
results are worthwhile. “I save good wood 
for important places—where it will be seen ¢ 
relied upon structurally. But I won’t bury iti 
stud walls anymore,” he says. 


Varying views of the forest 

Even if an agreement brokered by the 
Clinton Administration between Pacific 
Northwest environmentalists and logging 
interests is scuttled (as some in Congress 
seek) or the Endangered Species Act 
repealed (the proximate cause of old-growth 
harvesting restrictions), more lumber compa 
nies are trying new techniques to manage fo 
sustainability—if for no other reason than to 
improve production, provide for future har- 
vests and, in some cases, decrease productio 
costs. 


In the broad sense, harvesting for sustain- 
ability means looking at the long term and 
taking into account the forest’s ecological ro 
when evaluating future supply needs. More 
specifically, sustainability includes prompt 
reforestation (within three years of harvest- 
ing) and limited clear cutting. 


“This sort of planning and stewardship has 
been going on for a decade, according to the 
wood industry,” says Jim Pissot, director of 
the state of Washington State’s National 
Audubon Society. “But in reality, aside from 
few companies that try to take a balanced 
approach to forestry, we’re still seeing a lot 0} 
reckless practices.” Regional clear cutting, 
for example, persists, he says. And while six 
trees are planted for every one that’s cut, by

Glued-Laminated Timber 

Made from pieces of lumber no greater than 
2-in. thick that are face- and end-bonded with 
melamine or pheno-resorcinol adhesive. The 
grain in all laminations is parallel. The grade 
of the individual layers varies through the 
depth of the member; highest grades are 
located in maximum-stress zones. 

Uses: Primarily for beams and headers; 
available in various appearance grades. 
Species sources: Southern pine, Douglas 
fir, hemlock, red maple, yellow poplar. 














Laminated-Veneer Lumber 

Made from thin veneers of wood (much like 
plywood), bonded with pheno-resorcinol 
adhesive. Veneers are positioned with the 
grains running parallel. 

Uses: Substitute for dimension lumber in 
beams and headers. Also used as flanges for 
wood I-joists (see bottom item). 

Species sources: Southern pine and 
Douglas fir.

Is Wood or Metal “Greener”?

The disappearance of America’s primeval 
forests, an issue forced into prominence by 
the controversy over protecting the spotted 
owl, has received enormous attention in 
recent years. Out of this debate, many 
designers have begun seeking alternatives to 
wood—such as steel—on the assumption that 
any material that doesn’t deplete forest 
resources is environmentally preferable. 


But a dispassionate comparison from an envi- 
ronmental perspective must look at the broad 
picture. Focusing only on where materials 
come from—the forestry issues—omits many 
other important factors. One should also look 
at pollution from manufacturing processes, 
impacts on building energy efficiency, and 
disposal or recycling options. Such an analy- 
sis may help us choose the most appropriate 
material for light framing, or it may suggest 
how materials can be used to best advantage. 


Many kinds of forestry 

Beyond the fact that wood comes from trees, 
there are no universal truths about lumber 
harvesting. Trees may be cut from pristine, 
old-growth forests, regenerated forests (also 
known as second-growth), or plantations. 
They may be harvested selectively, or in 
large clear-cut swaths, and the cutting may 
be planned for short-term financial gain or 
long-term, stable income. 


Even carefully replanted forests may lose 
many of the qualities that make forests so 
valuable environmentally. Increasingly, diver- 
sity is recognized as a key element in the 
resilience and value of ecosystems, and 
healthy forests are home to a range of plant 
and animal species, as well as trees of 
varying ages. Industrial-scale forestry, how- 
ever, prefers uniform stands of trees, all of 
the same species and age. In effect, replant- 
ing after a clear-cut may be the same as 
replacing a forest with a monocultural planta- 
tion that is no more diverse than a farm field. 


Ultimately, how forests are managed depends 
largely on what they are being managed for.

For a forest to be recognized as environmen- 
tally sustainable, the values of habitat and 
wildlife protection, esthetics, and recreation 
must be balanced with the goals of optimum 
timber yield. Environmentalists believe that 
ultimately ecological and economic interests 
do coincide, as only healthy, diverse forests 
will continue to produce timber indefinitely, 
while single-species plantations will eventu- 
ally succumb to erosion, nutrient depletion, 
and disease. Forest operations such as that 
of the Menominee Native American tribe in 
northern Wisconsin have demonstrated that 
ongoing harvest can be compatible with other 
forest values. Their 220,000 acres are just as 
healthy and diverse as they were in 1854, 
when logging operations—and comprehen- 
sive forest management—began. 


The Menominee forest is one of a handful 

in the U.S. that have been certified by inde- 
pendent agencies as “well-managed” forests. 
Many certification organizations have 
recently cooperated to create the Forest 
Stewardship Council (FSC), an international 
oversight body working to ensure common 
minimum environmental certification stan- 
dards. 


The American Forest and Paper Association 
(AFPA), representing 80 percent of the U.S. 
forest-products industry, this year announced 
its own “Sustainable Forestry Guidelines.” 
These guidelines move the industry closer to 
FSC criteria, but FSC-member organizations 
still feel that they fall short. Most significant- 
ly, the AFPA guidelines contain no provision 
for independent inspection or documentation 
of forestry practices, leaving all reporting up 
to the companies themselves. Because the 
AFPA represents so much of the industry, 
however, its guidelines may lead to wide- 
spread, if incremental, improvements in the 
forests. 


The limits of man-made lumber 
Engineered wood products, including wood 
I-joists, laminated-veneer lumber, and paral- 
lel-strand lumber, may be made from 
smaller-dimension trees. In some cases, tree 
species are used that otherwise have little 
commercial value—an important diversifica- 
tion in the use of the forest resource. 
Engineered wood also requires binders. All 
are currently produced from natural gas and 
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petroleum. Both the limited quantity of these 
fossil fuels and the serious environmental 
impacts associated with their extraction and 
processing detract from engineered wood’s 
environmental advantages. Whether or not 
the specifier should choose it over standard 
lumber may ultimately depend more on the 
specific application. 


Thermally, products such as wood I-joists 
are better than solid-wood joists because the 
section that spans the cavity is thinner, 
conducting less heat. Batt insulation manu- 
factured to fit between standard wood 
members will not work with narrow engi- 
neered-wood sections. Wider batts that fill 


exporting the associated environmental prob- 
lems to countries with less strict controls. 
The zinc (galvanizing) coating on light-gauge 
steel framing accounts for 3 percent to 5 
percent of the material by weight. 


The high levels of recycled content commonly 
ascribed to steel don’t generally apply to the 
sheet steel from which most light framing is 
made. While the electric-arc furnaces that 
turn scrap steel into new use up to 95 percent 
recycled material, these plants don’t have the 
enormous facilities required to “cold roll” 
steel into sheets. Almost all sheet steel is 
made instead at larger mills that make both 
iron and steel in the same plant. These mills

the cavities completely must be specified in 
order to avoid gaps. 


Steel: advantages overstated? 


In contrast to the large land areas potentially 


spoiled by forestry, the raw materials for 
steel come from mines that are much more 
geographically contained. While there are 
certainly some downstream impacts from 
mines, including possibly toxic runoff from 
tailings and site erosion, it is the energy- 
intensive manufacturing process that may be 
more environmentally significant. Large 
quantities of metallurgical coal are refined 
into coke which is used to make iron from 
iron ore. These coking and iron-making 
operations release various air and water pol- 
lutants, though the industry has drastically 
reduced emissions and improved efficiency in 
the last decade. 


Zinc-smelting—required for galvanizing 
steel—is also environmentally problematic, 
to the point where many U.S. facilities have 
shut down and some have been listed as 
Superfund cleanup sites. Once an exporter of 
processed zine, the U.S. now imports about 
two-thirds of the zinc it uses, and we may be 
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use basic-oxygen furnaces to refine the iron 
into steel, using 25 percent to 30 percent 
scrap steel in the process. Some of this scrap 
is manufacturing waste, however, which is not 
usually considered recycled material. Steel 
made in a basic-oxygen furnace is roughly 20 
percent recycled material. As nearly all light- 
gauge framing is made from such steel, the 
average recycled content is between 20 per- 
cent and 25 percent. This percentage may 
increase significantly, however, as electric-are 
furnace operations develop the process of 
casting molten steel directly into thin sheets. 


Steel’s problem: thermal performance 

A product is only manufactured once (even if, 
as hopefully is the case, the material is later 
recycled into a new product). After it is 
installed in a building, however, it will serve 
for decades. For this reason, it’s a significant, 
ongoing liability that steel framing conducts 
10 times more heat than wood framing. If a 
building envelope is insulated only in the cav- 
ities between the framing members, the steel 
framing will reduce the insulation’s perfor- 
mance by more than 50 percent (compared 
with 10 percent to 15 percent for wood 
framing—table opposite). These figures are

for simple wall sections, without openings 
junctions. When the extra framing require 
for these details is taken into account, the 
thermal performance drops another 20 to 
percent, according to researchers at the O 


Ridge National Laboratory. 
Those seeking to reduce steel’s energy per 


(typically extruded or expanded polystyre 
boards), over the outside of the framing. 
Tests done on actual wall sections produ 
the surprising result that adding insulatio: 
this way actually improves a wall’s perfor: 
mance by up to 20 percent more than the 
insulating value contributed by the shea’ 
alone. Apparently, by reducing the tempe 
ture differential between outside and insid 
of the steel studs, the added insulation 
reduces thermal bridging within the wall. 
The American Iron and Steel Institute has 
published recommended insulation levels f 
various regions of the U.S. Unfortunately, 
recommendations are based on heat-loss d 
only. No added insulation is recommended 
climates with high cooling loads, perhaps 
because the calculations used did not take 
into account potential energy use for coolit 


An outer layer of foam insulation adds to b 
the cost and environmental impact of a 
framing system, however, so other solutior 
are still being pursued. Several designs 
emerged for steel studs that conduct less 
heat, but so far none of these has a docum: 
ed performance improvement of more the 
10 to 15 percent. Another approach reduce 
the number of thermal bridges through th 
envelope. Simply changing from 16-in. on- 
center framing to 24-in.-on-center improve 
a wall’s performance by about 20 percent. 
Researchers at Oak Ridge and other instit 
tions are designing proprietary framing 
systems using steel in more efficient config 
rations. Techbuilt Systems, Inc., of Clevelz 
is also trying new a new system. It has 
installed Thermotech 21 in over 200 strue- 
tures, Only four bolts penetrate the therm! 
break that separates 1-in.-by-2-in. steel 
at the exterior and interior of the wall (op 
site bottom).

Clean wood scraps from construction 
es can also be recycled, though, unlike 

2el, they have little economic value. Recy- 


cling them only pays off if significant disposal 
fees can be avoided. Except in the case of 
large timbers, wood waste cannot usually be 
recycled back into structural material. 
Instead, it is typically ground into mulch or 
fibers. In a landfill, clean wood waste will 
eventually biodegrade back into soil. Used 
wood from demolition or remodeling projects 
is difficult to recycle, due to contamination 
from fasteners and coatings. 


What's best? 

Environmental factors should certainly be 
considered when choosing building materials, 
but it is important to put the issues in per- 
spective. A knee-jerk reaction to avoid wood 
products may be misguided if the alterna- 
tives have more significant environmental 
disadvantages. If wood is available from veri- 
fiably well-managed forests, it may not be an 
environmental liability at all. When the only 
alternative is conventionally harvested wood, 
however, steel is worth considering—but only 
if thermal and other performance considera- 
tions will not be compromised as a result.

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VOC Regulations: 
Change is in the Air 


By Lane Blackburn 

By now, the rumor that traditional solvent- 
based paints will disappear sometime in 1996 
has most likely infiltrated the architectural 
community. And most likely, it’s more than a 
rumor. Rising environmental consciousness 
and clean-air standards are changing the for- 
mulations of many solvent-based paints and 
stains to reduce airborne emissions of volatile 
organic compounds, better known as VOCs. 


VOCs, which are emitted from such solvent 
chemicals as mineral spirits, xylene, and 
naphtha during spray application or curing 
of (primarily) oil-based paints, contribute to 
ground-level ozone, a major component of 
smog. [Besides ozone, another big contribu- 


An industry source explains why architects need 
have a thorough understanding of VOC regulatioi 
and their impact on paints and other coatings. 


Increasing regulations 

Until recently, most architects and specifiers 
have not had to consider VOC limits when 
specifying or contracting a project. As envi- 
ronmental concerns and congressional 
mandates have increased, VOC regulations 
have been introduced on a state and local 
level. Several regions have had such regula- 
tions since the 1980s, including metropolitan 
New York, specific counties in Arizona and 
Texas, and the entire states of New Jersey 
and California. Projects located in these 
regulated areas require specification of VOC- 
compliant coatings. 


The 1990 amendments to the Clean Air Act of 
1970 mandated that the federal Environmen-

tor to smog are the oxides of nitrogen pro- 
duced by the combustion of coal and other 
fossil fuels.-Ed.] VOCs help create smog 
when they react with other chemical com- 
pounds in the presence of heat and 
ultra-violet radiation. While the paint indus- 
try makes up only between 3 and 6 percent 
of total VOC emissions (automobile exhaust 
is the largest component), laws and stan- 
dards are being created to regulate such 
emissions—which are highest in solvent- 
based architectural coatings. 


So what exactly do such measures mean to 
the future performance and availability of 


architectural coatings? VOC regulations are 
causing sweeping changes in the paint indus- 
try—from the way paints and stains are 


formulated to the way specs will be written.

Architectural coatings (including flats, non- 
flats, primers and undercoaters, stains, 
varnishes, and lacquers) are one of the first 
product groups to be affected. 


Negotiations on a national rule limiting VOCs 
in architectural coatings began several years 
ago, and included coating manufacturers and 
painting contractors as well as environmental 
scientists. Although several years of meet- 
ings and exchanges of ideas failed to produce 
an agreement, the federal EPA was provided 
with an abundance of information concerning 
the performance requirements of architec- 
tural coatings and the relationship of such 
properties to VOC content 


Over the entire architectural-coating indus- 
try, the federal rule is expected to reduce 
VOC emissions by 15 percent when compared 
to 1990 total emissions. States will be able to 
develop and adopt individual rules which are 







































more restrictive than the federal rule, but 
they cannot promulgate rules more lax the 
those set by the EPA. It appears a nationa 
standard probably won’t become effective 
until at least September 1996. But if Con- 
gress permits air-quality legislation to be 
adopted on a state-by-state basis, VOC- 
content restrictions could also differ, maki 
it virtually impossible to write consistent — 
specs that can be used nationwide, such as 
the MASTERSPEC program offered by tl 
AIA. : 


While it remains to be seen on which level 
guidelines will be enacted, architects and 
specifiers should start thinking about how 
products they are now using will change 
disappear. For example, specs are being 
written for jobs today when product appli¢ 
tion might be a year or two down the road. 
solvent-borne coatings are in these specs, 
chances are that what is written will be ou! 
moded by the time the project reaches the 
painting stage. 


VOC levels will be enforced 
Guidelines targeting VOC content take nor 
compliance seriously. Contractors may be 
required to keep stringent records of prod 
ucts specified for a job, but they aren’t the 
only ones to carry the burden. Use of non- 
compliant products could result in stiff fine 
criminal charges—and in some cases even |

New paints, new formulas 
Each major category of architectural coat- 
ings will change as solvent-based coatings 
eliminated, so it’s important to know what’ 
expect from the new low-VOC coatings. 


Take interior enamels, for example. While 
existing latex interior enamels do have the 
positive attributes, solvent-borne products 
have been the popular choice in this catego 
for years, due in most part to their hardnes 
block resistance (which keeps the paint fro’ 
feeling tacky after drying), feel, flow, adhe- 
sion, build (the paint’s richness and fullness 
and their tolerance of minimal surface prey 
ration. These features of solvent-borne 
coatings will be compromised or eliminateé

In addition to interior paint, other coating 
categories will undergo similar revisions 
under the expected EPA guidelines (chart). 
For instance, the VOC content of opaque 
solid-color stains must decrease from nearly 
500 grams per liter to 350 grams per liter. 
Clear and semi-transparent stains, at 
roughly 650 and 675 grams per liter, respec- 
tively, will need to reduce VOC levels to only 
550 grams per liter. Flat alkyd interior wall 
paints will need to drop from roughly 425 
grams per liter to 200 grams per liter, while 
flat exterior building finishes will need to 
decrease to 200 grams per liter from roughly 
365. 


The predictions that low VOC paints would 
not perform as well, would cost more, and 
might not apply as easily as their solvent- 
based predecessors should prove untrue in 
the long run. This new generation of coatings 
will offer easy, uniform application, fast dry 
times, and durability. However, there are 
some differences in coating thickness. While 
new, low-VOC coatings should not require 
any special treatment beyond traditional 
surface-preparation considerations, some 
coatings, particularly compliant solvent- 
borne coatings, may undergo changes in mils 
thickness due to higher volume of solids. For 
example, a traditional alkyd may have been 
applied at 4 mils wet, and dried to 1.6 mils. A 
new compliant solvent-borne coating with a 
VOC content of 350 grams per liter could still 
apply at 4 mils wet, but most likely would dry 
at 2.3 mils. Architects and specifiers should 
consider this potential shift in coating thick- 
ness when specifying square footage. A 
higher mil thickness means the paint will 
cover less surface area; however, it also 
means a thickness comparable to about one- 
and-a-half coats could be applied in a single 
application. 


Paints in the near future 

Yes, products will change. Yes, some paints as 
we know them will disappear. But emerging 
technologies can provide even better prod- 
ucts than “before VOC” regulations. And 
product selection most likely will increase 
rather than decrease, without the sharp 
increase in costs some critics predict. 


Now is the time to start preparing specs that 
ultimately would comply with the new guide- 


lines should they come into effect, as seems 
likely. Paint and coating manufacturers are 
highly knowledgeable about this legislation, 
particularly in light of the fact it directly 
affects their business. Their representatives 
are happy to work with architects and speci- 
fiers to recommend compliant coating 
systems for any job. Also, these companies 
have regulatory-affairs specialists who are 
available for consultation on VOC require- 
ments and difficult compliance problems. 


Preparing paint specifications is not an easy 
task, and it’s likely the federal guidelines will 
do more to complicate this effort than sim- 
plify it, but uniform federal regulations are 
vastly preferable to a hodge-podge of state 
standards. =

Werthy Successor to VersaCAD

VersaCAD, Objectively: Nothing is forever 
in the software business. VersaCAD was the 
very first fully functional drafting package for 
a personal computer—and the platform was 
the Macintosh. It was, in the early 1980s, the 
most widely used high-end CAD package. But 
it was eventually eclipsed by AutoCAD, which 
has been most popular in its DOS and 
workstation versions. 


VersaCAD (the company) was eventually 
absorbed into Prime Computer, moved from 
California to Massachusetts, then spun out to 
Computervision. The package was always a 
leader in built-in “parametric” tools. This 
made it easy for third-party vendors to 
develop smallish, custom add-ons (we know 
offices that keep it around only to design 

and to

design custom kitchens). 


That strength has led naturally to object-ori- 
ented programming. Clearly, as of this month 
DesignPost Drafting offers more functionali- 
ty than its competitors at giving collections of 
lines some “intelligence” (that is, treating 
them as objects), using work of the (mainly 
European) Standard for Exchange of 
Product Model Data—the STEP initiative. 
But the real payoff will come when those 
objects are standardized. That’s still a year 
away for the most part (although some stan- 
dards are due in October, thanks to 
Autodesk). Also, Autodesk and Bentley seem 
to be aiming higher in the level of object 
“intelligence” they expect to add to drawings. 
Nevertheless, Computervision is here first. 


We note, though, that this successor to Ver- 
saCAD is not available on the Macintosh. 
Neither is AutoCAD. Only Bentley, among 
the providers of high-end production-orient- 
ed CAD products, has introduced updated 
Macintosh versions of its software.

Our users have generally found 
Power Draft to be better (fewer commands 
and mouse movements) at 2D production 
drafting work, but some preferred Design- 
Post Drafting in that respect.

Machine size is an issue. Computervision 
claims 16MB of random-access memory as a 
minimum.

“virtual memory” on disk.) But drawing files 
can grow very large, very fast. Thus, even 
16MB isn’t truly comfortable if you want to 
take full advantage of all the features. But 
you can certainly carry it around on an 8MB 
laptop for client presentations. 


Manuals: Tutorial and “getting started” 
guide, AutoCAD/VersaCAD command trans- 
lation guide, and installation booklet. Printed 
user references for commands, and for Visual 
Basic programming, are not included in soft- 
ware package. The on-line command 
reference is excellent, however. 

Ease of use: Easy things are easy to do. Hard 
things are hard to do, at least the first time. 
It is easy to customize the palettes and move 
from window to window (you can have any 
number of windows open at the same time). 
Error-trapping: Excellent recovery from 
system upsets. There’s also a multi-level 
undo. Tools for keeping the drawing in syne 
with external references are fine, but (as with 
its competition) don’t try to move files around 
outside of DesignPost Drafting itself (with 
Windows File Manager, for instance); your 
main drawing file won’t be able to find the 
references.

With this issue, we wrap up coverage of 
A/E/C Systems 95 that we started last month 
[RECORD August 1995, pages 32 to 37] just 
before Windows 95 was released. Just as the 
Unix operating system made early architec- 
tural software possible and shaped its 
development, Windows shapes things today. 


At the show, we were struck by how easy 
computing is becoming—easy, at least, com- 
pared to the recent past: 


* Geographical Information System (GIS) 
files can now be handled at your desktop, in 
part because computers are more powerful 
and in part because the Windows-based soft- 
ware interfaces are easier to use. 


* Digitizer tablets are not merely cheaper 
and more capable—they are easier to set up, 
thanks to the software. 


*Color output is dazzling and easy to imple- 
ment because developers only need to write a 
single printer/plotter driver for Windows, not 
for each individual CAD or GIS or project- 
planning package. 


«Architects are finally being served by a 
growing list of facilities-management, spec- 
writing, and financial-management packages. 
The resulting software is more flexible than 
ever before. It is also easier to move files 
from one application to another. 


* Relative ease in installing Windows soft- 
ware has helped lead to cheaper software, 
even clever utilities costing $200 or less. The 
low price is possible because vendors do not 
have to invest as heavily in customer support.

ured companies need to increase mutual 
access, which means less privacy. Needless to 
say, the transition to a more-open office is 
always difficult. In most cases, change was 
done in stages, starting with those managers 
most eager to adopt new work methods. 


Companies in the second to the fourth year 
of the restructuring process found that atti- 
tudes changed—from the expectation of 
maximum achievable privacy to seeing the 
traditional levels of acoustic and visual pri- 
vacy as a barrier to efficient team-based com- 
munication and work. Research conducted at 
reorganizing companies found that satisfac- 
tion and performance increasingly correlates 
with access (to resources and technology) and 
choice (in terms of location, adjacency, and 
degree of privacy). This was also true in com- 
panies that had reached more mature phases 
of restructuring. 


The need for privacy does not disappear. 
Managers still require acoustically private 
offices in most cases. Glass is often added to 
improve visual access. Individuals working in 
open-plan offices still need places that offer 
high levels of acoustic and visual privacy, but 
they’re needed for shorter durations. (Com-

Design process and restructuring process 
All of the analyzed companies used either a 
five-stage or three-stage internal-planning 
model to achieve their objectives. The first 
stage, Strategic Business Planning, produces 
a long-range business plan (8- to 10-year 
horizon), which is updated at least once each 
year. In the Near-Term Operations phase, 
financial, organizational, and technological 
requirements are refined for a one- to two- 
year horizon. The Detailed Planning stage, 
with a horizon of 12 to 18 months, is conduct- 
ed at department levels. The fourth phase is 
implementation, and the fifth stage is ongoing 
management. 


Prior to restructuring, fewer than 5 per- 
cent of the analyzed companies had a facility-

Companies that did not include facility 
personnel as full participants in the re-eng 
ineering of their businesses found that re- 
structuring was hobbled by inappropriate 
work-spaces.

Even gross space needs cannot be forecast 
until the strategic business and facility-plan- 
ning teams agree on suitable work patterns. 
(Convergent teams may need downtown 
space; divergent-work groups may need 
space near airports or major customers.) 
Once a location is identified, the mix of, say, 
workstations, meeting rooms, and technolo- 
gy-support space, usually can’t be planned 
using traditional blocking and stacking 
assumptions. And company goals always 
include reducing costs and improving inno- 
vation and quality, so traditional multipliers 
for space are often drastically scaled down. 
Space allocated to staff, for example, is of- 
ten reduced from 250 to 200 gross sq. ft. per 
person to no more than 150 sq. ft. Space con- 
sumed by technology may increase by 15 to 
20 percent, and so on. 


Short-term facility master planning 
Providing master-planning support for oper- 
ations-level managers has also proved to be 
difficult. In preparing master plans intended 
to meet new business objectives, planners 
are typically ordered to make the best short- 
term use of existing assets. In essence, the 


planner is told to move toward the future, 
using existing (and often inadequate) spaces 
to accomplish objectives. 


To succeed under such circumstances, the 
planner must seek the closest possible fit 
between user needs, given the kind of space 
available. To maintain an appropriate “cus- 
tomer” relationship with operations-level 
management, while making the most of exist- 
ing facility assets and keeping costs under 
control, requires a more systematic “ser- 
vice-response” process than may have been 
needed prior to restructuring. 


While the first requirement of a facility-plan- 
ning and design process is to deliver useful 
and efficient work places, analyzed companies 
with appropriate facility-design input often 
realized major hard-cost savings, including 
huge reductions in the number of square feet 
replanned annually (the churn rate), with 
related reductions in the cost of reworking 
space. m

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Interior design has long been a step-child to archi- 
tects—its status unclear. Where’s the confusion? Is 
interior design a totally integrated perceptual experi- 
ence of space, to paraphrase Charles Gwathmey, or an 
afterthought that may or may not bear some relation 
to the shell? Is it intrinsic to the discipline of architec- 
ture or outside it? In her essay, “Thinking Like a 
Decorator,” Suzanne Stephens maintains that whatev- 
er your opinion, attention to every detail in residential 
design can be handsomely rewarding (pages 90-93). 
The residential projects shown in this issue represent 
the visions of two architectural firms, Hanrahan 
Meyers (pages 74-79) and Valerio Dewalt Train (pages 
104-109).

Holley Loft 
New York City 
Hanrahan & Meyers Architects 





hen this story began, nearly three years ago, Thomas Hanrahan and 
Victoria Meyers were at a professional crossroads. In architectural 
circles they were known for sleek, cerebral designs that won awards 
and competitions but, in the public eye, the work getting built was, by 
Hanrahan’s own admission, “marginal.” “A lot of Neoclassic apart- 
ment renovations,” shudders Meyers. “There was a schism in what 
we were publishing [in design journals] and the opportunities we 
were given to build,” explains Hanrahan. As with many younger 
architects, theory and practice didn’t jibe. Then along came Steven 
Holley, who in an initial meeting with the architects managed to meet 
their new, self-imposed criteria for accepting clients: an interest in 
Modernism. “The tipoff was he mentioned the Bauhaus,” remembers 
Meyers. An attorney, Holley proved to be as methodical in his archi- 
tect-selection process as in preparing a court case, ultimately 
choosing Hanrahan and Meyers not only because he “didn’t want a lot 
of stuff” in his new apartment, but also because they could comfort- 
ably “engage in a discussion” about design issues. 


To further his research, Holley moved into his new second-floor 
space—a former industrial loft near Union Square in New York 
City—for nearly a year prior to the start of construction to under- 
stand the play of light through east- and west-facing windows and the 
effects of street noise. While Holley was getting to know his apart- 
ment, his architects were continually refining their scheme. Time 
proved to be a critical editor for both sides. Holley was increasingly 
convinced of the need for openness—a dramatic contrast to the 
former tenant, who had subdivided the loft into a rabbit warren of 
rooms and elevated platforms with hidden doors. The architects were 
able to transform an ambiguous notion of furniture-as-walls into a 
series of overlapping areas that borrowed views and daylight from 
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each other. “Often you have to hide spatial complexities from cliej n 
says Meyers. “But not in this case. The more complex the space | 
became, the happier Steve was with the project.” | 


The result is planes of clear and sandblasted glass and steel that | 
alternately provide transparency and privacy. The architects replé 
tered the four structural columns that form a center line through 
loft, locating the kitchen and dining room on one side and the 
bedroom suite on the other. A new mechanical system along the 1é 
foot ceiling plane subtly suggests the outline of rooms that can be 
further defined by wood partitions, which pivot to enclose a 
study/guest room (opposite). A curved cabinet wall along the centi 
gallery relieves the overall linearity, suggesting a more intimate s 
beyond. The perimeter is purposely left untouched, as if some cer 
tripetal force moved everything but the plumbing encasement in f 
the edges. Throughout; maple floors reinforce the effect of expans 
uninterrupted space, while maple cabinetry gives the effect, says 
Meyers, of “walls that grow out of the ground.”

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Thinking Like a Decorator

any architects like to shrug off the residential work that interior 
designers and decorators may win away from them. After all, it’s 
usually only about appliqué—pelmets, passementerie, and other 
furbelows that cover up the architecture instead of enhancing it. 
And, the residential interiors market seems too small in scale to 
worry about the financial aspect. High-rise towers with repetitive 
floors are, says this argument, a more efficient way to go. Still, archi- 
tects have no doubt noticed that few towers are being commissioned 
right now, while clients for residential interiors do not seem to go 
away. Furthermore, those interior designers and decorators seem to 
live as well as their rich clients, with lavish houses in Southampton, 
apartments on Manhattan’s Sutton Place, and cars with drivers. 
Fabrics, finishes, and furniture can be lucrative. 


Why architects bother with interiors 

The architects who are known for their residential interiors bring 

up higher-minded reasons for doing so than simply money. Charles 
Gwathmey of Gwathmey Siegel Architects, Robert A.M. Stern, 

Peter Marino, and B Five Studio (formerly known as Bentley LaRosa 
Salasky) have been involved with interiors from the start of their 
practices, which in some cases go back 30 years. They ascribe their 
motives to principles inherent in the architectural discipline itself. As 
Gwathmey, who frequently has designed the interiors of his houses, 
maintains: “Our effort begins with the entire structuring of space into 
which every aspect of the perceptual experience is integrated. When 
an architect does the interiors, all the elements, including the lighting 
and mechanical systems, become part of an overall design strategy. 
We are thinking holistically. I really mean that.” This strategy obvi- 
ously affects the look of the place. As Gwathmey puts it, “Our work 
does not rely on a sort of additive decoration, but on natural light, 
textures, and materiality.” In other words, forget about curtains.

The decorating mentality 

Many clients also have tastes and preferences that may not be part 
of the architect’s “design strategy.” They may view “integration” as 
promoting a deadening homogeneity, and look at the adherence to 
one design approach as being too rigid. Here, again, interior design- 
ers are perceived as being more flexible. For example, Leff says, 
“T’m interested in the style appropriate to the client’s own tastes, as 
well as to the architecture. We work with contemporary, country, 
and traditional looks, and I hope we bring to them a level of quality 
and rationality.” 


Naturally architects are more single-minded about formal issues. 
To them, designing in different styles reveals a lack of resolve or 
commitment to a set of principles they have developed during their 
architectural training. It is the basis of their educational ethos. Nev- 
ertheless, Marino argues, “Our firm believes in the appropriate 
architecture for the site—on an all-encompassing view for architec- 
ture.” The same goes for the interiors.“ We do everything from A to 
Z,” he says, adding, “Or you could say, from Armani to Valentino. I 
did Armani’s villa in Milan in an uncluttered, clean look in which the 
sensuousness comes from textures and colors of materials. Then I did 
Valentino’s place in New York. Valentino likes objects and is a great 
connoisseur,” Marino explains. 


To bring off interiors of this nature, Marino has to get involved with 
specifics, and he prides himself on his expertise in textiles as well as

Clearly, no matter how much “fun” it may be, or how high the profit 
margin, interior design and decorating are labor intensive. “Just 
purchasing all this stuff is a nightmare. There is so much paperwork,” 
adds Stern. There are other detractions. “Architects who decorate are 
pigeonholed,” says LaRosa. “You get to be known as a great decora- 
tor who happens to be an architect, rather than the other way 
around.” The reason? “Decorators are still considered second class,” 
LaRosa continues. “The distinction between decorating to cover up 
the architecture and decorating to enhance the architecture is still 
not clear in many people’s minds.” 


Nevertheless, with architects showing more of an interest in design- 
ing interiors, and taking a connoisseur-like interest in furniture and 
the decorative arts, there is a possibility that such prejudices will 
slowly break down. It will take, however, more than a small group of 
architects pointing the way. Certain implications are apparent for 
those interested in this market. First, architects would have to come 
to terms with their belief system and the clients’ focus on comfort, 
function, and whatever they define as sensuous and appealing. Archi- 
tects also would have to convincingly demonstrate they know as much 
about the fabrics and furniture, color and lighting, as interior design- 
ers. They have to prove they can “pull a room together” without 
depending only on Mies van der Rohe chairs or custom built-ins. And 
they might even have to design curtains. While not all clients have the 
budgets this group is used to, there are enough who do have the 
money to pay for this kind of design. But it is their call.

Breaking the Grid 
With 3-D Thinki 


hange comes barreling down on executives and corporate manage 
the form of globalization, re-engineering, restructuring, downsizil 
mergers, buyouts, and more. Staying in business is all about copi 
with change. Unfortunately, the multi-layered implications of thes 
metamorphoses are not always understood by number-crunchers 
who easily comprehend the two-dimensional, gridded-off world of 
spreadsheet. Gemini Consulting, a 450-person firm, uses its Ge 
Learning Center to train business people to make and rapidly imy 
ment plans for coping with such multi-dimensional change. 


“The objective was to come up with an environment that would 
encourage people to think in terms of the third dimension,” says 
Michael Rotondi of ROTO Architects. “We began to talk with our 
client about how a complex, hierarchical organization translates it 
into a business, and about the paradigms out of which companies ¢ 
transformed. If you looked at a company’s social, political, and ec¢ 
nomic forces, and were to model them on a computer, you would h 
all of those parts moving in relation to other parts to make a whol 


“What we talked about for this interior was making a space that 
abstractly represented a constantly moving, three-dimensional 
diagram of a complex organization—at some point you would sort 
hit the ‘pause button’ and build it. But when people walk through 
space, they don’t say, ‘Gee, this is like an organization,’ but rather 
as if all of a sudden everything begins to move along with them in 
new way in which they begin to think—in three dimensions. It 
supposed to be a dynamic organization of a plan, but the same 
dynamic order occurs in section.” 


“The floor plate wasn’t ideal,” says partner Clark Stevens of the 
center’s location in a 1960s spec-office building next door to Ge 
headquarters. “But they wanted to keep this near the main office, 
they had to live with the floor plate and a space that was split by 
public spaces. That was one of the problems—how to get these pa 
to work as one.”

MA Video, according to president Michael Morrissey, is the first 
high-end, full-service, on-line, film-to-digital-tape post-production 
house to settle in Soho, an area located south of New York City’s 
Houston Street that’s fast becoming a national center for high-tech 
media production. Artists, lured by relatively low rents, vast unclut- 
tered loft spaces, and easy access by public transit, led the way years 
ago, followed now by a new wave of electronic media teams. 


The client’s charge to Anderson/Schwartz was to design a facility that 
would attract, and be sympathetic to, the hip culture of the feature- 
film makers, TV show producers, and makers of commercials who 
come, story-boards in hand, to tap SMA’s electronic production savvy. 
These clients often call for grandiose settings (“We want to recreate 
the Entebbe raid”) but lack the budget to hire a fleet of helicopters, 
rent the Javits Convention Center, or engage a great ship for the 
shoot. 


The resulting space is a funky, intricate blending of cool internal 
landscape and closely managed wiring, air-conditioning, and acoustic 
controls. Mentally, says principal-in-charge Ross Anderson, “it’s a 
place where people can walk through and feel some sense of disloca- 
tion. ‘Where are we?’ And we’re making a connection with the larger 
landscape as well, so you don’t feel you’re locked in.” 


In fact, the existing grid of mushroom-capped concrete columns 
echoes the city’s street grid, a similarity underscored by setting the 
enclosed interior spaces back from the windows (floor plan, right). 
This has the critical added virtues of acoustically isolating spaces 
from outside noise and gently filtering the light from this “fourth 
wall.” The result is a sense of perpetual twilight once you leave the 
windows: light levels are low so staff isn’t momentarily blinded 
moving in and out of dimly lit studios. These irregular, non-specific 
spaces (opposite) have extra uses as backgrounds for shoots (especial- 
ly long dolly shots), for equipment, and to serve as gathering places 
for staff—areas denoted on the ceiling by yellow painted “puddles.” 


The former printing plant’s concrete floor was left untouched—pits, 
pockmarks, and all. The architects like the contrast with the smooth 
dark walls, although the owners fear trip-ups by espadrilles-shod 
summer staff. As for the furniture, this was outside the architects’ 
control, and doesn’t always bear out the dynamic message of the 
design—with the possible exception of an electric chair that’s no 
longer used for its original purpose. 


Perhaps the greatest challenge was to control the great array of 
cables and raceways demanded by a facility of this caliber, along 

with the heat and noise generated by the equipment. Allowing the 
machines to access wires efficiently was the work of SMA engineering 
director (and executive vice president) David Satin. In the project’s 
early stages, Satin designed a master system that spelled out how the 
machines would work with one another, then worked closely with the 
electricians in laying the sheaves of cables—all color-coded by Satin, 
some exposed (see tray, opposite bottom), some buried under the 
floor, some in the ceiling. The result is an adroit meld of function and 
form.

oe Valerio still can’t believe his good luck. In fact, whenever he 

to describe how Tracy Gardner first came to see him about desig 
his apartment and, on a subsequent visit, brought photographs of 
work he liked, the usually loquacious Valerio just stammers. Aftei 
many false starts, the most coherent statement he can muster is: 
“Tt’s great. He’s great. I mean, come on.” After all, he asks, howr 
prospective clients would present you with images of Le Corbusie 
La Tourette monastery and Villa Savoye and Frank Gehry’s Schn 
House in. Los Angeles as the work they most admire? Contrary r 
Valerio’s momentary loss-for-words, he’s a story-teller. While this 
partly a tale of a client with a unique appreciation for sculptural 
tecture, the apartment itself has a lot to say. 


While its location—the 58th and 59th floors of a Skidmore, Owing 
and Merrill-designed building overlooking Chicago’s North Mi hi 
Avenue and the nearby lake—is irrefutably lofty, its size—1,000 
square feet—is diminutive. Valerio looked to the building envelop 
proportional system for design clues.

A Werld Apart 


rchitectural competitions can make strange 
bedfellows, but when London-based Ron 
Arad Associates was selected to design the 
foyer of Yacov Rechter’s Tel Aviv opera 
house, there was little question of trying to 
fit in. Instead, Arad, known for his ingenious 
heavy-metal furniture [RECORD, Mid- 
September 1988, pages 64-71], and partner 
Alison Brooks, chose to insert a different 
and independent landscape into Rechter’s 
rational concrete frame (below right). Their 
concept was to design a place to pass the time 
between performances, and in that passage 
unite two disparate architectural vocabu- 
laries. Also, they hoped to create an oasis of 
visual and tactile relief within the sprawling 
performing-arts and office complex. 


The four-story lobby is, in fact, transformed 
by their insertion of a white spiraling island 
that contains the box office, bars, a cafe, a 
catering kitchen, and an amphitheater (fol- 
lowing pages). Openings in it could only 

be designed on-site, since their shape was 
determined by constantly changing wall 
thicknesses. The blue-black underside of the 
auditorium, pierced by Ingo Maurer’s light 
fixtures, is treated as a second independent 
element in the space. At its base, an undulat- 
ing bronze wall alternately acts as enclosure, 
bench, and screen. Pre-made in Italy, it’s 
curved form is made from stacked bronze 
rods welded together. One cannot help but be 
in awe of the hands-on attention such inven- 
tive irregularity requires, not to mention the 
number of working drawings (over 200 were 
done). Luckily, the adventurous spirit of the 
project’s designers extended to the contrac- 
tor, a marine biologist who, he says, builds for 
fun. Claire Downey

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Make Small Projects “Sing” 
Regarding the article, “Why 
Architecture Still Fails to Attract 
Minorities” [record, July 1995, 
pages 32-33], which asks the 
question “How much can you 
really learn by doing toilets and 
garages?,” and “How do we get 
from small projects to larger 
design opportunities?” our grow- 
ing, black-owned firm (currently 
working on a garage for the New 
York City Housing Authority), 
would like to offer the following 
response: 


One view is to see garages, en- 
trances, and the like as “not 
design work.” Another view (our 
view) is to see these types of pro- 
jects as opportunities. These 
small-scale projects can be sub- 
jected to architectural ideas, both 
formal and technical. The size of 
the project should not limit archi- 
tectural ideas, but focus the 
project on these explorations. If 
minority firms can make these 
small projects sing, then, we 
truly believe, eventually the 
world will have to acknowledge 
the devotion, talent, and original- 
ity of their makers. 


In that context, for affirmative 
action to work, we believe a full 
project, or a discrete element, 
such as an auditorium—or a 
garage— is definitely, in the 
absence of a larger project, the 
preferred role for the minority 
architectural firm. For a firm to 
stand on its own, the project, o1 


element, should allow the minori- 
ty firm to take full responsibil ty, 
and credit, for their portion 
the work. Full responsibili 


means taking the lead for 


I am convinced that there is a 
deep pool of talent, given the 
architectural ideas and love of 
the work already displayed by 
minority students and profession- 
als. Although I, too, sometimes 
have my doubts if the day will 
ever come when the talents of 
minority architects are freely 
acknowledged and accepted, I 
really believe the only route to 
acceptance is through the undeni- 
able quality of the work, even be 
it toilets and garages.

Mere Monuments? 


When Stewart Udall became Interior Secretary under President John F. Kennedy, 
an early effort of his was to try to turn the tide on monuments by shipping out all 
monuments occupying green space in Washington, D.C. He failed, but did end up 
returning the statue of William Jennings Bryan to his native Illinois. Today, thirty- 
four years later, the wheel has come full circle. 


Perhaps society is searching for an emotional anchor in the turbulent ocean of space- 
travel and the Internet. That may be one cause of the dramatic proliferation of 
monuments and memorials—to wars, to heroes and heroines, to national and racial 
catastrophes, to historic industries, popular-music movements, archeological arti- 
facts, even to a certain popular automobile model and a history-laden cross-country 
highway. . 


As the national capital, Washington, D.C., has become a special target for what 
James Reston, Jr. in a recent article in The New York Times Magazine calls “The 
Monument Glut.” It has to be a matter of concern at several levels—social, political 
and, not least, its impact on that city’s urban fabric. Indeed, as Charles Atherton, 
long-time secretary of the National Commission of Fine Arts, which must pass on all 
federal construction in Washington, pointed out to RECORD, the process of erecting 
monuments is becoming institutionalized. The creation of monuments is followed by 
the establishment of a foundation, designated to promote on-going interest in its 
cause via organized special events such as candlelight vigils, conferences, and tours. 
There are pressures to find ever more candidates; a group is reportedly campaigning 
to erect a statue on the Mall to Thomas Payne. Payne died in 1809; why so long? 


One reason for the surge, in Atherton’s view, is the prodigious appeal of Maya Lin’s 
Vietnam memorial, which has spawned a whole new preoccupation with monuments 
all over the country, above all in Washington. But this comes at a price. The Korea, 
Vietnam, and the recently started FDR memorials (the latter with a 12-foot high, 
800-foot-long wall) each consume some 7 acres of scarce downtown green space. Can 
a memorial to World War II be far behind? 


For the architect, as well as the landscape architect, lighting designer, sculptor, and 
others, monuments offer an uncommon opportunity to experiment with new con- 
cepts, new ways of expressing in stone (and evoking in visitors) powerful emotions 
such as regret, admiration, celebration, nostalgia, even hate and fear. This month, 
ARCHITECTURAL RECORD features one such memorial to the past—a small but bril- 
liant commemoration of Native American petroglyph art. Next month come 
monuments to the kofun period emperors of Japan, to the Corvette car, and to rock 
music. 


But those projects are in Arizona, Japan, Bowling Green, Kentucky, and Cleveland. 
In Washington, there is surely a point of diminishing returns. Instead of focusing on 
America’s most famed men and women, its greatest victories and tragedies, and its 
most noted institutions, Washington may emerge as a giant historical theme park, 
with its stock of dignity diluted by too many memorials, each competing for the 
visitor’s emotions for a brief span before the guidebook says “move on.” 


The process for erecting a monument in Washington is not simple. The require- 


ments were toughened in 1986 but the criteria are piecemeal, and the likely outcome 
chaotic.

since the siding was first introduced about a 
decade ago. “But the vast majority of OSB 
siding performs well,” says Barry Lacter, 
spokesperson for Louisiana-Pacific, noting 
that the claims rate has been consistently 
under two percent, although the company 
has seen an escalation in claims since the 
product’s travails have been widely reported 
and after the company advertised a toll-free 
number for siding queries. 


Louisiana-Pacific pioneered the use of OSB 
siding, which is manufactured from wood 
strands—typically aspen and pine—and 
pressed together with resin under relatively 
high heat [much like other OSB products, see 
RECORD, September 1995, pages 36-41]. A 
few other companies manufacture products 
that are similar, but Louisiana-Pacific holds 
the lion’s share of the market. 


Last year the company began selling a rede- 
signed OSB siding product. A resin-impreg- 
nated paper facing that always covered the 
exposed side has been carried to the unex- 
posed side. The profile of the siding’s drip 
edge was reconfigured to dissipate moisture 
better. While Lacter says the company has 
not done long-term testing of these changes, 
its normal testing process indicates this 
redesign will solve moisture-penetration 
problems, as long as the product is installed 
and maintained correctly. 


“These changes are an improvement, but who 
knows how much,” says William Dost, a wood 
technology consultant in Berkeley, Calif. 
“There are some fundamental flaws with 
OSB that are not being addressed, in my 
opinion. The company is relying on geometry

For now, the garage is complete (it opens in 
the spring), but the project’s heart awaits 
further funding. Hines Interests, a manage- 
ment company, was hired to do a cost analy- 
sis in the fall of 1994. In March it issued a 
report, estimating the cost of construction at 
$227 million if work started today. With inter- 
est from the original gift and further contri- 
butions, there’s only half that amount, $115.5 
million. So the Concert Hall has hired Milano, 
Ruff & Associates to develop a fund-raising 
plan that will be submitted to the Los Ange- 
les County Board of Supervisors in Decem- 
ber. It calls for halting the project until the 
remainder of $265 million is raised, the pro- 
jected cost if construction begins in 1998, the 
soonest the Concert Hall can imagine raising 
the money. The now-bloated cost is particu- 
larly ironic for Gehry, who built his repu- 
tation as a champion of inexpensive materi- 
als. He’s building his complicated shapes on 
budget and on time in large projects in the 
Czech Republic, Korea, and Spain, where the 
steel prices for his Guggenheim Museum in 
Bilbao came in 10 percent wnder budget. 


There is wide support for the project, even 
among politicians and a public stunned by the 
enormous economic difficulties facing the 
county, which may have to shut down hospi- 
tals and jails. “This is an important project 


for the culture and the economy of the city,” 
says county supervisor Zev Yaroslavsky. “It 
can’t be allowed to fail. Beyond [creating] 
jobs, it is an important symbol for the city. It 
will be a landmark, like the Sydney Opera 
House or the Eiffel Tower. People will come 
to Los Angeles just to see this architecture. 
If it fails, it becomes another kind of symbol: 
that the city, even when a prominent family 
puts up $50 million, can’t make it happen. Los 
Angeles really needs a win on this one.” The 
win, however, “will have to come from the 
private sector. The county has absolutely no 
money to put into this one.” 


Gehry himself has doubts whether the pro- 
ject will get built, but refuses to debate its 
social necessity. “I’ve always thought that 
architecture has social relevance, but it’s not 
for me to argue,” he says. If the county can’t 
afford the building, he has an alternative 
that, though uncosted, has the added effect 
of measuring the city’s civic-mindedness: 
insert the concert hall into the Pei Cobb 
Freed-designed Convention Center 
[RECORD, January 1994, pages 56-65], an 
under-utilized facility that doubled its size 
amid the recent economic downturn. “The 
acoustician can make it work,” insists Gehry. 
Such a remedy would certainly not make 
Disney Hall the Eiffel Tower of Los Angeles, 
but it would rid the city of an albatross. 
Which outcome is more important?

Toshio Nakamura, A+U editor, moves 
on—unexpectedly 

Yoshio Yoshida, the publisher of A+U, the 
architectural journal that has played a key 
role in widening the dialogue between archi- 
tects in the West and Japan, has fired long- 
standing editor, Toshio Nakamura. Nakamu- 
ra, who is also a member of the Pritzker 
Architecture Prize jury, guided the publica- 
tion for 25 years, and was able to bridge the 
gap between East and West while Japanese 
architecture was emerging as among the 
most important of the last decade. (In fact, 
30 percent of the journal’s subscribers live 
outside of Japan.) Nakamura claims that the 
rupture was over content. “The reason is the 
difference of our editorial policy, his [com- 
mercial] view and my [intellectual] one,” 
Nakamura says. The firing has been protest- 
ed by architects and theorists all over the 
world. Philip Johnson, John Hejduk, Kenneth 
Frampton, Richard Rogers, Peter Eisenman, 
and others are said to have written letters of 
protest and cancelled their subscriptions. 
Ever more tourists to Mont St. Michel 
France will spend $12 million to preserve 
Mont St. Michel and make it more accessible 
to the many tourists that visit each year. The 
famous Benedictine abbey, which dominates 
an island in the northwest corner of France 
was constructed in the early 13th century 
and is one of the country’s most famous 
landmarks. A parking lot will be created on 
the Normandy Coast to keep cars off the 
island, and a new light-rail system will be 
designed to bridge the 1 1/4 miles to the 
island sanctuary. 

Facelift for Harvard’s Memorial Hall 

In Cambridge, Massachusetts, CBT/Childs 
Bertman Tseckares, Inc. will restore the 
tower of Harvard’s Memorial Hall. The brick 
and sandstone structure was designed by 
Ware and Van Brunt in the 1870s, and stands 
across the street from Harvard’s Graduate 
School of Design.

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A Slimmed-down MASS MoCA is 
Back on Track 


Slowly, the Massachusetts Museum of Con- 
temporary Art (MASS MoCA) is struggling 
to get back on its feet. Planners—among 
them former Williams College Art Museum 
director Thomas Krens—once envisioned a 
massive arts complex in the small town of 
North Adams, with 28 buildings of galleries 
and performance spaces, hotels and condo- 
miniums, all designed by a team that included 
Frank Gehry and Robert Venturi. State funds 
needed to realize this grand vision fell victim 
to government retrenchment, and Krens has 
moved to the Guggenheim Museum in New 
York City. Work has just begun on a more 
humble project. 


The new MASS MoCA is the latest in a string 
of urban transformations for North Adams. 
At the turn of the century, the site was the 
home of a thriving textile industry. In the 
1930s, most of the buildings were converted 
to house the huge transformers of an electri- 








cal manufacturer. During the boom years of 
the 1980s, the mission became to once again 
revitalize the local economy of this sleepy 
town, this time—in a trend that now almost 
seems cliché—with art. Working with a 
reduced budget, Cambridge firm Bruner/ 
Cott, a partner in the original plan, is now 
renovating 136,000-sq-ft of space in seven 
buildings and stabilizing the others. Most of 
the $11-million budget will be spent on 
repairing collapsed roofs and protecting the 
buildings from vandalism. 


The seven 19th-century brick mill buildings 
will become art spaces, although they will 
remain much rawer than originally planned. 
A “black box” will be constructed for dance 
and art performances. Later, additional 
repair work will be done to attract tenants; 
the rent will be used to fund future stages of 
the project. Planners hope to complete the 
first phase in late 1997.

To Americans, who must constantly adjust to 
an ever-more pinched vision of civic place and 
public architecture, the extraordinary com- 
mitment by local and federal authorities to 
architecture as a vehicle for reunifying Berlin 
is mind-boggling. Felix Zwoch, editor of the 
German architectural journal Bawwelt, esti- 
mates that there are 300 to 400 significant 
projects underway in Berlin, including an 
entirely new quarter for the unified federal 
government, new schools, upgrading of the 
former East’s substandard housing, and the 
restoration of the many jewels of German 
culture that lay neglected behind the Wall. 
Designers also have an important hand in 
repairs to the S-Bahn commuter-rail system 
(once operated by East Berlin), upgrading of 
the existing subway system, and a vast new 
main train station, which Berlin hasn’t had 
since World War II (following pages). 


What to remember; what to forget 

Much of the rebuilding effort focuses on the 
Mitte district. Once the cultural, commercial, 
and governmental heart of Berlin, it had been 
neglected while part of the East. It is in 
Mitte that the debate about what Berlin 
should become is most sharply drawn, and, 
because it has so many places imbued with a 
tragic history, where emotions run highest. 
To place the seat of government closer to the 
former East, and to reestablish Berlin as a 


world capital, the Reichstag—that symbol of 
failed democracy when burned in 1933 by the 
Nazis—will become the new home of Parlia- 
ment. Though it was actually part of West 
Berlin, it was wrapped by the Berlin Wall, 
and isolated from the post-war center. It will 
become the anchor of a new axis of govern- 
ment buildings, according to a competition- 
winning master plan by Berlin architect Axel 
Schultes. 


The outcome of the international competition 
for the Reichstag proved an exercise in ambi- 
valence. In the first competition, the program 
was much too big for the building. Three 
winners whose schemes contradicted each 
other—Santiago Calatrava, Piet de Bruyn, 
and Sir Norman Foster & Partners—were 
asked to meld their ideas into one project. 
Ultimately it was reduced in scope and 
awarded to Foster. 


After much study, the firm has produced a 
Modernist insertion that brings people-ori- 
ented transparency to the chief deliberative 
space and caps it with a dome that evokes its 
historical predecessor while enabling a day- 
lighting and natural-ventilation scheme (next 
page). At this stage, it’s watered down Foster, 
not nearly as powerful as the Carré d’Art in 
Nimes [RECORD, October 1993, pages 62-71], 
yet not subdued enough to please preserva- 
tionists. It’s a far cry from the confident yet 
surprisingly open and unassuming parlia- 
ment building completed only a few years ago 
in Bonn by the Stuttgart firm Behnisch & 
Partners. 


Whose urban vision will prevail? 

The developers who have flocked to Berlin 
don’t escape its larger architectural debate 
either. Should the city fill its many gaps with 
street-hugging, masonry-faced buildings with 
punched windows that emulate the scale if 
not literally the actuality of 19th-century 
Berlin? This might be dubbed the “healing” 
approach that attempts to restore a tradition- 
al coherency and scale. Architects pursuing 
this path, who include Josef Paul Kleihues 
(best known in the U.S. for a contemporary 
art museum hearing completion in Chicago), 
the Cologne-based O. M. Ungers [RECORD, 
May 1995, pages 96-102], and Hans Kollhoff, 
have had the ear of Hans Stimmann, Berlin’s 
senator of design and construction, whose 
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enormous power over what gets built is not 


now duplicated in any American city. 


Or should Berlin recognize that it can never 
be as it was, and so forge a new path. Mary 
Pepchinski, an American architect, teacher, 
and writer in Berlin explains, “Only frag- 
ments of the old city are left. The assortment 
of modern post-war infill is the context 
today.” Architects who don’t accept the pre- 
vailing theory, dubbed “critical reconstruc-

views of those who would like to see Berlin 
stitched back into a traditional whole. Not 
only is it historically loaded, in that it is 
intended to document the powerful influence 
Jewish life once had in Berlin, it is a discon- 
certing architectural statement. Its zigzag 
plan pokes into the street, and its slab-like 
facades dwarf the pleasing if architecturally 
inconsequential 19th-century house to which 
it is attached. Its elevations are fissured by 
slit windows that wrap corners and crisscross 
each other, seemingly at random.

Walter Nageli, a Berlin architect, fears new 
esthetic orthodoxies are taking hold.

Another controversy 
boils over whether certain artifacts of the 
divided-city era are worth saving—the Karl 
Marx Allée, for example, a crumbling Social- 
ist Realist urban setpiece cooked up from 
equal parts Baron Haussman, Albert Speer, 
and Daniel Burnham (opposite). Or is the 
sheer banality of the ranks of 1950s glass- 
and-metal office slabs along Alexanderstrasse 
worth saving as a reminder of an otherwise 
soon-to-be obliterated past? 


A passionate—and public—debate 
Berliners—both citizens and professionals— 
are passionately involved in asking, if not 
answering, these questions. Public meetings 


on new proposals attract crowds (hundreds of 
architects often participate, says Bawwelt’s 
Zwoch), because people are genuinely con- 
cerned about the meaning and implications of 
schemes for the city’s future. The question of 
whether Berlin’s replanning is too parochial 
even had its day in Parliament, says architect 
Nina Libeskind. Berliners are also keenly 
interested in the competition for the new 
American embassy, to be decided later this 
month. The site on the Pariser Platz, to be 
rebuilt, is next to Berlin’s chief urban symbol, 
the Brandenburg Gate. Competitors Bohlin 
Cywinski Jackson; Kallmann, McKinnell & 
Wood; Moore Ruble Yudell; Robert A. M. 
Stern Architects; and Venturi, Scott Brown & 
Associates will have to balance the needs of 
this very public site with embassy-security 
guidelines that push designers toward 
fortress-like solutions.

architects where deemed appropriate (as 
would be the case in many instances). To say 
that no engineer is capable of “putting it 
together and making it happen” in compli- 
ance with existing laws, and to the satis- 
faction of the client, is absolutely absurd and 
offensive. 


NSPE has never held the opinion or position 
that engineers can do whatever we want, as 
was so severely misrepresented by Chet 
Widom, president of the AIA, in the July 
1995 article. However, what was very clearly 
represented to Chet Widom, other AIA offi- 
cers, NCARB officers, and others in atten- 
dance at the Architect/Engineer Summit 
Conference in April 1994 in Tucson, was that 
NSPE did not accept their outright refusal to 
discuss the prime professional issue.

Timing is everything, the saying goes. Archi- 
tects can certainly testify to the truth of that 
adage. A generation ago, the profession was 
riding a wave of good fortune generated by a 
sudden explosion of building activity. Today, 
each architect’s piece of the construction pie 
is about a third of what it was 40 years ago. 
No amount of talent, hard work, and slick 
marketing will alter this circumstance for 
most architects. Only changes in the econom- 
ic structure of the profession will. 


It’s not that the U.S. economy has been so 
weak—real-dollar per-capita spending on 
construction in the country has generally 
been in a holding pattern since the early 
1970s. Rather, the laws of supply and demand 
have caught up with practitioners of architec- 
ture. Continuing, yearly jumps in 
construction spending in the two and a half 
decades after World War II encouraged the 
entry of thousands into the field. Even in the 
past 20 years, as spending has leveled off, the 
number of people working in the architectur- 
al arena has nearly tripled. This massive 
increase in supply has reduced per-architect 
construction spending to levels not seen since 
World War II. If recent trends continue, we 
may be heading toward spending levels on 
the order of those experienced during the 
Depression. 


Throughout this article, continual reference 
to the term “demand” will be made. It will be 
assumed that this demand for architectural 
services is directly proportional to the overall 
level of building activity. As a gauge of con- 
struction activity, figures from the U.S. 
Department of Commerce are used; these 
measure construction put in place. Also, 
figures from McGraw-Hill/F.W. Dodge are 
used, which quantify building-construction 
contracts. Although the latter are more 
directly related to the demand for architec- 
tural services (the former include utilities,

extrapolation from the government figures 
can still be considered an accurate barometer 
of demand for architectural services. Further, 
all monetary values quoted are real-dollar 
amounts, expressed in 1983 dollars, unless 
otherwise indicated. 


For those surveying the American architec- 
tural landscape in 1945, the career outlook 
was anything but certain. Total spending on 
construction in that and the previous year 
had fallen back to levels more like the first 
two decades of the century. Per-capita spend- 
ing showed an even worse picture, ranging 
close to the Depression. Despite a more than 
10 percent drop in the number of architects 
in the prior decade, the dollar value of con- 
struction per architect had dropped to about 


























one-half its historical high. Moreover, the 
general trend through the first four and one 
half decades of the 20th century, albeit 
irregular, was decidedly downward. s 


If we look at the market for architectural sey 
vices prior to 1945 in the simplest economic) “ 
terms—supply and demand—we begin to 

understand what developed in the professio! 
in the second half of the century. The years 
1900 to 1925 illustrate a relatively rapid 
response to increasing demand: the number 
of architects more than doubled, as did the 
value of construction (interrupted only by tl 
war years from about 1915 to 1920). When — 
demand fizzled in the 1930s and 1940s, supp’ 
adjusted downward quickly. In the first half} 
of the 1900s, per-architect spending kept — 
within a narrow range—from about $1.5 
million in 1935 to $3.0 million in peak years 
These may have seemed like severe fluctua- 
tions at the time, but they came to pale in 
comparison with the decades after the 198f 


Riding the post-war tidal wave 
The end of World War II launched a 40-yez 
tidal wave of building activity which catapull 
ed the careers of I.M. Pei, Philip Johnson, — 
Gordon Bunshaft, William Caudill, and thou 
sands of other lesser-known architects. All ¢ 
them benefited immensely from a historical 
circumstance which may not be repeated in| 
our lifetime. The year 1946 saw a near-dou-' 
bling of the previous year’s level of 
construction volume. The following four 
years saw an average growth per year of 
about 20 percent. This was true whether or 
used as a yardstick total construction put it 
place or, more important to architects, build 
ing-construction contracts.

Was the post-war era special? 

While demand skyrocketed in the years 
immediately following World War II, the 
supply of architects grew only modestly. It 
wasn’t until after 1960 that the supply of 
architects began to ramp up. Growth in the 
supply of architects accelerated until it finally 
slowed in the late 1980s—about a decade and 
a half after demand had stagnated. Archi- 
tects fortunate enough to be practicing in the 
1950s and 1960s reaped a windfall (figure 3). 
Construction put in place on a per-architect 
basis peaked in the late 1950s at a level more 
than double the average in the pre-war era. 
Since then, it has been declining virtually 
unchecked. 


Consider the effect of these shifts in supply 
and demand on the total output and price of 
architectural services. By 1955, the supply of 
architects had risen 30 percent since 1945. 
However, demand had risen by almost 300 
percent. With the modest increase in archi- 
tects from 1945 to 1955, the price architects 
could charge increased, as did total output of 
services by the profession. Between 1955 and 
1975, the supply of architects as counted by 
the government shot up by 252 percent. The 
growth in AIA membership was about the 
same and demand for architectural services 
increased only about 60 percent. 


Architects’ declining position 

An examination of the past 20 years reveals 
in more detail the declining economic position 
of the profession. This was brought about 
principally because the rapid growth in the 
number of those practicing architecture did 
not slow to any significant extent until the 
late 1980s—after the stock-market crash of 
1987, the savings and loan debacle, and other 
factors put a lid on construction activity in 
the Northeast and California (figure 4). Even 
in the past five years, the number of archi- 
tects has continued to grow, albeit at a much 
slower rate. In combination with stagnant 
total demand, this has yielded the situation 
illustrated in figure 5—declining real-dollar 
construction expenditures per architect. 
Demand for services on a per-architect basis 
today is about half what it was in the mid- 





1970s. In 1990, spending per architect 
approached a level which hitherto had been 
considered no more than a distant memory. 
Although demand appears to have gone up in 
the past two years, construction growth has 
been anemic compared with corresponding 
points of previous upturns in 1976-1977 and 
1983-1984. 


One mildly encouraging sign is the stabilizing 
of architecture graduates. Since the middle of 
the 1970s, the number of architectural 
degrees awarded at all levels annually has 
held steady between about 12,000 and 13,500. 
Students wised up early. Because of this, per- 
graduate construction expenditures have 
held relatively constant between $10 million 
and $15 million annually. Even at this level, 
too many people are entering the field. At 
least we are past the days of unbridled 
growth in architectural-degree programs. 


Wreaking havoc on earnings 

In real dollar terms, the shifts in supply and 
demand since 1973 have wreaked havoc on 
the earnings of architects. There has been a 
minimal expansion in demand, accompanied 
by a greater than doubling in the supply of 
architects (AIA membership has also 
increased more than two-fold in this same 
span). Prices may have been artificially main- 
tained by fee schedules promulgated by the 
AIA. The consent decree that ended fee 
schedules came at a bad time in terms of 
demand. At any rate, by 1975 the trend was 
unmistakable: slowing demand, and exponen- 
tial growth in supply. The acceleration of 
these trends would ultimately put a brake on 
fee growth, and in fact send it into the free 
fall that occurred in the 1980s and 1990s. 


Had anyone bothered to examine the funda- 
mental economics of the profession in the late 
1960s or 1970s, the evidence of market deteri- 
oration was overwhelming. This should have 
raised plenty of warning flags in the profes- 
sion and universities. With clients gaining the 
ability to choose among many qualified firms 
for any project, architects have been forced 
to differentiate on the basis of price. The 
downward sloping curve in figure 6 is testi- 
mony to this. Between 1985 and 1991, the 
price architects could charge (as represented 
by net billings per architect) declined by 
more than 20 percent. 
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As further evidence of the profession’s 
eroding economic strength, consider net 
billings per employee in AIA member-owned 
firms, which dropped from $38,850 to $38,400 
between 1989 and 1991. For the most recent 
five-year period, stable supply, in conjunction 
with decreasing demand, has depressed both 
total output by architectural firms and price. 
When price is depressed, it ripples through to 
the compensation received by all members of 
a firm. Research shows a consistent real- 
dollar income loss by AIA firm principals 
since the late 1980s. Only principals in larger 
size firms saw a modest uptick in compensa- 
tion last year—the only good news in any 
firm size in the past half-decade. Notice the 
similarities among figures 5 and 6 in recent 
years. Demand, output, and price walk in 
lockstep. 


rebounding market, architects’ market share 
(and net billings) may not improve. 


Signs of hope 

Despite these daunting trends, not all signs 
are negative. The market share of architects 
has been rising, as architectural firms’ net 
billings—as a percentage of building con- 
struction contracts—have generally been 
higher in the 1990s than in the 1980s. 
However, this may be due more to the 
growing prevalence of remodeling projects. 
Since these are typically more complicated 
than new structures, fees tend to be higher 
for individual projects. Lest we get too 
optimistic, remember that all this means is 
that architects are getting a slightly larger 
piece of a much smaller pie. After all,

Two issues dealt with only peripherally have 
been productivity in the profession and per- 
ceived value—topics left for future study. 
Both affect the demand for architectural ser- 
vices independent of construction activity. A 
decline in productivity can cause lower unit 
billings if architects are spending more time 
to provide services for the same volume of 
construction. A case for this could be made in 
light of some of the “defensive design” prac- 
tices which have become more commonplace 
in response to increasing litigation.

Supply stabilizes. And demand? 

Supply has been stabilizing. The big question 
is, what will happen to demand? Even with a 
constant supply of architects through the 
turn of the century, real-dollar spending on 
construction must rise each year for archi- 
tects’ earnings to keep pace with inflation. If 
the weak recovery of 1992-1993 is not sus- 
tained, and real expenditures begin to 
decline again, the profession as a whole is in 
for some difficult times. 


Given the collapse of the savings-and-loan 
industry and generous real-estate tax write- 
offs (the source of easy money which fueled 
the construction binge in the 1980s); the per- 
sistent excess inventory in commercial 
building types; the ever-more burdensome 
regulatory environment stifling real-estate 
development; continuing low inflation (which 
helps make real estate an unattractive 
investment); the completion of the transfer 





























of the American work force from blue-coll 
work to service-type jobs; increasing global 
competition; and the debt load of govern- 
ments at every level, the fundamental :

Reduce the number of architects? 
First, supply. The profession could make a

Attempts could be made at the - 
state-board level to greatly reduce the 
number of architects obtaining licenses eat 
year. The universities could shrink their — 
architecture departments. Individual profes 
sionals could discourage young people from 
embarking on careers in the field. All of thes 
efforts and more could certainly cause a ¢ 
traction in supply which could push up price 
in the short term, even in a flat market.

However, there is risk in this approach. It 
does not appear that state licensing boards 
have ever effectively limited supply in the — 
past. More powerful forces than the profes- . 
sion—namely, our consumers—might blo ck | 
such a move. In this age of consumer advoea 
cy, this might not be good public relations 
(although ironically, our profession—not, 
strictly speaking, being “necessary”—is one 
of the few examples where the customers ar 
far more powerful than the providers). More 
over, the architectural profession is relatiy 
small and underfunded compared to the r 
tors, developers, contractors, and others wh 
could lose leverage if the number of archi-- 
tects was reduced. 


To adjust supply, we should look toward the 
universities and individual effort. Already, | 
students shy away from architectural studie 
Further efforts should be made to introdue 
undergraduate-level students and other 
young people to a realistic assessment of the 
economic conditions facing the pr a 
The marginally interested should be urg 
consider other endeavors for their own 
benefit as well as the profession’s as a whol 
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rhaps the biggest drawback to relying too 
ich on contracting supply is the decline in 
tput which is likely to go with it. If, then, 
sre are not enough architects around to 
set an increase in demand—even a tempo- 
ry one—our consumers are likely to look 
‘ewhere to satisfy their needs. This can 
ly embolden architects’ many chal- 
rs—such as engineers, contractors, and 
‘erior designers—to expand their offerings 
competing services. Supply contraction is a 
ible strategy in the short run only.

Sell the services clients want. Ironically, the 
ofession itself is actively engaged in limit- 
g demand for our services. An AIA study 
immarized in the October 1993 issue of the 
1A: Memo showed that the top two drivers 
‘business success for architects and engi- 
ers are product/service quality, and project 
anagement. About a third cited the former. 
uessing for a moment that about a third of 
jose respondents saying product/service 
lality are thinking of design quality as 
yposed to, say, construction documentation, 
iat means only about one-tenth of the pro- 
ssion overall is reliant primarily on design 
lality for success. Yet the profession sells 
uy design, as illustrated by the high profile 
ven to the design-awards programs. It 
1ould come as no surprise that potential 
ients look elsewhere or come reluctantly 
hen a design award is not a high priority. 
his is particularly unfortunate given that 
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the same AIA study showed that more archi- 
tects than contractors consider project 
management the main driver in their busi- 
ness success. Yet the profession has failed to 
mount an effective defense against inroads 
made by others into this service—one which 
should be architects’ most marketable asset. 


¢ Reduce regulation. Another limitation is 
that members of the profession often come 
down on the side of regulation, which tends to 
obstruct building activity. Architects have 
embraced such things as zoning, environmen- 
tal regulation, and the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, seeing fee potential in ancil- 
lary services related to such regulation. Yet 
these potentials are illusions. As indicated 
above, we may never again see levels of build- 


ing activity the previous generation saw. We 
surely won’t if we continue to support those 
who place roadblocks in the way of design and 
construction. The longer and costlier the 
building process becomes for our clients, the 
less of it there will be. No amount of small- 
change consulting work can compensate for 
the revenues lost due to lower construction 
volume. There is no substitute for robust 
building activity. 


° Focus on the private sector. In the past, 
architects have also supported government 
expenditures on construction. This is consis- 
tent with encouraging more demand, but the 
government usually does not allocate 
resources as efficiently as the private sector. 
In the future, we should advocate allocating 
construction spending where it can do the 
most good the fastest. Reduced taxes, which 
fuel economic growth in the private sector, 
will do more good than government building- 
construction projects slowed by politics and 
bureaucratic red tape. There is no substitute 
for a strong private-sector construction 
economy (which typically accounts for 85 to 
90 percent of all building construction). 


It’s OK to make a profit 

The diminished market position of architects 
is no excuse for failure. Certainly, conditions 
now are still far better than those experi- 
enced in the depths of the Depression. 
Moreover, many other U.S. industries have 
seen equally competitive situations arise in 
recent decades. One only has to consider the 
automotive industry—in the doldrums in the 
1980s but seeing record profits in recent 
years. Despite tough conditions—even 
because of them—these businesses restruc- 
tured and prospered. Likewise in 
architecture, there have been success stories, 
and these should be celebrated. If there is 
one lesson to draw from all that has been pre- 
sented herein, it is that architects must learn 
better how to work toward their own econom- 
ic self-interest. This may not sound idealistic, 
but the alternative is the surrender of leader- 
ship in the building industry, continued 
diminishing stature of the profession, and a 
decline in the architectural “standard of 
living.” These will not serve the profession or 
society well. m 
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Fire-Door Design

When a building fire breaks out, the first pri- 
ority is to keep occupants safe from flames 
and smoke as they evacuate the building. 
Fire-rated doors, dually charged with provid- 
ing a means of egress and serving as physical 
barriers, can be the critical link to life safety. 


Fire doors are rated from 20 minutes to sev- 
eral hours, denoting the length of time they'll 
provide protection. It is the entire assembly 
itself{—consisting of the door, framing, hard- 
ware, and accessories such as closures and 
astragal—that guards against the spread of 
fire and smoke. Each component must meet 
the overall rating of the assembly to be listed 
by a certified testing laboratory. Building 
codes and the National Fire Protection Associ- 
ation Standard 80: Fire Doors and Windows 
set minimum criteria for installing and main- 
taining fire-door assemblies to protect 
openings in walls and other passage-ways. 


Improved materials, including hardware and 
glazing-light options, and increased market 
demand have led to more attractive fire doors 
and more opportunities to customize them 
without detriment to the door or the assem- 
bly’s performance. 


Each new product is tested within an assem- 
bly by Underwriters Laboratories or 
Warnock Hersey and labeled with an hourly 
rating. As in the past, a designer need only 
check the requirements of local codes, coordi- 
nate listed hardware with suitable labeled 
doors and frames, and then choose among the 
fire-door assemblies available to meet client 
needs and budget. 


A push in a different direction 

While the purpose of some building-code 
requirements can seem obscure at times, vir- 
tually no one argues with the need for fire- 
safe construction. Protecting lives is the 
highest priority. Period

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pressure. In this procedure, air flows into the 
test furnace, around protected openings. The 
protocol attempts to keep pressure on both 
sides of the test door equal to atmospheric. 
Then, a few years ago, a number of industry 
experts challenged this test as not represent- 
ing actual building-fire conditions. 


In a real fire, these opponents say, pressure 
on the fire side of the door is likely to be 
greater, creating the potential for flames 

and smoke to be forced across the barrier 
through indirect paths or openings. But sup- 
porters of the current negative-pressure 
testing procedure maintain that fire-door 
assemblies now being sold aren’t a problem: 
there have been no deaths attributed to a 
door failure since testing started more than 
80 years ago. Nor does the proposed revision 
test for the passage of smoke. Steven 
Wherry of the Steel Door Institute feels that 
this is definitely a case of “if the wheel isn’t 
broke, why fix it?” 


Yet, the model code groups (ICBO, BOCA, 
and SBCCI), led by ICBO, are all expected 
to enact code changes that require positive- 
pressure testing for fire doors in the near 
future. ICBO started the code-revision pro- 
cess in 1990, working to include requirements 
for positive-pressure testing (with a neutral- 
pressure plane at 40 inches above the door 
sill exposing the upper two-thirds of the door 
to outward pressure, similar to the interna- 
tional standards for fire-door testing). In 
addition, the U.S. standards are almost cer- 
tain to include a controversial requirement 
for a hose-stream pressure test, which is sup- 
posed to analyze whether fire-fighting efforts 
may breach the fire barrier. (Late last month, 
ICBO was expected to have ratified the code 
change.) 


Doors undergo revised test procedure 
Originally, positive-pressure testing was to 
apply only to swinging doors. Manufacturers 
of sliding metal doors and folding doors were 
unsure whether their products would be 
added to the “must test” list. Now, about the 
only fire doors most people in the industry 
expect to be exempted are elevator doors. 
The variation in elevator-shaft stack pres- 
sures make it difficult to justify positive- 
pressure testing under any circumstance. 
The hardware, framing, and accessories for 




















































all fire doors will also have to meet the 
demands of these proposed ICBO require 
ments, and will only be allowed in approved 
assemblies. The National Fire Protection 
Research Foundation in Quincy, Mass., 

recently issued two technical reports on 
tive-pressure tests on a variety of fire do 
in both furnace and test rooms (see Furthe 
Information).

State-of-the market: glazings 

Rated glazing and door lights will also be 
subjected to positive-pressure testing 
requirements as part of the door assembly. 
Recent products have added larger vision 
areas while meeting current codes, and some 
lights have already performed well under 
positive-pressure tests. Only a few years ago, 
glazings for fire-rated doors came in “vanilla 
only”—wired glass in a small opening was the 
best an architect could hope for in all but 20- 
minute doors. Now new materials develop- 
ments are bringing 60- minute and 90-minute 
full-vision doors into the marketplace. 


According to Scott Foote, of O’Keeffe’s, San 
Francisco, SuperLite II, the gel-filled glazing 
his company markets for fire doors, limits 
heat rise to about 100F above ambient tem- 
perature, even when temperatures on the 
exposed side are above 1700F. It consists of 
two panes of clear tempered safety glass 
sandwiching a clear polymer gel. Sixty-min- 
ute rated doors can have 2,973-sq.-in. glazed 
openings. Another substitute for wired glass 
is FireLitePlus, a polished glass-ceramic 
made in Japan that is laminated to glass. 
These glazings are appropriate where there 
is a need for fire protection and visibility— 
computer rooms and stairwells, for example. 
But neither product is cheap, which explains 
why wired glass still has 90 percent of the 
market for fire-door glazings.

faces, particularly in hot, humid climates. 
Today, cores for most wood fire doors with 
ratings of 45 minutes and above are a mineral 
composition. Georgia-Pacific and Weyer- 
hauser manufacture cores for use throughout 
the industry. Fire-rated fiberglass-reinforced 
polyester doors, typically specified for wet, 
industrial uses such as food plants, are now 
being installed in multifamily housing. 


Fire door dos—and some don’ts 

While manufacturers go to great lengths to 
test their products, and architects design for 
fire safety, the as-built condition can fall short 
of requirements. Steve Sawyer, of NFPA’s 
engineering department, points out that field 
alterations to wood or any other fire doors 
are not permitted by NFPA-80, unless per- 
formed by a labeled service. “This includes 
changes to the door such as openings for 
glazing and molding around framing, but I 
see these occurring all the time,” he says. 

“All holes in a door should be cut in a factory.” 


More tips: 

¢ Designers and project supervisors should 
verify that doors get placed in the correct 
openings. Often the assemblies for a project 
all get delivered to the site at one time, and 
the contractor will take the doors off their 
frames to avoid damage during construction. 
But someone needs to pay attention when 
they get rehung, so a 20-minute door doesn’t 
go into a 90-minute opening. 

¢ Attention is also the key to specifying door 
width. While a 60-inch opening for a double 
door might have a visual impact, NFPA engi- 
neer Sawyer reminds designers that one of 
those doors must be at least 32-inches-wide 
for egress. 

¢ Make sure the proper hardware is called out 
on drawings and that the hardware has the 
same rating as the fire door. Both door and

This month, we begin to delve into two hot 
areas in the CAD world. Cyco’s AutoManager 
Workflow continues to help set the pace in the 
DOS/Windows world of CAD file manage- 
ment. As this package has evolved over the 
past four or five years, Cyco has broadened 
its focus from AutoCAD to MicroStation, 
Generic CADD, and other packages. 


The need is certainly there—modern drawing 
files often are linked to each other, and to 
other types of files such as spreadsheets, 
databases, and word processing. Changes 
cascade through the links in confusing ways. 


A bunch of high-end European-bred CAD 
packages are coming ashore in the U.S., too. 
They all combine drafting, presentation, and 
database elements. This all-in-one design also 
makes it easier to track pieces of a project as 
it evolves. Architrion (from France) and 
ArchiCAD (from Hungary), both originally 
Macintosh packages, led the way. We review 
another of these packages this month— 
MicroGDS Professional, developed in part in 
England. We'll be looking at others in the 
months ahead. 


Oddly enough, many had predicted that by 
now there would be only a few players left in 
the CAD business—Autodesk and Bentley, 
mainly. The idea was that CAD packages are 
getting complicated and hard to write, and 
that everyone wants file-format standardiza- 
tion. 


These worthy vendors certainly have a large 
slice of the market. And many U.S. competi- 
tors did retreat to small niches. But the 

software business has never tolerated hege- 


mony for long (except perhaps by Microsoft). 
The market has expanded so much that even 

niches can be quite profitable. And CAD is no 
longer only for production drafting: designers

Over the past five years, more than 50,000 
users have come to AutoManager to handle 
document management in a PC 
(DOS/Windows) environment. This latest 
version solves many problems for growing 
organizations that have been using AutoMan- 
ager—it can handle 100 viewers or more on a 
single network (although we don’t always rec- 
ommend it for networks that large). Large 
organizations will find it much easier to cus- 
tomize than previous versions. 


The best new feature is the “BriefCase.” You 
use it to gather documents together and send 
them automatically—along with components 
of AutoManager that are necessary to handle 
them—even if the recipient does not have his 
or her own copy of AutoManager. Once a set 
of documents is checked out, AutoManager 
keeps them from being modified. When the 
documents come back for check-in you can 
compare them with originals and allow or dis- 
allow modifications. You can also “copy out” 
files, allowing them to be changed within 
AutoManager. 


Despite the name, this is not an AutoCAD- 
only product. It comes with links to Micro- 
Station, AutoCAD, AutoCAD LT, and Generic 
CADD. But it can be used with a wide range 
of file formats—everything from Ami Pro to 
XyWrite—with spreadsheets, dBase databas- 
es, advanced word processing, presentation 
packages, and most raster graphics thrown 
in. You also get personal messaging through 
MAPI (Microsoft Messaging API). All the 
major networking applications (¢cc:Mail, Lotus 
Notes, and so forth) support MAPI. Support 
is particularly seamless with Windows 95. 
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AutoManager Workflow’s “card” screent@a 
you know everything about a specific dog 
ment. You can bring new documents in 
easily, and each document has a card. 


Version 4.0 comes with DOS and Windows 
versions in the same box. Although much of 
the installed base has been using AutoMar 
er in DOS (or its earliest versions, sold unde 
the AutoBase name), the Windows version 
has become much more capable. Thus you 
may be using a DOS CAD package, but yo 
may want to run AutoManager under 
Windows. or under both DOS and Windows 
(Cyco allows you to load both onto the same 
machine for the price of one license.) 


AutoManager has always enjoyed a clea 
intuitive interface.

oO ut on the edge of the desert near Phoenix, two tides meet. One is the 

visible flow of red-tile roofed subdivisions gobbling up acre after acre | 
of this seemingly barren terrain. The other only shows up periodically, 
when spring rains stream off the high plateaus and threaten to in 
date those same suburban plains. Where these two meet, the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers drew a line in the sand: a two-mile long 
dam that marks the edge of where it is safe to build. 


Here, Will Bruder has drawn his own line, a “stealth building” that 
directs visitors away from this confrontation between wilderness 
and settlement, to a place where human beings once inscribed their 
actions on the rocks. The Deer Valley Rock Art Center is a 7,000- 
square-foot building at one end of the dam. It introduces visitors to 
petroglyphs drawn by the Hohokam Native Americans, on a pile of 
rocks known as the Hedgepeth Hills. The Corps of Engineers paid ft 
the building, which is now operated by Arizona State University. Itis 
both an educational institution and, as director Peter Welsh points 
out, “an urban oasis that serves as a natural and a cultural exhibit.” 


In its design, Bruder, a local architect, sought to marry landscape 
and technology in both material and form. He constructed the build- 
ing using the same technique as many non-residential structures in 
Phoenix: tilt-up concrete panels. The strips of bare concrete are coy- 
ered with an aggregate of dark mining tailings, the material left ovei 
when rock is crushed to retrieve the ore inside. The tailings came 
from Superior, an old Arizona mining town. “The color,” he points oul 
“fs natural to the desert.” It also makes the building disappear 
against the shape of the dam. The interpretive insertions of the Cen 
ter continue in a series of pavilions that mark a path out to the actual 
petroglyphs for which Bruder used black steel that is deliberately 
being allowed to rust. Thus, he says, “the wind and the rain will cre 
their own calligraphy.” These marks will become, in time, a shadow ¢ 
the pavilions that faintly echoes the lines the Hohokam painted on # 
rocks.

aking the building envelope active in regulating light and ventila- 
tion for comfort and energy conservation has seemed only a dream. 
Not any more. The projects in these pages show that clients and 
designers in Europe are pushing design to a new, higher standard, 
which may fundamentally affect the way we build. Below, Mary 
Pepchinski explains why Germany has taken the lead. Concluding 
this special report, three renowned engineers assess these still-not- 
perfected techniques.

Though a widespread and growing trend, large buildings that em- 
ploy environmentally responsible technologies are still the excep- 
tion in most of Europe today. Germany appears to be the leader in 
this area for several reasons. To be sure, many German architects 
and engineers sincerely care about the effect their buildings have 
on the environment, but others realize that new technologies will be 
profitable in 10 to 20 years time; today’s R&D will insure their share 
of the future, more-globalized, building-design market. Politically, 
Germany’s powerful Green party also influences national environ- 
mental policies. The government, for example, estimates that by the 
year 2000, all environment-related industries will have spawned 1.1 
million jobs. 


Government at all levels—through legislation and subsidies— 
encourages construction of more environmentally responsible 
buildings. Last January, the new, federal thermal-insulation regu- 
lation went into effect, setting an energy-use standard 30 percent 
below current levels. A second phase, to take effect at the century’s 
close, will reduce energy consumption to 50 percent of current 
levels. The federal Ministries of Building, Economics, and Educa- 
tion/Research subsidize development, testing, and implementation 
of new technologies—ranging from windmills and water-cleanup to 
solar dishes—and support research to verify long-term benefits. 
The allocations, though, are “modest,” says a federal official: DM 
100-million (roughly $70 million U.S.) for 1996. [Similar U.S. R&D 
is only $53.7 million in 1995, however—ed.] The federal government 
and the European Economic Community (EC) also fund projects in 
former East Germany, as do many cities and federal states. 


In a large city like Berlin, subsidies are available from public and 
private sources. The electrical utility underwrites solar technology 
for housing; the Berlin Senate sponsors similar programs for light 
industry, and the federal government contributes to energy projects 
that benefit industry, housing, public buildings, and large-scale 
development. The many funding sources makes for cumbersome 
bureaucracy, architects complain. Government is not the only source 
of support, however. Architects and engineers may develop a con-

The Richard Rogers Partnership 
was awarded three sites in the 
vast redevelopment of Potsdamer 
Platz, formerly within East 
Berlin.

marketable.) At a convention 
Hall in Linz, Austria, Herzog 
placed a 16mm-thick (5/8-in.), 
aluminum-coated plastic grid in 
an insulating unit. The glazing 
passes indirect light, while 
reflecting direct sun. (That 
assembly won the firm a Bene- 
dictus Award for use of laminated 
glass.) Herzog will chair a confer- 
ence next March, “Solar Energy 
in Architecture and Urban Plan- 
ning,” in Berlin . J.S.R.

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RECORD’s James S. Russell asked three prominent mechanical engineers to. 
evaluate many of the innovative techniques shown in this story. Opposite, we 
present some recent projects by American architects that explore similar themes. 


Which of these techniques is proven? 
Norman Kurtz: Much of this is a refinement 
of techniques pioneered in the 70’s. Daylight- 
ing and other lighting improvements still offer 
the best payback to clients. 

Norbert Kaiser: We take comfort more 
seriously in Europe than in the states. We use 
air only for ventilating, and we use only 100 
percent fresh air. Heating and cooling are pro- 
vided by radiant means using water, which is 
3,000 times more efficient than air at convey- 
ing heat. In the States, the space above the 
ceiling may be as high as 1m (39 in.) for mech- 
anical systems. We can reduce it to as little as 
20cm (8 in.) through building integration. 
Mahadev Raman: [)xternal blinds are very 
sensible but must deal with the rigors of cli- 
mate. They can add insulating value if set close 
to the facade and if fully closeable. 


What techniques remain to be proven? 
Mahadev Raman: The earliest use of vented 
facades was in Scandinavia. The idea was to 
raise the glass inner-surface temperature to 
avoid cold radiation problems. That use has 
been obviated by the high-efficiency glazings 
now available that include argon fills, low-E, 
and suspended mylar films. Any sort of cavity 
acting as a buffer zone reduces winter heat 
losses and may arrest or remove summer heat 
gains. For thermal facades that depend on the 
stack effect to reduce fan power or ventilated 
facades that depend on prevailing breezes, you 
have to remember that the effect is not con- 
stant. You have to decide to use backup 
methods to maintain comfort or your users 
will have to accept comfort fluctuations. 
Norbert Kaiser: [n the U.S. and the U.K., 
thermal facades are used as thermal buffers

and to exhaust air. I don’t see it that way. I 
think the facade we designed for Norman 
Foster [the Microelectronics Park at Duis- 
burg] could live without the exhaust. 

Norman Kurtz: Most effective “green” 
concepts are easy to do in dry climates without 
a lot of humidity and with lots of thermal swing. 


What techniques are or are not 
appropriate for the U.S.? 

Norman Kurtz: Regulations in Germany 
mandate much narrower floor plates so work- 
ers can be near windows. When you have more 
perimeter, the wall is much more important. In 
the U.S., it’s not such a problem because deep 
floors are common and they have much less 
perimeter. Our big enemy is the internal 
cooling load, especially where you have a large 
floor plate. You might run 30 to 50 watts per sq 
m internal heat gain [from people, lighting, and 
equipment]. In Europe, where you have fewer 
occupants and fewer computers, inter-nal gains 
may be less than 20 watts per sq m. 

Mahadev Raman: You don’t have the sum- 
mer humidity in many parts of Europe that is 
characteristic of much of the American East, 
Midwest, and South. You have to look at 
whether radiant cooling will be able to make 
enough of a temperature differential to work. 
You have to control humidity or moisture may 
condense on the cooling panels. This doesn’t 
mean these ideas aren’t applicable. You would 


just decouple fresh air and dehumidification 


from radiant or convective chilled ceilings. 


Does culture affect acceptance? 
Mahadev Raman: There's a willingness to 
accept higher temperatures in Europe because 
most domestic space is not air-conditioned.

People in Europe are more critical of mecha 
ical solutions because it is comfortable to wal 
outside for much of the year. In New York : 
for example, you have four or five solid mont 
of air-conditioning, so people relate much 
more to comfort inside than out. That contra: 
is quite important. ‘ 
Norman Kurtz: [n our experience, using _ 
architectural solutions to replace mechanica 
systems proves extremely expensive. A deve 
oper will make it very hard for you because 
they’ll rarely spend more up-front than com 
petitors in their market. The architects in 
Germany are more tuned into these ideas 
and they’re a more dominant figure in the © 
design/construct process. The engineer is in 
the background. You don’t get CM or value- 
engineering sharpshooters. On the other 
hand, an American institution or corporation 
might look to these techniques to visibly 
express a commitment to the environment 01 
conservation. The institutional client may tal 
a longer view than the developer, may hold — 
buildings longer, and may have more commit 
ment to the issues. 


Where do we need to go from here? 
Norbert Kaiser: We need solar-collection 
technology for cooling. Places that have the 
most sun coexist with places that need the 
sun for cooling. 
Norman Kurtz: BO MA [Building Owners © 
and Managers Association] says you can get 
productivity payback from increasing comfo 
because employees cost you $120 to $150 per 
sq ft compared to $1.20 to $1.50 for energy — 
costs. We can justify higher first costs if 
research can show productivity gains. Thes 


numbers are now very elusive. ™ '

ing on top of a hill, the church and its 80-foot-high steeple have 
ome instant landmarks at the entrance to Fairhope. Rather than 
the church and its accompanying chapel, parish hall, offices, and 
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school sprawl over the hill, Barron kept them in a tight cluster, orga- 
nized around a rectangular lawn or garth, and connected by covered 
walkways and porches. A tight budget and the congregation’s desire 
for modesty limited the parish hall, office, and school components to 
simple gabled forms that lack the turned-up roofs and delicate lines 
energizing the main church and smaller chapel. But the ensemble 
holds together well, allowing the church and chapel to take center 
stage with their graceful proportions and soaring roofs. 


“Carpenter-Gothic churches usually seat about 100,” explained 
Barron, “but this one had to accommodate 500. So getting the scale 
and proportions right was a struggle. With a church this size, the 
nave tends to get wider, which gives the building a boxier, less church- 
like feeling.” The solution Barron developed was to use side aisles, set 
off by ogive arches, to add width without reducing the height of the 
nave. Framed like a house attic with rafters, wood collars, and curved 
brackets and given a tall 18-on-12 pitch, the church’s roof has a time- 
less quality that seems neither old nor new. Steel columns and beams 
are mostly hidden, but emerge as crosses set in the circular openings 
that run the length of the arcades on either side of the nave. 


The freestanding chapel, which seats 50, strikes the same chords as 
the church, but in a minor key. The attic framing, curved brackets, 
and proportions are the same; only the side aisles are gone and the 
size reduced. All the buildings are clad in redwood board and batten, 
while the porches are mahogany. Everything is painted bone white.

or over a century, the southern German city of Ulm has been trying to 
make amends ‘cr demolishing the Miinsterplatz, a 138th-century 
monastery th: ‘e stood in the city’s central square. It was torn 
down in 1275 in anticipation of a Neo-Gothic extension of the old 
Gothic church spire. The feeling at the time was that in order to 


appreciate the spire—at 530 feet, claimed to be the tallest in the 
world—one had to view it from a proper distance. But by the turn of 
the century, Ulm’s city council was trying to discover a way to restore 
urban cohesion to these disjointed surroundings as well as to the 
heart of the city. After World War II, a provisional kiosk was built on 
the site, and the square was pressed into service as a parking lot. 


After a number of false starts, including 17 competitions and dozens 
of referendums, an invited competition held in 1986 yielded a design 
by Richard Meier for a “Stadthaus,” which was unanimously upheld 
by the jury. It is not a city hall—that is located in a historic building 
rebuilt after severe Allied bombing during the War—but a civic exhi- 
bition and assembly building. The Stadthaus houses a municipal and 
tourist information desk, travel agency, theater ticket office, a restau- 
rant and cafe, an auditorium, and exhibition spaces. One exhibit 
displays archaeological artifacts found on the site during excavation. 


Meier’s three-story, 10,000-square-foot Stadthaus is located at the 
end of a major axis through the old city, the pedestrian Hirschstrasse 
that curves down from the train station through the Miinsterplatz 
and on to city hall. The effect of the rounded building on the flow of 
pedestrians (6, opposite) is gentle, like a boulder in a stream, rather 
than confrontational. “It does not direct you, but offers you possibili- 
ties,” says project architect Bernard Lutz. He has seen the restaurant 
bring the square back to life in the quiet evening hours. One of the 
white exterior walls was used as an open-air movie screen during a 
festival, and twice a week, a market is held on the square, as it has 
been for centuries. 


The building consists of two parts connected by a glazed bridge, 
allowing people to pass below it, thus restoring the original street 
pattern, and facilitating entry to the square. The larger part is a 
granite-clad cube, surrounded by an overlapping series of concentric 
circular walls. From the inside, these walls are cut out to expose 
various dramatic views of the cathedral and the square, and also 
admit light into the exhibition and circulation spaces. At ground level, 
these circular walls open up to become areades, giving one the sense 
that although the building is large, it is remarkably light on its toes. 
In Meier’s aesteticized Modernism, form does more than follow fune- 
tion. In order to create a satisfying and consistent image he adds 
extra touches. On the flat south facade (1), for instance, he extends 
the wall of the cube to coincide with the circular walls, and finishes off 
this gesture with a cantilevered band (4), a horizontal echo of the 
cathedral’s flying buttresses. 


The building is characterized by the generous use of space, with the 
cantilever case and sweeping curve of the facade enclosing

to solve a biological problem.” He is con- 
cerned about the use of inexpensive, rot- 
prone woods like aspen and pine rather than 
wood of proven longevity, like cedar. Nor are 
preservatives added to OSB in manufacture, 
he says. 


Fred Kamke, a forest-products professor 

at Virginia Tech and at the state university’s 
Department of Wood Science, also thinks the 
redesign is a big improvement, but says, 
“There is still a basic design flaw in the pro- 
duct. Over time the sealant will crack. You 
just can’t assume it won’t get wet, and cover- 
ing it could just make it worse by keeping 
water in. Louisiana-Pacific does not need to 
do new research, it just needs to make better 
use of existing knowledge.” He agrees that 
including a preservative could be one solu- 
tion, although it is sure to increase the cost of 
the product. 


OSB is widely used for roof and wall sheath- 
ing. Might it suffer the same maladies as 
siding? There’s little cause for concern, 
according to Kamke, an expert in OSB prod- 
ucts. The panels have a long and positive 
track record, he says, and billions of square 
feet have performed well in place. As long as 


roof panels are installed correctly and kept 
dry, they’re a good choice. “Architects and 
specifiers should have confidence in OSB 
panels. I can’t stress that enough,” Kamke 
says. 


Dost is more skeptical. He points to problems 
Louisiana-Pacific, which has virtually no com- 
petitors for OSB panels, has had in Colorado, 
where the state alleges that the company 
skimped on quality to speed up production. If 
true, “then OSB sheathing could be compro- 
mised, with the principal danger from short- 
term loading from wind and earthquakes,” 
Dost says. 


The APA/Engineered Wood Association, 
which had certified the structural qualities 
of the OSB, is studying the siding issue and 
agrees that moisture is a problem. It says 
that OSB siding and sheathing continues to 
meet its current structural standards. A few 
years ago, OSB was thought to be the weak 
link that led to roof failures in Florida during 
Hurricane Andrew. The material was investi- 
gated by industry professionals (including the 
National Roofing Contractors Association), 
code officials, and university scientists and 
was exonerated.

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Observations continued from page 31 
hearings revolve around whether one per- 
son’s remodeling will cast a shadow on the 
neighbor’s hot tub. But there’s a reason for 
the mostly high quality of what’s proposed 
and the taken-for-granted trust in architects 
to get it right. Berlin has a long planning tra- 
dition, and one that has worked. (Though 
Berliners are also fond of saying that post- 
war “reconstruction”—on both sides of the 
wall—completed the task allied bombers 
began.) It’s not just the Neoclassic setpieces 
of Friedrich Schinkel or the city’s vast lakes 
and parks (a legacy of the Prussian monar- 
chy), it is 20th-century Modernist planning of 
the type largely discredited in the U. S. You 
can see it in Bruno Taut’s Onkel Tom’s Hutte, 
an unapologetically Modernist composition, 
much sought after for its gardens, ample 
greenery, and small but functional apart- 
ments. Or in Hansaviertel, a similar housing 
estate built in the 1950s by a roster of 
international talent. That project led in turn 
to IBA, the 1980s “exhibition” that filled 
some 300 sites with housing designed by 
dozens of international luminaries. 


When the Wall first came down, IBA seemed 
an instant anachronism—showpiece projects 
designed to boost neighborhoods once isolat-

After a disappointing loss in a 1993 competi- 
tion to add to the Berlin State Museums, 
Frank Gehry has won his first project in the 
German city: a commission to design a seven- 
story office tower on the Pariserplatz, near 
the Brandenburg Gate. Gehry’s building con- 
forms to the city’s tight site restrictions: a 
cornice line is maintained around the square, 
and the straightforward facade is sheathed in 
a limestone that nearly matches the Bran- 
denburg Gate. The structure rises to 10 
stories in back, where 40 apartments are 
located. The building’s more dramatic 


moments are found inside (photo), where a 
vast atrium contains a sculptural 100-seat 
auditorium that connects to an underground 
convention center, a glass dome, and a new 
oak tree. The dome tops a subterranean 
banking floor. Other major projects planned 
for the square include the United States 
Embassy, the French Embassy, and a variety 
of office buildings for what will become the 
heart of Berlin’s new diplomatic zone. The 
city has already completed the reconstruction 
of the square’s paving and gardens.

According to Richard Dixon, director of the 
Florida Department of Community Affairs’ 
building codes/standards office, any houses 
seaward of the state’s Coastal Construction 
Control Line can only be rebuilt with the 
approval of the governor and the cabinet. As 
of now, officials aren’t contemplating regula- 
tion changes. Reconstructed buildings will 
likely have to meet the 150-mph standard and 
be raised on pilings, but such improvements 
are often not covered by homeowners insur- 
ance. Some commented that Seaside did so 
well because it is an affluent community that 
could afford to take precautions. Davis re- 
plies, “It seems penny-wise and pound foolish 
that you would begrudge the extra five or 10 
percent to build to the wind load for a high- 
hazard area such as this.”

¢The Sarriko Metro station, part of the first 
phase of the city’s underground (8), by Sir 
Norman Foster, who won a competition to 
design 10 stations of an expanded system. 


Projects planned to start construction in the 
next few years include: 

¢The Abando Passenger Interchange (2) by 
Michael Wilford and Partners (successor to 
James Stirling Michael Wilford and Associ- 
ates). Scheduled to begin construction in 
1996, this transportation hub is a ship-like 
behemoth located across the river from the 
restored Arriago Municipal Theater. It will 
contain a bus station, two railway stations, 
and other amenities. 

¢Sondica Airport’s new terminal (4) by Cala- 
trava—a concrete structure with a 
steel-ribbed roof—is an Eero Saarinen-like 
abstract bird. Construction start is not set. 

¢ Master plan of Abandoibarra business 
center in the former port’s heart, by Cesar 
Pelli & Associates, Balmori Associates,and 
Eugenio Aguinaga, of Bilbao, which calls for 
two office towers, residential and retail facili- 
ties, a hotel, and a library. Part of the city’s 
master plan, it depends on public and private 
investment for implementation. 

¢ Other projects include a conference and 
music center by Federico Soriano and 
Dolores Palacios, of Madrid, and a cultural 
center and municipal center by Elias Mas 
and Blanca Brea, city architects for Bilbao. 


Many of these projects involved competitions 
(Gehry won out over Coop Himmelblau and 
Arata Isozaki; Pelli over Ricardo Bofill), and 
numerous government agencies separately 
made decisions. The Bizkaia Provincial Gov- 
ernment is in charge of Wilford’s scheme; the 
airport agency commissioned Calatrava; the 
Bilbao City Hall initiated Pelli’s project; and 
the Basque government’s department of 
transportation and public works is overseeing 
Foster. All the separate interests kept the 
selection process at an astoundingly high 
level. And now the world awaits the outcome.

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Architects Pay Tribute to Veterans 
With a Field of Pillars 

















Thompson and Rose Architects’ Barthol- 
omew County Veterans’ Memorial is intended 
as a journey through a memory-filled field. 
The Cambridge, Mass.-based architectural 
firm, in collaboration with landscape architect 
Michael Van Valkenburgh, has designed 

two contrasting worlds alongside the county 
courthouse in south-central Indiana: a haunt- 
ing labyrinth of towering 40-ft-high pillars 
will stand amid a serene field of rustling 
trees. 


The scheme depicts the 25 limestone pillars 
arranged in a dense grid. As you approach 
them, they appear blank: rough-cut and 
unmarked. Once you enter into this new 
“grove,” however, the inner surfaces of the 
pillars are inscribed with the names of the 
156 soldiers from Bartholomew County who 
died during wars of this century. As you 
reach the center of the memorial, material on 
view becomes increasingly intimate: personal 
letters, journal entries, and relevant newspa- 
per clippings will be engraved on the smooth 
surfaces. Local residents will contribute text 
to the memorial, which will be lit at night.

Maya Lin Does the Wave 


Maya Lin is known as an architect, artist, and 
monument-maker. But confusion over her 
professional identity actually speaks to the 
breadth of her work. At the University of 
Michigan’s School of Engineering, she has 
shaped a 8,100-sq-ft blanket of grass into 
precise rows of undulating mounds. Be it art 
or architecture, “The Wave Field” is meant 
for students, who can weave across the lawn 
or rest against the forms. The project is a 
memorial to Frangois-Xavier Bagnoud, a heli- 
copter pilot who died in a 1986 crash in Mali; 
he was a graduate of the school. Lin took 
cues from a book on fluid dynamics, where, 
she says, she discovered images of highly 
regulated, three-dimensional wave patterns.

It was as if New York, at the very moment 

it enjoyed international preeminence in eco- 
nomics, culture, and politics, abdicated the 
throne. Cities were suddenly and surprising- 
ly out of fashion. Not until Jane Jacobs pub- 
lished The Death and Life of Great American 
Cities in 1961 did America begin to rediscov- 
er the richness of urban life. 


New York 1960 is more than an inventory of 
postwar architecture, although it is certainly 
the place to start for questions on that topic. 
It is also a solid work of urban history and a 
strong defense of urbanism. Stern, Mellins, 
and Fishman identify the causes of the city’s 
transformation and explore the political and 
economic influences: the 1961 zoning resolu- 
tion that encouraged oversized towers 
through the now-discredited plaza bonus; 
the creation of the Landmarks Preservation 
Commission in 1965; the rise of the service 
economy, a trend noted as early as 1956 when 
there were still hundreds of thousands of 
manufacturing jobs in the region; the federal 
highway program and the changing dynamic 
between the city and the automobile; and the 
suburbanization of work, residence, shop- 
ping, and, unfortunately, taste. 


Beyond the demolition of architectural trea- 
sures, the city also exhibited a loss of nerve 
as its financial base weakened and its depen- 
dence on federal and state aid increased. 


With an almost incredulous tone, the authors 
chronicle the failure to build the Second 
Avenue Subway and a replacement for the 
crumbling West Side Highway, and lambast 
postwar public-housing projects with their 
sterile open spaces. The comparison with the 
prewar metropolis is not flattering. 


The one opportunity to celebrate postwar 
achievements and taste was the 1964 World’s 
Fair, but that event was almost universally 
panned at the time. The chapter on the fair is 
the most insightful appraisal of its planning, 
design, and influence to be found anywhere. 


Despite the comprehensive nature of this 
work, a crucial question remains. If we are 
not to preserve the city as an architectural 
mausoleum or transform it into a Modernist 
nightmare of Corbusier-inspired towers, how 
is New York to prosper and continue its tradi- 
tion of triumphant architecture and public 
works? The answer may be that the rest of 
the country has caught up with New York, 
and that technology has rendered the concept 
of a single, dominant metropolis obsolete. But 
other factors are at work. The authors de- 
scribe how Manhattan department stores 
opened new branches in the suburbs in the 
50s and ’60s. Today the city has become just 
another market for megastores. In other 
words, New York is no longer a colonizer, but 
just another retail colony. =

that distinguishes powerful works of 
history—the kind of urgency that results 
when the scholar dares to make the intuitive 
leap, the brilliant synthesis, and thus has 
something important and original to say. 
Given the affection with which this book was 
conceived, and the care with which it was 
compiled, this seems especially regrettable. 


Another omnibus volume on a similar theme, 
The Grand American Avenue: 1850-1920, is 
the literary accompaniment to a recent exhi- 
bition organized by the American Architec- 
tural Foundation. Through essays and ima- 
ges, it charts the spectacular development 
and dramatic (and often disastrous) transfor- 
mations of 12 streets that epitomized Ameri- 


can wealth and power—or, depending on your 


viewpoint, greed and rapacity—during our 
Gilded Age. These include such world-famous 
avenues as Fifth in New York and Wilshire 
Boulevard in Los Angeles, and ones of 
regional prominence, such as Kansas City’s 
Ward Parkway, Vandeventer Place in St. 
Louis, and Broadway in Galveston, Tex. 





As in Streets, the essays in Avenue tend, at 
times, to lapse into recitations of research, 
unenlivened by any compelling or particular 
perspective. With their dutiful, block-by- 
block detailing of ownership and architectural 
histories, parts of some chapters read like 
painfully inflated versions of National Trust 
pocket guidebooks. Happily, though, other 
chronicles are often lively and interesting, 
offering social as well as architectural history. 
The excesses of the pre-income-tax plutocra- 
cy have long fascinated Americans. Little 
wonder: it’s weirdly interesting to read, in 
Mary Alice Molloy’s acerbic account of 
Chicago’s Prairie Avenue, that at the Mar- 
shall Fields’ 1885 Mikado Ball, given for their 
children, the party favors were designed by 
James McNeill Whistler. It’s equally enter- 
taining to learn that John D. Rockefeller’s 
Italianate house on Cleveland’s Euclid 
Avenue was, after the founder of Standard 
Oil died in 1937, sold and razed, whereupon 
the site was redeveloped as a gas station. 


Just as important as the essays are the 
images—the drawings and, especially, the 
well-reproduced period photographs. Many of 
these show the grand houses, most long-since 
demolished, increasing madly in scale as the 
19th century progresses; thus we observe the 
relatively modest Gothic-style villas of mid- 
century give way to the colossal, eclectic 
castles of the 90s. Even more intriguing are 
the images that capture process—both devel- 
opment and decay. An 1870 photograph shows 
mid-Manhattan as a still-open landscape of 
muddy fields and building sites; an image 
from 1958 portrays the demolition of a 
massive Federal-style house by McKim, 
Mead & White; a recent aerial shot illustrates 
the on-going decline of Woodward Avenue in 
Detroit, its prosperous residences and well- 
tended landscapes replaced by discount 
stores and now-struggling factories. 


In a way, the whole book is an elegy, a memo- 
rial to places Americans no longer create. 
Today the very rich rarely build their fancy 
houses on major public thoroughfares. And if 
we do not regret the passing of the social and 
architectural environment that inspired 
Thorstein Veblen to coin the term “conspicu- 
ous consumption,” we might remind 
ourselves that these avenues were—and 
some still are—vital parts of their cities. m

Yet he was also committed to “Brazilianizing” 
Modernism: He inherited the same philoso- 
phy as his Brazilian mentor, architect Lucio 
Costas, who revered the baroque architec- 
ture of colonial Brazil (which he saw as truly 
Brazilian), while also hailing Le Corbusier’s 
Vers Une Architecture as the scripture of 
Modern architecture. Niemeyer was also 
interested in the organic, sensual, and even 
sexual imagery of the physical geography of 
Brazil and its women. His motto was “Form 
follows feminine.” 


Niemeyer’s tug-of-war with this “Corbusian- 
Brazilian dialectic” emerges throughout the 
book as an unresolved struggle. His architec- 
ture championed the organic topography of 
Brazil yet expressed itself in vast cold places 
of reinforced concrete. Underwood’s analysis 
of Niemeyer’s own house of 1942 in Rio 
shows how the architect tried to incorporate 
the favelas (hill-town shanties) of his native 
city into a Modernist framework. The goal 
was to convey “a sense of social solidarity or 
unity across the classes,” even though the 
house stood in “the realm of high Modernist 
art for the elite.” 


A significant portion of the book is devoted to 
Niemeyer’s largest and most controversial 
contribution to Modernism and Brazil: the 
development of the inland capital of Brasilia. 
Photographs of the city center reveal grand 
but sealeless archi-sculptures set in vast, 
paved fields. While trying to neutralize class 
categories through his architecture, Niemey- 
er ended up reinforcing them. Although 
Brasilia continues to be categorized as failed 
civic architecture by many architects, it is, as 
Underwood states, “the most refined vision 
of the Modernist utopia to take actual form.” 


The strength of Underwood’s analysis lies in 
his ability to contrast Niemeyer’s achieve- 
ments as an international champion of 
Modernism (as seen in his work on the 
United Nations building in New York) with 
his unsuccessful struggle to develop an archi- 
tectural language that transcends class 
divisions in Brazilian society. Photographs in 
this book illustrate Niemeyer’s life-long 
search for innovation in architectural form. Mf 


Briefly Noted 


New Directions in Hospital and 
Healthcare Facility Design, by Richard L. 
Miller and Earl S. Swensson. New York: 
McGraw-Hill, 1995, 349 pages, $75. 

An excellent overview of healthcare design, 
this book addresses such important topics as 
how the design of healthcare facilities must 
reflect changes in the healthcare market and 
how to make “yesterday’s hospitals work 
today.” Individual chapters examine the 
design of emergency rooms, diagnostic- 
imaging units, surgery facilities, critical-care 
units, patient-care areas, ambulatory-care 
and professional offices, and women’s health 
and pediatrics centers. 


Innovations in Healthcare Design, edited 
by Sara O. Marberry. New York: Van 
Nostrand Reinhold, 1995, 306 pages, $60. 

A collection of presentations from the first 
five years of the National Symposium on 
Healthcare Design, starting with 1986, this 
book speaks with many voices—which is both 
its strength and its weakness. The articles 
are organized into loose-fitting categories 
such as “new possibilities” and “patient- 
focused care,” as well as more focused ones 
such as pediatrics and long-term care. 


Ben van Berkel: Mobile Forces, edited by 
Kristin Feireiss. Berlin: Ernst & Sohn, 1995, 
240 pages, $60. 

A rising star among Dutch architects, Ben 
van Berkel has grabbed international atten- 
tion with his Erasmus Bridge in Rotterdam 
(to be completed next year), his building for 
Karbouw Contractors in Amersfoort (finished 
in 1992), and his transformation of the Acom 
building in Amersfoort (now on exhibit in the 
“Light Construction” show at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York). This monograph 
includes 23 buildings and projects and four 
essays by van Berkel and his partner Caro- 
line Bos.

for the current year. This figure is lower than 
the gains registered during the recovery’s 
first three years. Indeed, the essentially flat 
total construction volume in 1995 represents 
a sharp change from the performance of the 
1992-94 period, which witnessed unusually 
steady expansion of 8 to 9 percent per year. 
Has the cyclical peak been achieved? The 
gradual and well-paced character of the cur- 
rent recovery may well carry with it greater 
sustainability. Economic indicators for this 
year’s third quarter have been mixed, but 
suggest a stronger pace of expansion has 
emerged following the 1.3-percent economic 
growth in the second quarter. 


Single-family housing: an uptick 
Subdued inflation and passage of a credible 
deficit-reduction plan by Congress should 
prove beneficial to the cost of home financing, 
allowing fixed mortgage rates to hold steady 
and possibly decline. Don’t expect rates to 
decline if the federal budget cuts 1996 taxes 
but delays spending cuts. Growth of the pop- 
ulation in the 35- to 54-year-old group (and 
high levels of recent immigration) will keep 
the demand for single-family housing strong 
during the second half of the 1990s. Strong 
growth in the older segment of this group 
means that trade-up demand should remain 
healthy. 


Most commercial up; stores slack 


In the early stages of this recovery, lenders 
made almost no funds available for specula- 
tive projects. Lately, bank-lending practices 
have eased, and improving conditions in some 
metropolitan markets have enabled the start 
of several spec projects this year.

* Offices: This year’s level is estimated at 120 
million sq ft—still 65 percent below the mid- 
1980s peak. If one assumes that the 
equilibrium vacancy rate is about 10 percent, 
then excess space has been reduced by more 
than 40 percent. Office rents in most markets 
are still too low to produce the cash flow nec- 
essary to justify new spec construction, but 
exceptions are starting to appear, including 
suburban Atlanta, Washington, D.C., and 
Los Angeles. Office construction is expected 
to gain 8 percent. Dodge data show that 
alterations as a share of total contract value 
has averaged 38 percent in the 1990s, versus 
18 percent in the 1980s. 


¢ Hotels: The lodging industry’s return to 
profitability in 1993 set the stage for a sharp 
construction rebound, from 19 million sq ft in 
1993 to an estimated 45 million next year. 
Room-occupancy rates are up, and the indus- 
try has segmented its offerings, so that 
chains may pamper travelers under one 
brand name, while putting up the budget con- 
scious at lower cost in limited-service, 
mid-priced accommodations. The growth of 
casino gambling has also been an impetus for 
new construction. With the economy more 
sluggish, growth is expected to moderate. 


¢ Multifamily: After hitting bottom in 1992, 
activity has climbed more than 60 percent. 
Tax credits for low-income housing have also 
boosted the total, and this category has been 
an especially hot market for real-estate 
investment trusts. The tepid economy in 1996 
should allow for continued but slower growth. 


eStores: Resisting the downward pull of 
1995’s economy and hesitant retail sales, 
store construction has been able to maintain 
a robust pace through most of this year. 
Against a backdrop of continued suodued 
retail-sales growth and only a modest 
increase in housing, the volume of store con- 
struction next year is forecast to slip to 235 
million sq ft—still a healthy amount.

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The U.S. economy is into its 55th month of 
expansion—a longer than average advance— 
and there’s still room for growth. After a long 
struggle, our capacity to produce high-quality 
goods and services in a wide range of indus- 
tries for a broad array of domestic and for- 
eign markets is now the marvel of the world. 
Still, there are economic storm clouds mass- 
ing on the horizon. By far the biggest chal- 
lenge to date is the long-awaited restruc- 
turing of that most intractable part of the 
economy—the federal government. The acri- 
monious debate over the 1996 Budget high- 
lights the broad differences on the details for 
implementing this transformation. 


In theory, balancing the budget and reducing 
the deficit will free billions and billions of 
dollars for private investment in productive 
capacity. Little discussed, though, is that 
downsizing the federal government, which 
accounts for roughly one-fifth of GDP will 
cause disruptions in employment and person- 
al income for many years as agencies lay off 
staff and reduce purchases from suppliers. 
Economic pain is inescapable. 


Needed: Fed spur to growth 

Faster growth, which stimulates overall em- 
ployment, is the best antidote to the fiscal 
drag expected from reducing the scope of 
government. Quickly easing monetary policy 
can unleash this growth. The current, pro- 
longed, tight monetary policy has kept inter- 
est rates much too high given the weakening 
of inflationary pressures in the past few years 
(graph right). Aggressively relaxing mone- 
tary policy now, by lowering the cost to 
borrow, can lift the economy out of its slug- 
gish expansion, moving it toward a 
sustainable and non-inflationary long-term 
growth rate above 3 percent.

At the General Services Administration, new 
construction is in line for a 17 percent cut—a 
relatively pleasant surprise to GSA. GSA 
could have received “a whole lot fewer 
dollars,” says William Early, the agency’s 
budget director. Indeed, the House proposed 
funding of just $302 million. 


Most of GSA funding will go for projects past 
the design stage. Of the 16 buildings on the 
new construction list approved by House and 
Senate appropriations conferees, Early sees 
only three for which a design contract hadn’t 
been awarded as of September: courthouse 
annexes in Savannah, Ga., and Columbia, 
S.C., and a new courthouse in Seattle. 


“T think you won’t see many new stand-alone 
buildings” approved for GSA, says Gary P 
Haney, director of architecture in Skidmore, 
Owings & Merrill’s Washington office. “They 
look too much like a target to Congress and 
they just won’t be funded.” The focus will be 


on renovation and additions, he predicts. 
GSA’s 1996 repair and alteration account was 
sliced 12 percent, but it includes some big 
items, such as $58 million for work on older 
Federal Triangle buildings in Washington. 


The picture is even worse for the Department 
of Veterans Affairs. The House trimmed VA’s 
major-projects program, which has largely 
been hospitals, by 48 percent, but the Senate 
slashed it by 90 percent, leaving just $36 
million. Ted Sutherland, senior vice president 
of Smith, Hinchman & Grylls’ Washington 
office, observes that VA will continue to have 
facilities needs because it is the biggest single 
U.S. healthcare provider. Members of Con- 
gress are questioning whether VA needs as 
many in-patient beds as it seeks at a time 
when private-sector doctors are doing more 
procedures in ambulatory settings. With 
some in Congress trying to force VA operat- 
ing costs down, the money to run new beds 
may not be available.

After the Mall of America, everything in 
retail looks small. And small is one direction 
retail is heading. “It’s unlikely that anything 
of that magnitude will ever be built again in 
the U.S.,” says Mark Shoifitt, an executive 
with the International Council of Shopping 
Centers.

How the retail world has changed. When the 
Mall of America began construction in the 
late 1980s, it seemed that malls would only 
get bigger and bigger, anchored by more 
department-store tenants.

Still, retail construction didn’t collapse the 
way other commercial types did.

traditional source of growth for Wal-Mart, 
are increasingly organizing against big boxes, 
seeing them as sucking life out of Main 
Street. These stores and outlet malls, which 
also compete for the discount-shopper’s dol- 
lar, find themselves adding amenities both to 
differentiate themselves and to fight off 
leaner department stores, which can use 
sales to match outlets’ pricing. 


Theme retail: While giants like Oklahoma 
City-based BSW design the discounters, the 
theme-retail trend that began with San 
Diego’s Horton Plaza and the Hard Rock 
Cafes proceeds apace and creates opportuni- 
ties for smaller firms. New York City-based 
David Rockwell has done 27 Planet Holly- 
wood restaurants and grew from 18 employ- 
ees to 70 in two years, reports New York 
magazine. From Las Vegas’ glitzy Forum 
Shops to New York’s tony Fifth Avenue, 
names like Nike, Coca Cola, Warner Broth- 
ers, and Disney are building fantasy retail 
environments intended to draw a logo-crazed 
public away from home shopping and video 
games. 


Traditional malls: Most activity is still in 
renovation and expansion, which outpaces 
new construction two to one. But new starts 
on malls are up 20 percent for the first six 
months of 1995, according to Dodge statis- 
tics. Though Dodge predicts lower store 
construction next year, some trends suggest 
that this swing to new construction may not 
be a fluke. 


New realities in finance and planning 
Financing, which has been very tight after 
the excesses of the ’80s, is increasingly avail- 
able. Instead of “giving away the store,” i.e., 
financing the whole deal, as might have 
occurred in the 1980s, lenders are offering 50 
or 60 percent financing to developers, who 
must not only put up the rest in cash, but 
must satisfy stringent new loan conditions. 


New retail construction is, not surprisingly, 
following population growth and jobs. Large 
regional malls have opened or are in con- 
struction in Orlando, Las Vegas, Phoenix, and 
Denver, as well as elsewhere in the Rocky 
Mountain region. Salt Lake City, a prime 
area for California emigres, is also busy.

office-building renovation and retrofit are up.

John Powers, executive managing director at 
Edward S. Gordon Co., in New York City, 
where he heads the firm’s corporate consult- 
ing group, says that such corporate suburban 
enclaves should continue to prosper. But he 
notes that the reasons for their strength 
have changed. “Companies would pull out of 
the city and go to the suburbs because that’s 
where the chief executive and other top 
people lived,” says Powers. “Now, though, the 
work force is there too.” As long as suburbs 
have good access to those things commuters 
once went to cities for [ample highways, air- 
ports, research institutions, cultural and 
recreational amenities], companies will move 
to, or stay in suburbs, Powers says. 


Non-urban places, such as Wyoming and 
South Dakota, continue to lure back-office 
functions of such companies as Wall Street’s 
Fitch Investors Services, a bond-ratings 
agency, with low costs, a slow-paced lifestyle, 
and tax benefits. Sophisticated telecommuni- 
cation links permitted the company not only 
to relocate outside of Manhattan, but to 
leapfrog suburban New Jersey, hitherto the 
preferred back-office destination. 


Some downtowns are doing well, however. 
Austin, Tex., continues to draw high-tech and 
software companies, and San Francisco is 
seeing construction of Levi’s new headquar- 
ters. New construction in Charlotte, N.C., is 
helping to consolidate that city’s claim to be a 
premier banking center. Columbus, Ohio, is 
also a tight market. Multimedia publishing is 
burgeoning in lower Manhattan because of 
the confluence of graphic artists, and a huge 
presence of media, entertainment, and pub- 
lishing companies. 


Indeed, the emergence of Manhattan’s so - 
called “silicon alley” is one of the reasons 
Powers and other real-estate analysts point 
to the teleeommunications, software, and 
entertainment industries as offering strong 
potential for growth in the near future, espe- 
cially as they make alliances (phone 
companies and cable companies; entertain- 
ment and software companies) to exploit the 
Internet and other forms of interactive elec- 
tronic communications. 
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After many failed attempts, a public-private 
partnership is restoring Burnham & Root’s 
1891 skyscraper prototype, the Reliance 

Building, in Chicago. The retrofit market is 





strong because older buildings—even ones 


built in the ’70s—need rework to compete. 


Indeed, keeping existing buildings wired and 
serviced to suit fast-changing technologies 
presents the biggest challenge for office- 
building architects. Cable management has 
emerged as a new subcontract specialty. 
Jerry Speyer, chief executive of Tishman 
Speyer Properties, which developed the Mes- 
seturm in Frankfurt as well as properties 
around the U.S., already looks forward to the 
as yet little-understood “wireless” office. 


Despite a sustained upturn, the next year 
could bring a slowdown as the presidential 
campaign unfolds. “What CEO is going to 
make a major building or relocation decision 
in an election year?” asks David Gialanella, 
the executive in charge of the Northeast 
region for Cushman & Wakefield, the inter- 
national real-estate company based in New 
York. “These guys will be waiting to see who 
wins and how that will affect their business 
going forward into the next century, so they 
are likely to stay on the sidelines.” m 
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For both the acoustician and the architect, 
concert halls are the field’s most challenging 
and most glamorous applications. These are 
the projects most architects hear about, but 
they are rare, even for the most accomplished 
acousticians. An architect is very lucky if 
such projects prove to be more than once-in- 
a-lifetime events. But day-to-day acoustical 
problems can also be challenging, and sound 
and computer technology are permitting 
owners to try solutions once thought econom- 
ically or technically unfeasible. 


At Riverside Church (these pages), the 
design team has essentially reversed the 
acoustic emphasis of the landmark’s original 
design because technology has “solved” the 
very problem the church’s once-ground- 
breaking design was intended to address. 
Changing the acoustics was not a matter of 
installing elaborate reflecting “clouds” or 
other intrusive elements, but instead involved 
little more than paint (though, admittedly, a 
carefully tested one). 


A multi-purpose auditorium at Columbia 
University’s College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons (following pages) did lend itself to the 
addition of architectural elements. But the 
renovation was also driven by a desire to inte- 
grate the kind of sophisticated audio-visual 
system that permits students to, for example, 
witness an operation in progress at a remote 
location.

Thus, at Riverside, Kirkegaard’s acousticians 
and architect Gerald Allen & Jeffrey Harbin- 
son tested sealers, visually verifying that the 
pores were indeed closed. After cleaning and 
needed repointing, painters atop a scaffold- 
ing (3, opposite) applied an acrylic sealer 
made by Pro So Co (4) in nine thin coats. 
“The manufacturer insisted on a standard 
dilution so that the UV-rating and absorptive 
quality were maintained,” says architect 
Gerald Allen. Ultraviolet stability is impor- 
tant because Riverside’s earlier sealant had 
yellowed. Vapor permeability was also main- 
tained because moisture can build up behind 
a completely sealed surface, causing masonry 
to deteriorate. 


Measurements taken after the sealing pro- 
ject was finished showed reverberation times 
at 500 hz lengthened from about 2.5 seconds 
to 3.25 seconds, an improvement quite notice- 
able even to the untrained ear. Speech intel- 
ligibility was maintained by augmenting the 
existing high-quality public-address system. 
Most listeners hear the celebrant through 
speakers concealed in overhead light fixtures. 
Audio delay is introduced to mimic the time it 
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takes for sound to travel through the air. 
Speakers mounted on pew backs or concealed 
in statuary boost sound in areas overhead 
speakers don’t reach. Sophisticated electron- 
ics automatically lower microphone 
sensitivity when needed. 


Kirkegaard acoustician Scott Pfeiffer noted 
that the room could become even more rever- 
berant if the remaining bays were re-sealed 
and absorbent cushions on the pews removed. 
The latter idea, cost-free, would require 
giving up backside comfort for acoustical 
vibrancy—a sacrifice listeners may well 
reject. J.S.R.

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This update of a tired lecture hall shows that solving acoustical 


problems and adding sophisticated audio-visual capability need not 
break the bank of cost-driven academic clients. 


Quieting a Lecture Hall 


The litany of problems that beset Alumni 
Auditorium could describe any number of 
aging auditoria in academic settings. It was 
uncomfortably noisy, poorly lit, and its hvac 
system was gasping. Teachers increasingly 
sought sophisticated audio/visual capability 
that the hall couldn’t handle. “Doctors and 
students shunned the space if they could,” 
says Belmont Freeman, architect of the hall’s 
renovation. What finally sparked the decision 
to proceed, says Freeman, is that the medical 
students’ busy theatrical troupe, the Bard 
Players, raised funds so that the redone audi- 
torium could also accommodate stage 
productions and musical performances. 


To keep the project within its modest budget 
($1.5 million in high-cost Manhattan), 
Freeman carefully allocated architectural 
resources in taking the dingy, painted-plaster 
and pegboard interior to its inviting current 
state. Accommodating the Bard Players and 
the sophisticated audio-visual system proved 
the greatest challenges of the project (photos 
opposite). The shape of the hall is little 
changed; finishes were updated with an eye to 
correcting acoustical and technical flaws while 
meeting disabled needs and more-stringent 
life-safety requirements. The wood wall panels 
are slightly more reverberant than the 
original plaster surfaces, for example, which is 
better suited to performances. 


Dennis Milsom, vice president at acoustical 
and audio-visual consultant Shen Milsom & 
Wilke, says the room had problems he com- 
monly sees: “Generally, attacking noise 
sources in or outside a room gains the most 
benefit for the least dollars spent.” A combi- 
nation of inadequate vibration-reduction in 
the original installations within adjacent 
mechanical-rooms and the minimal mainte- 
nance an academic institution can typically

A-V: Make it easy to use 

The auditorium has been adapted to the 
numerous technologies medical faculty use to 
teach. Lecturers can lower a 35-ft-wide 
blackboard, mounted on a steel truss. Above, 
a retractable screen can display information 
from slides or overhead projectors, video 
tape, or an in-progress procedure elsewhere 
in the hospital through closed-circuit TV (2, 
opposite). In years past, the controls for such 
a variety of systems were too complex for all 
but the most dedicated technophiles. Now, 
“touch-screen systems are very simple and 
user friendly,” says Milsom. “A menu screen 
comes up first, and the presenter only sees 
controls for a particular element come up on 
screen—the video projector, for example.” 
When the lecturer lowers the lights, the 
device automatically chooses the pro- 
grammed lighting “scene” for video, and sets 
light levels accordingly. “He or she isn't 
looking at an array of 30 or 50 buttons,” 
explains Milsom. The video projector, which 
lowers from the ceiling, can also handle 
output from portable-computer presentation 
applications, an increasingly popular way of 
conveying charts, graphs, or other graphics. 


Such systems can be expensive, but “we 
handled them here in the most straightfor- 
ward way possible to keep costs down,” says 
Milsom. Auditoriums can cost twice as much 
to equip, he says. It’s a matter of what the 
client can afford. J.S_R.

Add-on products specifically for architects 
using AutoCAD 13 are just beginning to 
emerge. To prepare for reviewing them, we 
upgraded to Release 13 ¢3. The upgrade is 
free to those who have been using earlier ver- 
sions of Release 13. It includes much faster 
Windows95 drivers (they were discussed in 
our A/E/C Systems coverage [RECORD, 
August 1995, pages 32-37] and sent to users 
in July), and also fixes some bugs while 
adding minor features. 


The installation and changeover took us only 
about an hour (with the new software install- 
ing automatically from CD-ROM) and was 
flawless, although we have a decidedly non- 
standard machine, necessary for tasks that 
only reviewers ever perform. 


Although some ¢c3 improvements were in the 
DOS version (we use it side-by-side with the 
Windows version), the big news is an increase 
in speed on the Windows side of the aisle. It 
is now practical to run AutoCAD 13 for 
Windows on a small Pentium (say, 75 MHz 
with 16MB of RAM). A suitable machine 
costs less than $2,000 without monitor. Before 
this summer, if you had a machine of that 
speed (or slower) you ran Release 13 in DOS. 
Or you decided to forego the pleasure and 
stick to Release 12 (Autodesk still sells R12). 


All of this helps, of course. Windows makes 
lots of things easier in many cases—upgrades 
to printer and plotter drivers, a wider range 


of video drivers, easier interfacing with other 


software, and easier support of small net- 
works. Autodesk now joins Bentley Systems 
in making its software truly Windows-ready. 
lhe two industry leaders have joined in an- 
other way as well—in an effort that holds 
great promise for architects. Last month, 
Bentley signed on with the Autodesk-led ini- 
tiative to develop i vide standards for

Looking for a good architectural drafting 
add-on for AutoCAD? ARCHT may be for 
you. We reviewed it in DOS and Windows 
versions, and found it to be a solid performer. 
It produces drawings that are quite ready 
for rendering with another KETIV product, 
ARE-24. Mated with AutoCAD’s new 
Release 13 ¢3 (see discussion box at left ), it 
runs quite happily on a low-end Pentium 
computer. 


In general, when you want to insert a new 
object into a drawing, you select a block close 
to what you want, use a dialog box to edit it, 
then insert the block into the drawing. You 
can edit the block afterwards, of course, but 
it is easier to define what you want in the 
first place. 


For walls, you draw the baselines, select a 
wall style, convert the baselines to walls, 
fiddle with placement, and then—once you 
are reasonably sure walls are where you 
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Va gator Can access commands for specific 
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want them—insert windows and doors.

ARCHT is one of a select group of vendors | 
offering comprehensive drafting add-ons fo 
architects using AutoCAD. In philosophy, 
ARCHT is closer to Eagle Point (which aut 
mates many of the most annoying drawing 
tasks but is mainly a drafting-productivi 
tool) than Softdesk (which offers a more com 
prehensive approach and great database — 
links). 


The lines between all these programs are — 
beginning to blur as each adds features 
desired by its specific user base, and as 
Autodesk puts more functionality into 
AutoCAD itself (it is hard to believe, but 
when we first reviewed AutoCAD nine years 
ago, it could not draw a parallel line in one 
step). But prospective users should shop 
carefully, trying the software out on their 
own. KETIV, for instance, sometimes stops

As an example (a good one, because just 
about every vendor includes the capability), 
consider KETIV’s stair-drawing tool.

qvipment required: DOS/Windows com- 
iter with SCSI or parallel (printer) port;

Cost: This cheap and clever drive has just 
about the right capacity for architects’ files— 
100MB. The price is right, too—about $15 for 
the rugged disks (they are a bit larger than 
standard 3.5-in.-high density floppies) and a 
$199 street price for the drive ($239 list). If 
you've been using old SyQuest cartridges or 
DC2120-type tapes to move files around, you 
should give the Zip a close look. 


The drive, which weighs little more than a 
pound, can be connected to your computer’s 
SCSI or parallel (printer) port. We’ve seen 
the disks dropped from a height of more than 
5 ft with no damage; Iomega says they’ll 
survive an 8-ft drop. 


We've looked at both the SCSI version for 
Mac (there’s also a SCSI version for PCs) 
and the parallel-port version (PC only). We 
checked whether the drive works with copy- 
protection hardware (common on parallel 
ports for architectural software). It does. We 
checked whether software will install on the 
Zip drive under Windows. Again, it does— 
unlike the situation with lomega’s older 
Bernoulli drives (you can use the Zip soft- 
ware to access the older Bernoulli models, 
solving this problem for those drives as well). 


We checked whether the Zip drive interfered 
with printing large documents. There was no 
problem on the Mac or PC with files as large 
as the 5MB we tested, although there have 
been reports of 10MB files not printing on 
the Mac (Iomega is fixing the problem). 


Manuals: A small sheet of paper serves as 
the installation guide. There’s good documen- 
tation on disk. Look especially for advice on 
fine-tuning parallel-port performance; you 
can double transfer speed. 

Ease of use: Simple. 

Error-trapping: You must have the drive con- 
nected and powered up before you boot your 
computer—otherwise, it will not be recog- 
nized. Also, it must be powered up to print if 
your printer is connected to it rather than 
directly connected to the parallel port. Under 
some (rare) circumstances, the drive will 
assign itself a letter in the middle of your 
designations, that can disconnect your 
Windows icons from the drive letter they 
originally referred to.

It links easily to share data with 
to OLE server software such as the Windows 
versions of Lotus 1-2-3, Excel, WordPerfect 
and many database packages. 


It has clever wizards guide novices in han- 
dling difficult tasks. One of the trickiest is 
creating pivot tables in Excel for cross-tabs 
(relating one variable, such as labor cost, 
with another, such as accumulated project 
delays). There are also a few improvements 
in cost and resource curves—accumu- 

lated earned value, cash flow, net profit/loss, 
and so forth. 


All this makes SureTrak ideal for novices or 
occasional project-planner users, and for 
those who handle project planning for small 
and medium-size companies.

What makes for a good museum? Architects and 
curators often have conflicting answers. This month 
we show three different approaches to containers 
and collections—the National Corvette Museum in 
Bowling Green, Kentucky, by Kenneth Neumann/ 
Joel Smith and Associates (page 78); The Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame and Museum in Cleveland, by I.M. 
Pei of Pei Cobb Freed & Partners (page 82); and 
Tadao Ando’s Osaka Prefectural Chikatsu Asuka 
Museum (page 72); which is “devoted to,” says Japan 
correspondent Naomi R. Pollock, “kofwn, keyhole- 
shaped burial mounds that proliferated during the 
fifth through seventh centuries A.D.” Each project 
raises its own issues about what’s worth elevating to 
“art” and how a sense of interest and preciousness is 
best conveyed by architecture.

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hese days, Japan’s Kansai region is better known for its state-of-the- 


art airport than for its rich history. But just an hour and a half from 
bustling Osaka, n he early imperial capital of Asuka, sits Tadao 
Ando’s Osaka Prefectural Chikatsu Asuka Museum. Devoted to 
yhole-shaped burial mounds that proliferated during the 
1 through the seventh centuries A.D., the museum is a quiet 





to Japan’s ancient past. 


The 64,000-square-foot building forms the nucleus of an indoor-out- 
door museum, where visitors can view excavated artifacts, as well as 
kofun in their original state. The surrounding Fudoki-no-Oka Histori- 
cal Park is the burial site for some 200 graves, including those of four 
emperors. Embedded in the earth like an enormous tomb, the build- 
ing conceals exhibition space below, and forms a man-made hill to 
survey the tomb-filled setting. In the form of a monumental stairway 
of 147 granite-paver steps, the building fans out into the landscape, 
and embraces the lush, natural scenery in one broad sweep. 


Slicing across the sloped roof is a narrow, open-air corridor that leads 
visitors to the front door on a tomb-like entry shaft that would seem 
to be guiding the deceased to their final resting place. Soaring a dra- 
matic 26 feet, the shear concrete walls frame closely cropped snippets 
of sky, forest, and pond. “Blocking panoramic views and leaving just a 
little opening is a very traditional idea that enables viewers to see 
nature more clearly,” explains Takaaki Mizutani of Ando’s office. 


Inside, the three-story building is divided into two parts; the first is 
the realm of the living, which uses skylights and picture windows to 
animate its entry lobby, resource center, and curatorial offices. The 
second part is the realm of the dead, where level changes, geometry, 
and the absence of light recreate the atmosphere inside kofun in the 
exhibition halls. Descending from the airy entrance into the sunken 
galleries, sunlight and exterior views are extinguished. In their stead, 
muted electric light dimly illuminates ritual | iects and scale models. 


Ultimately, all light is doused within the yun. no to, or “tower of the 
afterworld,” hovering ominously above the permanent collection’s 
kofun-shaped gallery. Though it doubles as « concrete-clad observa- 
tion tower outside, offering sun-drenched views in every direction, 
the interior of the 82-foot-high void is filled with nothing but receding 
light, which is finally swallowed up by matte blackness. Forging a 
direct link between the subterranean and the heavens above, the 
gallery sequence culminates in a skylit triple-height sculpture court 
housing a replica of a nine-tiered tower from nearby Rokutanji 
Temple. 

In keeping with the architect’s desire to harmonize with the environ- 
ment, natural materials are used throughout the steel and rein- 


forced-concrete building. Blond wood floors and furnishings balance 
\ndo iquitous unfinished concrete walls, whose silky surfaces are 
the prod irethane-treated formwork. Devoid of ornament both 
building relies on the play of light and shadow to 
its ma lls 


ng the building is its presumed stability 
urgely unscathed by the Hanshin 
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Conceived as a hill from which 
the tomb-filled park could be 
admired, the stepped building 
doubles as a venue for concerts 
and theatrical performances

Not the least of the design mission, then, was to 
attract passing tourists. The designers took their cues from the cars 
themselves. The front facade (above) follows characteristically 
sinuous lines and ends in a pointed prow (overleaf) aimed straight at 
visitors entering the site. To the rear rises the “Skycone” housing the 
pantheon of classic Corvette designs, and taking its form and red- 
and-yellow colors from the marque’s logos of the past. The 11-story 
red cone, which shoots through the glass roof, is the tallest structure 
outside the two cities; its pulsing tip of translucent plastic holding two 
phased strobes marks the building on the horizon for miles around. 


For all its drama, the museum is economically straightforward in con- 
struction and organization. The entrance to the steel-frame structure 
is defined by a cantilevered split in the angled, insulated metal-plank 
siding (lower left in plan opposite). Inside a revolving tempered-glass 
drum sits the millionth Corvette. Visitors pass into the theater for a 
15-minute orientation movie and move on into the north exhibition 
space, which emphasizes the car’s evolution and construction. The 
other two galleries, including the Skycone, display the finished 
product’s magnetic popular appeal. Charles K. Hoyt

M. Pei says he wrestled with the implications of the decision to move 


the Rock and Rol! Hall of Fame and Museum from its original site. 
Intended for a downtown Cleveland parcel adjacent to Tower City, the 
project was relocated to the shores of Lake Erie. When a building site 
changes and the design is only slightly modified, we are given a rare 
insight into the architectural equivalent of the nature-versus-nurture 


debate. Rather than being a product of its environment, this building 
has emerged from a unique gene pool: the architect’s personal vision. 


As a music form, rock and roll long ago achieved mass credibility— 
even the notoriously rock-shy Pei says he recently “got used to the 
Beatles”—but as the stuff of museums it needed the leap of faith that 
only someone of Pei’s architectural stature and highly recognizable 
style could provide. At the dedication, Atlantic Records’ Ahmet 
Ertegun, a major benefactor of the project, listed Pei’s impressive 
building credentials and declared: “Pei was the only choice.” 


At the Louvre [RECORD, May 1988, pages 142-149], Pei made a trian- 
gle of glass and steel—a pure geometric shape to contrast with the 
historic Cour Napoléon. The crystalline pyramid is now Pei’s signa- 
ture. Though he calls the form that fronts his Cleveland building a 
“glass tent” (at a dedication press conference he seemed surprised 
by one reporter’s comparison of the Paris and Cleveland projects), 
it’s a significant slice of the now-famous form. Pei, in fact, was hired 
not only for the instant symbols he makes, but also for the symbol he 
has become. Architect also of the Kennedy Library in Boston and the 
East Wing of the National Gallery of Art in Washington, D.C., he 
gave the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame Foundation what it wanted most: 
an imprimatur of high culture. 


Rather than explore rock music’s improvisational or rebellious side, 
Pei went straight for its commercial heart: the main space, a grand, 
multi-level lobby dominated by a museum shop and criss-crossed by 
people-watching escalators, is perhaps a fitting tribute to the current 
state of the music industry. The architectural space that Pei has pro- 
vided displays little more than cars from a U-2 tour. Instead, a team 
of curators has assembled a mind-boggling array of memorabilia and 
rock-related artifacts—ranging in scale and importance from Jim 
Morrison’s Cub Scout uniform to original lyric manuscripts of Neil 
Young songs—and displayed them in dimly lit, enclosed “black box” 
spaces a world away from Pei’s elegantly crafted shell. 


This twilight world, mostly beneath the main lobby, was the responsi- 
bility of Susan and Bruce Burdick, of The Burdick Group, exhibition 
planners and designers, and their multi-disciplinary team. Their goal 
was to frame changing content, which they did with a steel, aluminum, 
and glass kit of display parts, and energize spaces with sound, light, 





and bold graphics. Responding to an observation that the building is 
in fact two museums—one light, one dark—Susan Burdick says the 
split personality was “an opportunity, not a conflict.” A dominant 
feature is rock-star regalia shown on mannequins, a discordant wax- 
museum-like choice favored by curators for convenience—but a 
stodgy display 1 od for an institution that invested heavily in 
richly layered interactive computer displays.

BUILDING TYPES STUDY 732/Healthcare Facilities 


Are 








Vhat a difference a year makes! In 1994 the great debate focused on 
expanding health coverage to the 41 million Americans without insur- 
ance. Today the talk is all about closing hospitals, cutting back on 
Medicare and Medicaid, and denying care to illegal immigrants. In 
New York City, a mayoral commission has recommended that the city 
sell or lease its 11 public hospitals. In Los Angeles County, the Board 
of Supervisors voted to slash nearly in half the $2.5-billion budget for 
the county’s system of public hospitals and clinics. According to an 
article in The New York Times, some experts now predict that in the 
next 10 years 20 percent of the nation’s hospitals and perhaps as 
many as 40 percent of its public hospitals will close. 


So are large metropolitan and regional hospitals just too big and too 
expensive to adapt to a rapidly changing healthcare environment? 


“The hospitals of today are dinosaurs,” states Erich Burkhart, a 
principal of Lee, Burkhart, Liu, a Los Angeles-based architecture 
firm with a long track record of designing healthcare facilities. 
“They’re too expensive to build, they take too long to design and con- 
struct, and they’re too inflexible,” explains Burkhart. “The industry 
we're designing for is changing faster than the designs themselves.” 


First-hand experience has shown Burkhart just how fast the health- 
care terrain can shift. In 1990, his firm was selected to design a $1.2- 
billion replacement building for the Los Angeles County-University 
of Southern California Medical Center (LAC-USC), America’s lar- 
gest public hospital (below). Then this summer, the county’s Board of 
Supervisors proposed closing the entire complex, making a new build- 
ing—and indeed all of the old ones—unnecessary. After much hand- 
wringing about the hospital’s role in providing care for the poor and 
its importance as a regional trauma center, the board decided to save 
the hospital, but close all six of the county’s comprehensive health 
centers and 29 of its 39 community clinics—exactly the kind of smal- 
ler, satellite facilities that most experts say represent the future of 
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healthcare. “They’re robbing Peter to pay Paul,” says Burkhart, who 
agrees, though, that it will be easier to reestablish the satellite facili- 
ties in the future than it would be to reopen the hospital. 


In response to the budget crisis, the new hospital has been cut from 
960 beds to about 700 beds. (The original complex had 1,500.) Most 
outpatient services and all of the educational component are being cut 
as well, but the new design will allow them to be added in the future. 


Designs that reduce operating costs 

“Hospitals will have to be very nimble in the future,” says Burkhart. 
To ensure that the new 2-million-square-foot LAC-USC is light on its 
feet, the architects designed it for flexibility—standardizing depart- 
ment designs and minimizing unique configurations. Not only did this 
speed up the design process, but it will provide space that is more 
adaptable to changing needs. “Instead of designing to the 99th per- 
centile, we designed to the 85th,” explains Burkhart. And since it is a 
series of buildings, rather than one mega-structure, the project allows 
components to grow at different rates without interfering with each — 
other. By planning departments more efficiently, better organizing the 
flow of departments, and moving some support functions off-site, the 
design may cut operating costs by as much as 10 percent—saving 
enough money over the life of the hospital to pay for construction. 
Standardization and modular design will allow the complex to be built | 
in six to eight years, compared to 10 years for hospitals in the past. 


Competing forces are at work in healthcare these days, states Wayne 
Ruga, president of the Center for Health Design. While he sees many 
large hospitals being swept away as healthcare providers merge and 
consolidate, Ruga predicts they will be replaced with a combination of 
smaller community-based facilities and a few very large complexes. 
More people will take advantage of “self-care” and a variety of ser- 
vices provided at satellite facilities. “The hospital of the future,” says” 
Ruga, “will no longer be a building, but a constellation of services.” 
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it the same time, Ruga points to the new Tokyo Metropolitan Health 
‘laza, a 900,000-square-foot, high-rise comprehensive-health center 
ompleted two years ago, as another model for the future (photos 
elow). Called “Hygeia,” the 18-story-high twin-towered facility was 
esigned by the Japanese firm Nihon Sekkei and includes the Metro- 
olitan Okubo Hospital, a metropolitan health information center, 
rivate-health facilities, a sports club, a health museum, offices, and 
tores. Designed around a soaring indoor atrium that evokes the 
nage of a shopping mall rather than a hospital, the complex is a 

ace for both the sick and the healthy. And because it is located in 

ae heart of downtown, it can be an integral part of everyday life, 

‘ot just an emergency destination. 


ile hospitals with more than 1,000 beds are white elephants today, 
ge, research-and-education hospitals still have an important role to 
lay, says Donald Blair, principal at Perkins & Will’s New York City 
ffice.

unging the mix of hospital components 
lertain trends are affecting hospitals of all sizes. For example, inpa- 
ent care is being reduced, while outpatient services and special-care 
nits such as birthing and cancer centers are growing. Community 
ospitals that might have had 200 beds a few years ago now have 
‘oser to 100. But the overall size of these facilities is staying about 
1e same, as outpatient departments and doctors’ offices grow. “In the 
ast, you would build an inpatient hospital and then add other compo- 
ents,” explains Blair. “Now you start with a women’s health center 
ra pediatrics component to attract patients and build on that.” 
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Operational efficiency is another driving force behind all healthcare 
design these days. Since a typical hospital spends about 60 percent of 
its budget on labor costs, a design that reduces staffing needs can 
have a major impact on the bottom line. Designs that speed process- 
ing, help orient and direct visitors, reduce distances between related 
departments, and allow doctors and nurses to work more efficiently 
are now demanded of architects. 


Because time is money, healthcare providers are also trying to speed 
up the process of designing and building facilities. One way to do this 
is to use designs that can be repeated, either at one facility or at a 
number of locations. “Templates and standards” that can be replicat- 
ed “come in and out of favor every few years,” states Perkins & Will’s 
Blair. His firm has worked on template designs, but Blair has reserva- 
tions about the approach. “The initial heavy investment in templates 
makes the client less willing to change them even as the field chan- 
ges,” says Blair. While the Veterans Administration abandoned their 
program of standards about seven years ago, says Blair, “some pri- 
vate providers have been able to make standards work fairly well.” 


One such provider is Kaiser Permanente, which hired ADP Fluor 
Daniel to develop a template system for 55 different departments in 
both large and small medical facilities. The templates were designed 
so they can be stacked, flipped, mirrored, and rotated to accommodate 
a variety of configurations. Three hospitals in California were com- 
pleted this year using the system, including a 250,000-square-foot 
medical center in Roseville (below). By standardizing the design of 
departments, rather than the hospital as a whole, the system retains a 
greater degree of flexibility and can adapt to individual sites and con- 
texts, says Scott Lockard, the project designer for ADP Fluor Daniel.

Through a combination of new 
construction, renovation, 
recladding, and demolition, the

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Shiprock may be the ultimate in 
outpatient care. Located within 
the Navajo Nation, the 215,000- 
square-foot facility serves both 
Navajos and Utes in a far-flung 
territory stretching over adja- 
cent parts of New Mexico, 
Colorado, Arizona, and Utah. (It 
is one of only five such federal 
facilities built by the Office of 
Engineering Services—the 
architect’s client—for the South- 
ernmost Indian Health Service.) 


Many of the health-care facility’s 
patients would prefer not to be 
there at all. They would rather 

be outdoors and rely on the tra- 
ditional healing practices of their 
tribes. Often they come on foot 
when their needs are acute and 
leave as quickly as possible. 
Shiprock is one of the few hospi- 
tals in the U. S. where the staff’s — 
parking spaces outnumber the 
patients’ and the main waiting __ 
area is outside the front door. 





Loudspeakers call the names of 
those about to be treated. They 
enter, pick up their records, 
proceed to the appropriate clinic 
with the help of graphic icons, 
and receive their medicine on the 
way out. Despite the facility’s 
large size, there are only 75 beds; 
many nonambulatory patients 
prefer to recuperate in the famil- 
iar surroundings of a separate 
hogan to be built and run on site 
by tribal medicine men. 


The Office of Engineering Ser- 
vices chose ADP Fluor Daniel to 
be the architect because of its 
experience in health care and its 
sensitivity to these particular 
users. One of the designers’ pri 
mary concerns was the Navajo 
and Ute’s desire for direct 
contact with the earth and 
natural elements. Efficiencies of 
construction and internal com- 
munication dictated a two-story 
building at Shiprock. (Current 


medical programming for a facili 
ty like this stacks treatment and 
diagnostic areas for each special- 
ty one above the other.) But the 
need for user proximity to the 
ground dictated one story. Utiliz- 
ing the site’s natural slope, 
project director Vernon Rosa- 
mond and his design team 
accomplished both goals by 
reversing the normal plan. 
Patients enter clinics on the 
upper level directly from the 


higher grade on the east (1, 2, 4, 
plans overleaf).

Appropriators did provide nearly the same 
amount for 1996 as the year before for State 
Department overseas facilities, but shut the 
wallet for new embassy projects. The new 
embassy in Berlin, though, is supposed to be 
financed from the sale of federal real estate 
in Germany and elsewhere, not from appro- 
priations. And there are projects at other 
agencies. One of the biggest is an estimated 
$380-million addition to the National Insti- 
tutes of Health’s clinical center in Bethesda, 
Mad. Six design teams are competing for that 
job. NIH expects to award the design con- 
tract in mid-December, says George 
Williams, NIH associate director for special 
projects. 


Two significant tax credits 

The low-income housing tax credit was made 
permanent in 1993, but the House Ways and 
Means Committee wants to end it, with some 
exceptions, after December 31, 1997. This 
would raise an estimated $3.5 billion for the 
Treasury from 1996 to 2002, but as recently 
as 1993 a whopping 60 percent of multi- 
family housing used the credit [RECORD, 
January 1994, pages 30-35]. It’s still about 40 
percent or 70,000 units annually, according to 
Ron Whitten of M/PF research. Repealing 
the credit would be among the tax provisions 
to be included in the House version of budget 
reconciliation legislation. 


The credit has well-placed friends. The 
National Association of Home Builders wants 
to see the credit remain in place, says Leon 
Peace, NAHB tax counsel. “We’re finally 
getting full use out of it.” Peace doesn’t think 
repeal is in the Senate Finance Committee’s 
current version. 


Introduced with little fanfare last May, a 
commercial-revitalization tax credit promot- 
ed by the AIA is targeted at urban 
empowerment zones and enterprise commu- 
nities. The legislation in mid-October had 
attracted only eight co-sponsors in the House 
and 12 in the Senate. AIA’s Eisenberg says 
its gaining support, but sees prospects for 
adoption this year “difficult.” 


Looking past 1996, ALA’s Binstock warns, 


“Any predictions beyond this year would be 
entirely speculative given the 1996 presiden- 
tial and congressional races.” But he says it 
wouldn't be surprising to see federal markets 
hold at current levels or fall, “given budget- 
crunch considerations that will not go away 
in the near future.” &

Strobing, Animated Tekno-Comix Logo Is No Joke 


Technifex is a Valencia,Calif., design and pro- 
duction company known for putting together 
innovative special effects for displays, shows, 
| and signage, and whose work often incorpo- 
rates water, fire, video projection, and other 
mechanical effects. The company turned to 

a combination of lighting, sculpture, and 
mechanics when their client, Tekno-Comix, 

a dealer in sci-fi comics and merchandise, 
asked for an unusual logo for their Mall of 
America store. Technifax’s design is an ele- 
gantly sculpted hand, made of individually 
designed parts cast in fiberglass and plated 


in several layers of chrome to give its surface 
a deep, mirror-like appearance. The fingers 
clutch a large internally-lit disc that shows off 
the Tekno-Comix logo. As strobe lights flash 
from the fingertips, illuminating the disc, 
every few seconds the fingers close, one by 
one, over the logo. The fist remains closed for 
a few seconds, then opens while the logo 
rotates 360-deg. The sign should endure as an 
icon for Tekno-Comix: according to Technifex, 
each finger is controlled by an individual elec- 
tric actuator rated for 2-million cycles. =

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New Knell Showrooms 


In four showrooms across the country, Focus 
Lighting of New York is recasting Knoll 
International’s celebrated industrial esthetic. 
At Knoll, products express their function, 
utilitarian fixtures are the norm, and the 
lighting hardware becomes a counterpoint to 
the clean finishes of the furniture. A general 
soft glow and careful accent lighting focuses 
on the details—the wood joinery, finishes, 
and veneers—that typify the celebrated con- 
tract-furniture merchant’s wares. But drama 
is also an essential ingredient. 


In Toronto (4), color is used to animate the 
space. Slots in the ceiling emit a straw and 
amber glow. Filters were placed in small 
niches in the walls to pick up light on open- 
ings and doorways. A crisp, halogen-white 
light from quartz lamps washes down the 
columns from above. The effect is vibrant. In 
San Francisco (2), a series of lighting tricks 
draws the eyes in from the street: Dots of 
light aligned on a cable system, a row of illu- 
minated columns and a showroom beyond— 
all draw one deep into the space. In both San 
Francisco and Toronto, the ceiling was an 
unmanageable 22-ft high. The designers 
brought the fixtures down six feet with a pipe 
system so that it could be efficiently serviced. 


In the Washington (3) and Atlanta (1) show- 
rooms, the task was complicated by substan- 
tially lower 11-ft metal-grid ceilings, which 
hid mechanical systems above. Because the 
ceilings’ tight, 1-ft-sq grid restricted the 
mounting position and angle of the fixtures, 
it took twice as many fixtures as the lighting 
designers would have normally used to light 
the corner of a desk. In Atlanta, two bright, 
dramatic rainbow patterns are projected on 
the wall. The two cross-fade back and forth to

Two innovative technologies have been com- 
bined to produce high-quality energy- 
efficient track lighting. A new series of low- 
wattage metal-halide PAR lamps, run by new 
lightweight and compact electronic ballasts, 
is replacing many high-wattage incandescent 
reflector lamps. A variety of such fixtures is 
now available to fit existing tracks, replacing 
flood and spot lamps up to 300W with metal- 
halide units using 70 percent fewer watts. 


Birth of a product line 

As part of its expanded MasterColor series, 
last year Philips Lighting Company an- 
nounced the first high-quality 35- and 70W 
parabolic aluminized-reflector (PAR) metal- 
halide lamps. A few months later, WPI 
Electronics, Inc. marketed the first fully 
electronic ballasts for such lamps. Almost 
immediately, seven fixture manufacturers 
married the two products, opening up new 
options for display lighting. As a result, one 
of the last bastions of the high-wattage incan- 
descent lamp is about to be breached—and 
not a moment too soon. On October 24, 1995, 
many incandescent reflector-flood lamps up 
to 205 watts will be banned under the 1992 
National Energy Policy Act (EPAct) due to 
low lamp-lumens per watt (efficacy). 


While the lamps look very similar to standard 
PAR units, the WPI ballasts look nothing like 
their ancestors. About the size of a small 
walkman and weighing one and a half 


pounds, they operate lamps near line-voltage 


frequency (around 60 Hz), have slightly lower 


losses than magnetic HID ballasts, and have 
high ballast factors (i.e., they push lamps to 
produce close to their rated output). Techni- 
cal specs also look good: power factor is .95, 


total harmonic distortion is reasonable at 29 


percent, sound rating is “A,” and they carry 
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Other manufacturers include: Lightolier 
(Pro-Spec line); Miroflector (Majestic and 
Apollo Series) and Times Square Lighting 
(Model CDM35). Costs range from about 
$240 to $320 per unit, depending on brand, 
model, and quantity. 


What makes them better? 

The answer is simple: tight beams from 
smaller sources. Focusing light on a subject 
depends on the relative sizes of a fixture’s 
reflector and the light source it is controlling. 
While incandescent lamps have very small fil- 
aments, compact fluorescent lamps (CFL) 
shine from the phosphor coatings on the 
inside surface of their bulbs, presenting a 
much larger light source. Tightly focusing 
their light would require reflectors the size 
of satellite dishes. Since track lights must be 
relatively small, their photometric efficien-

The 
new PAR metal-halide lamps have a small

Performance of this new lamp-ballast combi- 
nation borders on stunning: a 35W, PAR30 
spot model yields about the same candlepow- 
er and beam spread as some 200W R-spots, 
a PAR38 150W Capsylite halogen lamp, or a 

_ low-voltage 100W AR111 halogen lamp. The 

_ flood version falls between the 90- and 150W 
PAR-Capsylite lamps, and is the functional 
equivalent of the 100W low-voltage AR111 
halogen lamp. The 70W unit replaces some 
types of 300W incandescent PAR lamps. 

_ When transformer and ballast losses are 

taken into account, the metal-halide PAR 
lamps supply the same output as many incan- 
descent units, while using 63 percent to 75 
percent fewer watts. 


Reduced IR and UV emissions 
Incandescent lamps emit most of their 
energy as heat, that is, infrared radiation. 
Metal halides give off much less infrared, 
keeping—especially food—looking good 
longer. 


On the other hand, metal-halide lamps typi- 
cally emit much more ultraviolet radiation 
than incandescent lamps, which is one reason 
why museums and galleries safeguard their 
artifacts by using incandescent lighting. 


| Curators may be surprised, however, to learn 


that the glass used in the Philips lamps filters 
out most UV, dropping it almost as low as 
incandescent lamps while providing the same 
light level. Where very low UV is essential, 
the low-heat output of the metal-halide lamps 
allows the use of inexpensive, clear acrylic 


lenses, which can filter out 80 percent of the 
remaining UV. Some of the new metal halide 
track lights have gel holders to accommodate 
such filters. The heat output of incandescent 
lamps would melt plastic filters near them, 
and require expensive tempered-glass filters. 


Better color quality 

While nothing equals the excellent output of 
halogen lamps, the new lamps produce better 
color than some standard incandescent and 
most fluorescent sources. The MasterColor 
metal-halide lamps boast a color-rendering 
index (CRI) of 85 and a color temperature 

of 3200K. By definition, incandescent lamps 


when metal halides are used in commercial 
applications. 


Relamping and energy savings 

While the annual cost of lamps shouldn’t 
change, labor for relamping may be reduced. 
Track lights are often mounted high among 
product displays, requiring a ladder to reach 
and adjust them. In such situations, labor for 
an average spot-relamping could cost $10 per 
lamp. Since each metal-halide lamp should 
last through four to six incandescent lamps, 
saving three to five relampings, the avoided 
labor cost is worth $30 to $50 per fixture over 
a lamp’s lifetime. In a typical merchandising

have a 100 CRI, and their color temperatures 
range from a somewhat yellow 2600 K for 
cheaper “long-life” models to a crisp 3400 K 
for halogen lamps. Users should try the new 
lamps in a variety of circumstances to ensure 
satisfaction. Early field trials found them 
acceptable in many applications, but gallery 
operators seem to prefer incandescent light- 
ing, noting that it is probably closest to the 
light used by the artist. To the author’s eyes, 
the metal-halide lamps revealed more blues 
and some reds, but fewer of the yellows and 
orange-red colors that dominate incandes- 
cent output. Foods and products looked good, 
but the shades of some natural materials like 
wood, appeared to change slightly. 


Considering cost 

Prices range from $45 to $55, depending 
on quantity. While three to six times the 
cost of the lamps they replace, the PAR30s 
have a rated life of 9,000 hours, which is 
four to six times the life of incandescent- 
reflector lamps. As a result, there should 
be little change in the annual cost of lamps. 
The WPI electronic ballast also controls 
color shift, though Philips claims that its 
new lamps maintain consistency over time 
regardless of ballasting. If true, it may no 
longer be necessary to change lamps early 
in their rated life, as is often the custom 


application where lamps run about 4,000 
hours per year, a two-year average service 
could be expected, yielding about $20 a year 
in avoided relamping labor for each fixture. 
Merchandisers using display lighting in 
windows and areas tightly packed with prod- 
ucts will appreciate the reduced disruption. 


At average national electric rates, replacing a 
150W incandescent lamp with a 35W metal 
halide (drawing a total of 45 watts) would 
save about $30 a year. When labor savings 
are included, the payback period on the 
investment in lamps and fixtures is about six 
years. If air-conditioning savings due to heat 
output reduction are likely, payback may fall 
to about five years, with utility rebates 
(where available) reducing it even further. In 
urban areas with high labor and electrical 
costs, payback comes in about four years. 
Results are better (about three years) when 
replacing a 300W fixture with a 70W metal- 
halide unit: more watts are saved, but fixture 
and lamp costs aren’t much higher than the 
35W system. 


When specifying fixtures for a new installa- 
tion, incremental payback between an 
incandescent track light and a metal-halide 
model is definitely short enough to merit sug- 
gesting the metal halide to an owner. m 
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IALD Poii Studies Work Trends 4 look at lighting design-business trends provides 
a useful snapshot of the forces that influence this 


burgeoning profession.

Each year for the past five years the Interna- 
tional Association of Lighting Designers 
(IALD) has polled its members to gather 
information such as the makeup of members’ 
client bases, the gross incomes of firms, firm 
size, where the projects are located, and so 
on. On the whole, many of the conclusions to 
be drawn from the data, only a fraction of 
which can be presented here, are not surpris- 
ing. For example, lighting designers work the 
building type that is most in demand at a par- 
ticular time, wherever that type of building is 
needed. What may come as a surprise is that 
lighting designers have had so many client 
types over the years, and that their design 
expertise is extremely broad. 


Who hires lighting designers? 

The chart of client types (below left) shows 
the origins of business for lighting designers 
have changed considerably since 1993 when 
work with all types of clients seemed to peak. 
“Clearly, we saw a time when everyone 
seemed to feel they needed a lighting design- 
er,” says Lee Waldron, a past president of the 
IALD who has conducted the poll for the 
past several years. “Contracts from develop- 
ers and owners have dropped off the most 
during the last few years.” 


The latest [ALD poll indicates that, for now, 
lighting designers can expect that the major- 
ity of their jobs will come from architect and 


interior-design firms and building owners. 
Fewer jobs will come from government.and 
developer sources than in past years, while 
subcontracts from engineering firms are 
expected to remain steady. 


“This year, while each member’s client base 
is narrower, we find the types of jobs they get 
parallel the sort of expertise they developed 
most strongly in the past. Repeat clients 
know they are getting enhanced value, and 
they appreciate it—some members have indi- 
cated that their repeat business is between 
75 to 80 percent. 


“We seem to have a love-hate relationship 
with developers. Even though up to 40 per- 
cent of our members have had work from 
them in the past few years, we always expect 
that there will be fewer contracts in the fu- 
ture. Architects and designers were always 
at the top of our members’ key client lists 
even during the economic downturn of the 
early 1990s. And last year’s numbers as well 
as members’ growth projections show a good 
deal of optimism concerning opportunities for 
1995 and 1996,” according to Waldron. 


Where the action is 

Some designers hopped all over the globe in 
recent years, although their destinations 
shifted over time. Work in the U.S. and the 
Middle East peaked in 1993, and in 1994 less 
international work was reported almost 
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everywhere except in Latin and Central 
America. In 1995 and 1996, lighting designers 
polled anticipate activity will increase in all 
regions of the U.S., especially in the East and 
West, and that work will pick up in Australia 
and Asia, where 20 percent of the firms 
already have projects. 


The work 

No job seems to be too small, considering 
that currently about 30 percent of small and 
large firms derive over half their income from 
residential work. Other small firms find a 
niche within one of the other 11 project types 
listed in the chart (below right), and derive — 
over 50 percent of their income from it. 


Corporate facilities work, the largest work 
sector in 1990, has engaged almost every firm 
sometime during the last five years, but 
dropped off sharply in 1992 and 1993. In the 
ensuing years, many lighting designers 
picked up the slack with exterior lighting, 
retail, museum and exhibition lighting, and 
government work. In the immediate future, 
lighting designers are optimistic that retail, 
exterior, and site lighting will be strong, but 
feel mixed-use, health care, and shopping- 
mall work will continue to be slow.

Architects don’t mean any harm when they 
open up fenestration to get more light into 
buildings. After all, what we learned in school 
was that sunshine is good, and the more of it 
in our buildings, the better. What most of us 
didn’t learn in school is that daylighting is a 
fine art. Too much of a good thing can cause 
over-lighting, overheating, glare, drafts, cold 
conditions when conditions are right. The 
only way to compensate for the negative side- 
effects of poorly designed fenestration is to 
pump energy into a building. 


Gregg Ander, the author of Daylighting Per- 


formance and Design, is an architect and has 


been active as a teacher and daylighting con- 
sultant, as well as heavily involved with one 
of the more progressive utility-sponsored 
daylighting programs at Southern California 
Edison for years. Having dealt with students, 
professionals, as well as some of the other 
daylighting gurus at various universities and 
research institutions, he is well qualified to 
put together a book that can help the design- 



























er learn the more pragmatic aspects of day- 
lighting design, such as how these strategies — 
will affect a building’s electric-lighting 
system, as well as the total-connected load. 
Ander covers some of the basic design strate- 
gies, calculation methods, and tools we’ve 
seen elsewhere. The appendices are full of 
worksheets and other hard-to-locate data. 
One area where his book gets ahead of many 
of the other fine daylighting books is in the 
area of daylighting controls—much of the 
controls technology he is writing about has 
only recently begun to appear in buildings 
with any regularity. And, obviously, the use 
of controls is one of the best ways to reduce 
total-connected load. 


Ander’s run-down of the latest updates of 
the most popular daylighting calculation pro- 
grams, what they do, and how to get them, is 
also extremely useful. The case-studies sec-_ 
tion still includes some classics, such as 
Salzer’s Video, in Ventura, Calif., by architect 
Scott Ellinwood, which was first published 
almost nine years ago. I only hope that 
enough people will read this book and put it 
into practice so that Ander will have a few 
new classics to publish when it is time for the | 
second edition.

Residential Lighting: Creating Dynamic 
Living Spaces, by Randall Whitehead.

In Residential Lighting, author Randall 
Whitehead, who is also an accomplished San 
Francisco lighting designer, has gathered 
excellent color illustrations of lighting design 
in homes executed by many of the most rec- 
ognized names lighting design. The vast maj- 
ority of these have not been published in the 
lighting magazines, so the book does contain 
a lot of fresh material. Whitehead has orga- 
nized the illustrations into chapters by room 
type, and almost every typical residential- 
lighting situation. Some of the unusual details 
are explained with simple drawings, which 
are also extremely helpful. 


The light sources and fixtures in every photo- 
graph are listed, and although some of the 
narrative is a bit on the minimalistic side, 
most of it doesn’t need to say any more than 
it does to get the point across—in other 
words, while the rooms and their furnishings 
are gorgeous, and the lighting solutions com- 
petent, there is not a lot of ground-breaking 


design work presented here, in either the 
lighting design or the architecture. 


That is not the author’s fault, as I am sure 

he has found when putting this book together 
what I have known from editing lighting mag- 
azines for a long time: you publish the best 
work you can get. And if the architecture is 
nice, but not great, it is not a reflection on 

the lighting designers. It is a reflection on the 
work being done by architects who hire the 
lighting designers. The work in Residential 
Lighting is nice, some of it even lovely, but it 
is not the sort of innovative work that would 
find its way into ARCHITECTURAL RECORD ’s 
annual RECORD HOUSES issue, for example. 
Architects take note: that’s the kind of work 
lighting designers need in order to stretch 
and show us what they can do. 


So, really the best reason for an architect or 
lighting designer to buy this book isn’t for 
self-education—the best reason to buy it is 
to show clients who don’t know lighting 
designers from elephants and hope they’ll 
say, “Wow, now I want to spend a pot of 
money on lights, because I love what they 
do here.”

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Light and Flight: 
The Irresistible Attraction 


Beautiful, brilliant light has everything to do with flying. 
That I learned as a teenager when my friend Walt, a barn- 
storming Presbyterian minister, took me up in a 1946 
Taylorcraft two-seater. We took off from a bumpy Kansas 
pasture, banked, and climbed steeply into red, gray, and 
purple clouds pierced by the golden rays of the setting sun. 
The light was incomparable up there. It was the first time 
I’d seen any so luminous, not to mention the first time I 
knew what really flying felt like. 


This issue of RECORD LIGHTING looks at four lighting pro- 
jects that are all associated with flight. Two projects are at 
airports: artist Christopher Janney’s Harmonic Runway 
installation at Miami International Airport; and a new 
atrium and concourse at Hartsfield Atlanta International 
Airport, by Turner Associates Architects and Planners and 
Ramon Luminance Design. Both use electric light and day- 
light to bring into the terminal the color and light one 
usually finds only in the skies. 


At the “Take Flight” Exhibit at Chicago’s Museum of 
Science and Industry, lighting designer Ben White, of White 
Light Design, used theatrical lighting techniques to bring a 
suspended Boeing 727 to life, seeking again the saturated 
colors of high altitude. On the face of it, the issue’s final 
lighting article, a review of some new prototype luminaires 
by Design Synergy, appears almost mundane by compari- 
son—except that these prototypes may one day be headed 
for installation in a permanent lunar habitat. This is very 
high altitude. 


The last I heard about that old Taylorcraft, it had been 
crashed by its final owner, a guy named Dave who happened 
to be a retired architect as well as a pilot. After recovering 
from some rather serious injuries, he went right to work 
building an “ultralight” plane from a kit in a borrowed 
garage. Designers just seem to be irresistibly attracted to 
light and flight. Charles D. Linn 
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hristopher Jz started out studying architecture and music at 
Princeton | sity, moved on to environmental design, and in his 
current work combines all three. His elevators pass through layers of 
light and sound; his stairs have steps that sing as they are stepped 
upon; there is a sonic forest, and a pool where water erupts into music 


as one walks into it. And for those fortunate enough to be flying to 
Florida, there is the “Harmonic Runway.” 


Connecting the newly built Miami International Terminal, designed 
by Spillis Candela and Partners, to the old one is a 180-foot-long con- 
course where Janney has created an interactive environment of light, 
sound, and color. “I want people to experience my pieces, not just look 
at them,” says Janney, who won the commission through an interna- 
tional competition sponsored by the Art in Public Places Trust. 


Janney drew his inspiration from the tropical colors and intense 
light of south Florida, and from the sounds of the Everglades, which 
he loves. The installation is composed of 132 10-foot-high panes of 
glass, with colored film laminated between them. Tilted at various 
angles and set in an undulating pattern, some say they resemble 
fabric blow-ing in the wind, others compare them to colored waves. 
The 180-foot-long sculpture is made up of 12 bays, with 11 glass 
panels per bay. The edge of the floor, protected by a short guard rail, 
is paved with polished and brushed steel tiles that reflect color and 
light like shimmering pools of water. Daylight, streaming in through 
the exterior glass walls on either side of the walkway, bounces off 
these mirror-like planes to create washes of light that span the colors 
of the rainbow. 


At night, the space comes alive with electric light. Striplights hous- 
ing 75W halogen bulbs are covered with colored gels mounted in the 
ceiling. These create a different colored wash of light for each of the 
12 bays. Two 500W motorized projector lights, mounted on the 
outside edge of each bay, shoot colored images of underwater life— 
starfish, anemones, flowers, and coral—through custom-designed 
etched plates. 


Between each bay of colored glass is a curtain of white light, created 
by a row of MR16 halogen lamps on 3-inch centers. As one steps 
through this curtain of light, a photosensor triggers rotating images 
of the sea life, as well as music—composed by Janney—made up of 
the sounds of the Everglades. “My aim was to create a never-ending 
combination of color,” he says. Anxious, weary travelers must bless 
him for the diversion as they walk by, dragging their unwieldy 


baggage behind them. Nayana Currimbhoy

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A 180-foot-long “wave,” made up 
of panels of colored film fused 
between panes of glass and ani- 
mated by light and sound, now 
greets tired travelers as they 
cross the concourse between the 
two terminals of Miami Interna 
tional Airport.

In order to create the wave form, the tilt of 
each of the 132 panes of glass was different, 
and each washer had to be a different angle. 
To create the illusion of light shimmering on 
water, the floor was hand-laid with 2-inch 
brushed- and polished-steel tiles. Janney

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he Hartsfield Atlanta International Airport Terminal, completed in 
1980, was an efficient building with a void in the center—an architec- 
tural doughnut. In anticipation of the crush of visitors to the 1996 
Olympics, the airport has received an extensive expansion and reno- 
vation, including a $20-million concourse and atrium designed by 
Turner Associates/Architects & Planners. The Atlanta-based firm 
covered the “doughnut hole” in the center of the building with a giant, 
65-foot skylight to create a light-filled atrium, and added the 1.6 
million-square-foot Concourse E, which, with its 24 gates and six 
levels, is now the largest concourse in North America. 


The atrium’s geometry emanates from the skylight. Four pillars on 
the perimeter of the skylight form a central square, which then is 
folded into a larger circle composed of three-story pillars, layered 
with illuminated balconies. 


Under the skylight, a 35-foot-tall glass clock tower takes center stage. 
|The tower, designed by Turner Associates’ design director for the 
project, David Perkins, in conjunction with Carl Andre and Ramon 
Noya, is circled by a granite bench. Artfully lit by metal-halide lamps 
concealed in a recess in the seat, and in a box above the clock face, the 
tower shines like a beacon. Cold-cathode tubes sandwiched between 
hand-cut glass discs below the clock face provide additional visual 
interest, and echo the cold-cathode strips that define the pillars and 
balconies of the outer perimeter. “The atrium functions as a sort of 
giant light bulb at the center of the airport. It is this beautiful light- 
filled space that you glimpse from all sections of the terminal,” says 
Perkins. 


The concourse, too, benefits from a creative lighting plan. “The chal- 
lenge was to create an energy-efficient, easy-to-maintain space and 
‘still get a good color rendition,” says Ramon Noya of the Atlanta- 
based lighting design firm Ramon Luminance. Noya opted for a 
combination of 100W metal-halide and TS8 fluorescent lamps. In order 
to minimize the maintenance-error factor, the majority of lamps 
throughout the new airport spaces are of the same wattage. An elec- 
tronic, three-lamp ballast for the metal halides was an additional 
energy-saving factor. Custom acrylic fixtures designed by Noya and 
manufactured by Michaels Lighting line the walkways and highlight 
art works throughout the concourse. The electric lighting is supple- 
mented by direct as well as diffused daylight, through the extensive 
addition of windows, skylights, and glass-block walls. 


Column treatments have been used to break the monotony and to add 
rhythm to large spaces. In the immigration area, for example, a row 
of whimsical columns function as light fixtures. A row of tubes which 
house metal-halide lamps, are encased in red cement, and topped by a 
perforated steel “hat” that greets travelers with a splash of color.

Designed by Atlanta 
artists Lev Mills and Charnelle 
Holloway, the sculpture, entitled 
“Ascension in the Millennium,” 
is a metaphor for Atlanta’s 
rebirth. The piece is lighted by 
two 150W high-pressure sodium 
lamps at the base to signify fire, 
and by warm 100W metal halid 
at the base and center.

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he idea of simulating flight is nothing new. Cockpit flight simulators 
for training pilots have been around for years. But the challenge 
faced by lighting designer Benjamin White was a little different. He 
used light to simulate a cross-country flight on the outside of a plane, 
a Boeing 727 suspended inside the Museum of Science and Industry 
in Chicago, and to outfit the interior of the plane so that it could be 
used for on-board interactive exhibits. 


The complex sound and light show—which entailed redesigning the 
rest of the exhibit lighting in the east court of the museum—takes 
museum-goers on a fantasy night flight between San Francisco and 
Chicago five times a day. The aircraft’s landing gear, flaps, and rudder 
are all fully operational during the show, while in the background are 
projected panoramic views of San Francisco, a brilliant starry night, 
and landing in Chicago, all in the space of seven minutes. The effects 
are achieved entirely with light, and an audio track that mimics 
ground-control and pilot communications and jet-engine noises. 


The technique is pure theater. Twenty-eight-foot-high vertical trusses 
were installed, as well as a pipe-support system that hangs over two 
sides of the balcony, so that lekos (ellipsoidal reflector framing spot- 
lights) and robotic projectors could be hung. Both are used to create 
the special effects. The very flexible robotic projectors can project 
many images, and can pan, tilt, iris, and change colors. The fixtures 
are aimed across the gallery at the 19-foot by 170-foot wall over the 
plane, and on the plane itself. “These, in effect, became the primary 
‘canvas’ I paint light upon,” says White. 


The show begins with a “boarding announcement” that the show is 
about to begin, and the robotic fixtures begin to “ballyhoo,” projecting 
white spots of light over the viewing area, as a projected logo on the 
fascia over the plane counts down the time until the show begins. The 
lights fade over the entire courtyard, and the robotic projectors 
swoop over to the nose of the plane. As the plane goes through a flight 
check, where various moving parts are tested, a sunset and view of 
the Golden Gate Bridge (opposite top) are projected on the fascia. So 
audience members may follow the recorded voices of the pilot and 
ground control, the robotic projectors swoop to whatever parts of the 
plane’s mechanical parts are moving during maneuvers, and then fade 
out. After takeoff, the courtyard is enveloped in fast-moving stars 
(opposite bottom) and eventually the plane “lands” in Chicago. “It 
took about two months just to program all the presets,” adds White. 


The interior of the plane was totally gutted, following the directions 
of the museum staff, and redesigned, leaving the cockpit untouched. A 
third of the way back are interactive exhibits, which are self-illumi- 
nated. The next third is a learning lab. Here, seats were reinstalled 
and set up as typical seating for a 727, except that a computer screen 
was installed in the back of each seat, with a track-ball-type mouse on 
each armrest. This area was relit using fiber-optic downlighting on

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Lighting the Dark 
Side of the Moon 


ighting designer and architect Ray Mullican, and his firm, Design 
Synergy, have spent the last four years working on an unusual re- 
search program for NASA: to develop lighting systems for a future 
permanent lunar habitat. The program called for the development of 
a variety of task, direct, and indirect fixtures using unusual low- 
power-consumption sources, especially fluorescent lamps considered 
subminiature (those smaller than T5s), light-emitting diodes (LEDs), 
and electroluminescent (EL) panels. Models of several new daylight- 
ing luminaires were also developed, using apertures through the 
habitat wall and fiber optics as a means of delivering light to reflec- 
tors that distribute it throughout the interior. 


A few of the working prototypes, as well as concept-demonstration 
fixtures developed and constructed with foam board and silver-mylar 
film, are pictured here. Photos 1 and 2 illustrate a mockup for an indi- 
rect ambient light fixture that would be combined with task lights, 
and incorporated into the structure’s variable-air volume hvac sys- 
tem. Photo 3 shows a similar model fitted with task lighting, but not 
integrated into the hvac system. One of the working prototypes (4), 
designed by Design Synergy and built by Commercial Lighting 
Design, is a desk lamp that employs subminiature fluorescent lamps. 
The two firms also developed a desk lamp (6) using an array of five 
different colors of LEDs (visible in photo 5). “White” light can be 
mixed by adjusting knobs that control the intensity of each color. 
Unfortunately, neither the LED or the EL sources that were investi- 
gated are bright enough for task lighting, but the technologies show 
promise for the future. 


Mullican adopted an unusual method for getting daylight into the 
lunar structures, using a type of optical distribution called non- 
imaging optics, developed for particle-physics experiments. Light 
enters a narrow, cone-shaped compound-parabolic collector (CPC) 
and is directed through a narrow aperture (9). As the light emerges, it 
spreads out, and bounces off a wide-reflector dish onto the “ceiling” of 
the lunar building. The system was designed so each CPC could co- 
llect sunlight over a 36-degree range while yielding minimal changes 
in distribution. Photos 7 and 8 show two views of a model of the indi- 
rect sidelighting fixtures. A second fixture developed uses a similar 
toplighting scheme to collect daylight from a trough-like CPC. The 
daylight fixtures that were developed as a result of this project could 


be built today without any new technology.

In his prescription for an archi- 
tect’s success, R. Gregory Turner 
suggests that because “there is 
no substitute for robust building 
activity,” architects should not 
support “zoning, environmental 
regulation, and the Americans 
with Disabilities Act.” [“Are 
There Too Many Architects?”, 
ARCHITECTURAL RECORD, 
October 1995, pages 42-45]. This 
attitude is short-sighted and 
counter to the best interests of 
the profession. 


Mr. Turner mourns the passing 
of the building boom of years 
past. That same gluttonous boom 
is responsible for the fouling of 
every town, city, and landscape 
that I’ve seen. No amount of 
profit justifies such pillage. 


I support these regulations, but 
not for their “fee potential.” As 
an architect, I strive to improve 
the environment for my clients 
and the public. I cannot think 
highly of an architect who values 
his or her profit above this 
concern. The aforementioned 
regulations are an architect’s ally 
in convincing the public that the 
quality of our environment is 
important, that architects are 
among those qualified to shape 
that environment, and that such 
a service is worth paying for.

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Preserving Affirmative Action— 
With a New Twist 


The mostly African-American architects attending the 25th annual convention of the National 
Association of Minority Architects (NOMA) in Los Angeles were not, if the truth be told, 
happy campers. The Hollywood-style entertainment could not disguise an undercurrent of 
serious apprehension as the nation’s toughening stand on affirmative action begins to trans- 
late itself into laws, executive orders, and decisions in the courts. What, the architects began 
to ask themselves, will happen if minority set-aside programs and preferential college admis- 
sion policies are curtailed or abolished? 


Many minority architects, engineers, and other design professionals have long depended on 
being included on majority teams bidding for public work, in order to boost the team’s chance 
of winning. But once the job was won, they were relegated to a minor role, a demeaning expe- 
rience that allowed them to meet payrolls but did little to bolster their stature or their 
independence. If this support too is withdrawn, what next? True, there are several large, 
established black-owned firms in such cities as Chicago; Columbus, Ohio; Atlanta; Los 
Angeles; and Wichita, Kansas. Still, most minority firms —as is true for the profession as a 
whole—are small, with billings well under the $1-million mark, but are especially vulnerable 
to the new environment. 


Deft probing has uncovered several strategies. One, stated in a letter to RECORD [October 
1995, page 4] from New York City architect Everardo Jefferson, tells minority architects not 
to spurn small-scale projects—interior remodeling, entrances—as “not design work,” but 
rather to view them as an opportunity to do modest work well and with passion, and build up a 
track record that will command larger commissions. 


That’s all right so far as it goes, but this somewhat Pollyannaish tack is going to have to be 
backed by some real clout in the political arena. That preferential treatment in the awarding 
of work is under attack and will decline is without question. But there’s another side to the 
issue. It deals with becoming qualified, through training, so that minority professionals can 
compete with the majority on a level field. This means strengthening educational and mentor 
programs, starting not at the college level, but in the high schools and even earlier; singling 
out promising youngsters; and motivating them to excel in a profession that has not been kind 
to them. 


The nation’s demographics paint a sad picture—a giddy ratio of African-American children 
fighting poverty, abuse, and poor schooling. It’s essential to expand funding at public school 
and college levels so that a Frank Lloyd Wright or a John Roebling is not lost to the country 
for lack of learning opportunity. 


But that’s not the same as saying that underqualified practitioners should be selected over 
those more qualified, or even that underachieving students in the professional schools should 
be graduated so as not to damage their self-respect. This precisely is what has spawned the 
current backlash against affirmative action. 


Affirmative action hasn’t been limited to racial minorities but takes in women and disabled 
veterans (the new acronym is MWDY). But it’s the minority architects who will be most hit. 
NOMA, led by its vigorous, outspoken new president Cheryl McAfee, is working up a tough 
policy position that will eschew the extreme stand of affirmative action at any cost, and deliver, 


we hope, a plan to ensure every aspiring minority architect equal opportunity to become quali- 
fied.

Literature is the cornerstone of French 
culture and there was no better way for 
France’s ex-president, Francois Mitterand, to 
end a 14-year building campaign than with a 
new national library. Called the trés grande 
bibliothéque, a word play on the TGV (train a 
grande vitesse), the high-speed French- 
designed train of which the country is so 
proud. Grande Bibliothéque is also synony- 
mous with the memorable 1989 architectural 
competition, which produced entries of in- 
credible quality. Runners-up included James 
Stirling and Rem Koolhaas, and each of their 
projects created as much, if not more, excite- 
‘ment as the winner. 


Inaugurated last May, but not yet opera- 
tional, the grande bibliothéque is officially 
called the Bibliotheque Nationale de France 
(BNF), which also includes Henri 
Labrouste’s 1858 structure located in the 
heart of Paris. The new building will be the 
main branch, the official depository for every 
book, magazine, video, or compact disc ever 
published in France. This vast central store- 
house will be electronically connected to 
libraries and home computers around the 
world. Public entry to the building will be 
limited and it will not lend books. It’s purely a 
symbel—of the modernization of France, 
culture and knowledge, and, perhaps most 
importantly, a powerful, aging, now-ex 
President. 


Being hand-picked by the President, how- 
ever, doesn’t guarantee success. The road 
from winning concept to reality has added 
more than a few grey hairs to the head of 42- 
year-old architect Dominique Perrault. 
Almost as soon as his winning entry was 
unveiled to the public, heated criticism began. 
Unlike the debate surrounding I.M. Pei’s 
design of the glass entry pyramid at the 
Louvre, which focused on the relationship 
between the new design and the existing 
Cour Napoléon, criticism of the library took 
the form of a personal attack on Perrault, his 
talent, and a perceived irresponsibility in his

dealing with a complicated program. It was a 
heavy burden for a young, ambitious, and, I 
believe, talented architect. As the project 
progressed, Perrault modified his scheme. 
After such a bold start, changes appeared as 
hesitations in a design that strives for perfect 
balance. 


Four towers mark the corners of a rectangu- 
lar esplanade in the middle of which is sunk 
a contemplative garden—it’s calculatingly 
simple. The almost cliché symbolism of the 
towers as open books, obscures the archi- 
tect’s larger-scale reference to minimalist art 
and architecture. Perrault’s heroes are Mies 
van der Rohe and Louis Kahn and artists 
Robert Morris and Donald Judd. The imme- 
diate clue is in the repetition of elements and 
the sobriety of the design. In Perrault’s com- 
petition text he wrote that one of the greatest 
gifts to Paris would be “emptiness.” His 
project is, in fact, an anti-monument defined 
by numbers and services: 10-million books, 
600,000 hours of tape, 1.2-million pictures in 
an image bank, all stored among four 264- 
foot-high towers and 430,000 sq ft of reading 
rooms in a $1.6-billion building. 


The library is full of paradoxes. First, the 
esplanade, a supposed public garden, is 
raised above the Seine, and surrounded by 
stairs. Anchored by the four towers and over- 
looking an off-limits garden, it isn’t a likely 
spot for a game of soccer or a spin with a 
baby carriage. The second, more obvious 
paradox is that the books are in the towers 
and the users are below ground. The written 
word rises above people, a gesture many 
French applaud. What they find less accept- 
able is the idea of precious books being baked 
in glass boxes. Perrault insists that his idea of 
transparency was greatly misunderstood. “I 
never said that the building would be com- 
pletely transparent,” he stresses. What he 
hoped, he says, was that there would be a 
sense of the towers filling up over time. Actu- 
ally, the towers will be full on opening day, 
with offices now taking up their lower seven

tures—the creation of the broad Avenue de 
France along the southern limit of the site, 
and the development of the river front with 
walkways and park area to the north. Under- 
way is the housing, arranged in traditional 
Parisian 2lot (or small island) blocks, which 
give priority to the unified street facade, 
hiding ample interior courtyards. Grouped 
around the library and along the Seine, each 
housing block, designed in city competition, 
follows the master plan with little relation to 
the library. As Perrault points out, urban 
zone and library have two different clients— 
city and state—who didn’t work together. 


Today the Presidential building campaign in 
Paris, the grands projets, is over. In its wake, 
a program of restoration is underway. Since 
Mitterand took office in 1981, Paris has 
sampled a range of architectural styles, 
quickly passing to the next. None of the 


resulting buildings is particularly sensitive to, 


or typical of, old Paris, but that was not the 
intention. Yet, the city has managed to absorb 
each with barely a hiccup. Nonetheless, it’s 
only Pei’s pyramid that truly engages the 
urban scale and, to a certain extent, the 
Grande Arche de la Défense, which opens to 
the city’s perimeter. Other projects, like 
Christian de Portzampare’s Cité de la 
Musique, became showcases for the state’s 
generous commitment to the arts. 


Mitterand’s tenure as a master builder can 
best be judged as a catalyst, a powerful hand 
opening the door for some dozen projects 
strategically placed around the city. Overall, 
it’s been a successful marketing strategy, 
giving the city a new allure. “In all towns, I 
feel like an emperor or an architect. I divide. 
I decide. I arbitrate,” Mitterand has written. 
Few U.S. leaders would proclaim their power 
so boldly, if in fact they possessed it. Ameri- 
can architecture depends on the patronage of 
private industry, institutions, and individuals; 
the grands projets on a powerful central gov- 
ernment. Both systems have created great 
architecture. Mitterand worried that Paris 
would become a museum of the past. He 
needed the new. In the U.S., the danger is in 
becoming a victim of the present. The lesson 
of the grands projets is: take a chance, but 
don’t allow architecture to become so self- 
serving that it ignores the realities of the city 
around it.
